strange to those who are unfamiliar with 
the technicalities devised by its practition- 
ers. The electricians, for example, make 
use of a heterogeny of vocables unknown 
to the profane and sometimes, fearfully 
and wonderfully made. I reeall that I once 
saw in an electrical weekly an advertise- 
ment asserting the superiority of the 
manufacturer’s “separately excited boost- 
ers,” and when I consulted an electrical 
expert he informed me that these were 
very useful machines and that their name 
exactly described their purpose. This 
explanation did not lift me out of my 
ignorance, but I was not curious enough 
to pursue the inquiry farther. When it 
was too late to retaliate I wondered 
whether I could not have had him at an 
equal disadvantage if I had asked him 
if he knew what a Startrap was or a 
rakingpiecce, a rundown or a _ babyspot. 
I think that he would have been as puz- 
zled by these terms, well known to all 
who are wont to pass thru the stage door, 
as I was bewildered by the excitability 
of boosters. 

The theater has an elaborate ter- 
minology of its own, ample and adequate 
to its manifold necessities and as precise 
in its meaning and as accurate in its ap- 
plication as the vocabulary of any of the 
sciences. To the outsider the technical- 
ities of the stage are likely to be as mys- 
terious as those of any other department 
of human activity—as mysterious and 
as misleading. A startrap, for example, 
is not intended for the sole use of a star; 
on the contrary it is a mechanical device 
the obvious dangers of which no star 
would ever be called upon to risk. A 
babyspot carries with it no suggestion 
that a stage infant is about to break out 
with the measles, and a rundown does 
not imply that anybody is in need of 
medical treatment. Nor has a raking- 
piece anything whatever to do with gar- 
dening. 

In the prosaic eighteenth century it 


training of riders for the ring. 

However outlandish these terms may 
seem to those inexperienced in the life 
led by the itinerant tent dwellers, they 
are so familiar and so usual to the circus 
man tkat he would probably be surprised 
to learn that they were unfamiliar to the 
immense majority of mankind who are 
only spectators of the sports of the arena 
and not participants therein. Altho the 
circus has a host of these special terms, 
perhaps more than any other subdivision 
of the show business except the theater 
itself, other subdivisions have also their 
full share. While the vogue of the cir- 
cus reveals no sign of diminishing the 
popularity of negro minstrelsy has un- 
dergone an eclipse in recent years. Ha'f 
a century ago there were two dozen or 
two-score troupes touring the country 
season after season. whereas there are 
now fewer than half a score and per- 
haps even fewer than a scant half 
dozen. 

No longer does the big drum invite 
us to “40, count them, 40,” and very 
rarely do we listen to the preliminary 
request of the middleman: “Gentlemen, 
be seated!" Only occasionally, and with 
improvised companies of amateurs 
now more often than with regular troupes 
of professionals, do we see the semicircle 
of burnt cork countenances with the un- 
failingly dignified interlocutor in the 
center and with Pones and Tambo at the 
extremities. Here in the United States, 
where negro minstre'sy was born, Bones 
and Tambo are known as end men, 
whereas in Great Britain, to which the 
blackface entertainment was transported 
early in its career, they are always called 
corner men. Not often now does the 
First Part end with the accustomed walk 
around, and only infrequently in these 
days is the Second Part described as an 
olfo, Still rarer is our opvortunity to be- 
hold the breakdown, rendered more diffi- 


was held to be good form in speaking 
and in writing to use general terms so 
far as possible and to avoid the use of 
specific technicalities. But in our more 
imaginative twentieth century we relish 
the specific word and we delight in employing it 
with absolute scientific precision. Rudyard Kip- 
ling reveals himself as a man of his own time 
when he makes us of the special terms of 
engineering as he did in prose in 007 and in verse 
in McAndrews’ Hymn. Perhaps no other of our 
poets and storytellers has gone so far in this di- 
rection as Mr. Kipling, and yet many of them 
are tending that way, to the constant enrichment 
of our everyday speech, as this is necessarily 
replenished from the highly specialized vocabu- 
laries of the several arts and sciences. 

It is not uncommon to hear the technicalities 
of the theater contemptuously thrust aside as 
merely the slang of the stage. Now, no doubt, 
the stage-has its slang; indeed, there is no deny- 
ing that stagefolk are plentifully supplied with 
the fleeting phrases which may fairly be dismissed 
as slang. But none the less has the theater a 
vocabulary of its own, as rigid in its meaning and 
as legitimate in its usage as the vocabulary of 
electricity or of architecture. No one is justified 
in denouncing babyspot and startrap, raking- 
piece and rundown as specimens of merely ephe- 
meral slang. These terms have a scientific preci- 
sion as indisputable as horsepower or foot-tons 
or kilowatts. They are as necessary and they are 
as deserving of collection and of definition as the 
terms of painting or of sculpture, of chemistry or 
of medicine. 

It is a curious thing that these technicalities 
of the theater are only a few of them to be found, 
even in the largest and most comprehensive of the 
dictionaries of the English language, and it is 
even more curious that they have never been as- 
siduously selected and set in order in a subordi- 
nate dictionary of their own. Similar vocabularies 
have been prepared for the art of painting, for 
example, and for the science of medicine, and an

ample proportion of the specific terms of painting 
and of medicine have been included in the larger 
Cictionaries of the language as a whole. It is to 
be hoped that some man of letters, some journal- 
ist intimately acquainted with the things of the 
theater, may some Cay be moved to undertake the 
task of preparing a stage glossary, of collecting 
and of defining the vocabulary of the several 
arts of the stage—playwriting, acting, scene 
painting, stage management. 


II 


HE task will prove to be more arduous and 
more onerous than would appear at first sight, 
since # ought not to be limited to the theater 

itself, but should be made to include also the 
special vocabularies of all the other departments 
of the show business, not only pantomime and 
dancing, but the circus and negro minstrelsy, the 
variety show and the moving picture. Each of 
these departments of the show business has words 
and phrases of its own, many of them more or 
less unknown in the others, and all of them need- 
ing explanatory definition. We want to be able 
to turn to this glossary for the precise description 
of Leotard body, for example, and of Risley act. 
We shall be glad to have an exact explanation of 
the circus act known as Pete Jenkins, most humor- 
ously described by Mark Twain in Huckleberry 
Finn. And how many of us know what a tranka 
is or how the batoute of the circus differs from 
the springboard of the gymnasium? We may be 
able to guess at the meaning of big top and of 
canvasman. We may hazard a conjecture as to 
the exact significance of giant swing and of 
muscle grind, but not a few of us would grope 
in the dark vainly if we were suddenly asked for 
an explanation of lashells (which are the ropes 


cult and more amazing by the use of flap- 
pers, or to gaze delighted on a statue clog 
dance, with its rhythm tinklingly ac- 
centuated by the employment of clinkers.

HE picturesqueness of the vocabulary of the 
circus and of the minstrel show is unde- 
niable, and those of us who are keenly in- 

terested in the multiform developments of the 
English language can not fail to regret that this 
vocabulary has not received from the lexicogra- 
phers the attention it deserves. Probably the most 
obvious reason for their neglect is their ignorance 
of its existence, and the most obviotis reason for 
their ignorance is that the technical terms of the 
several subdivisions of the show business do not 
often find themselves set down in black and white. 
They exist and they survive by word of mouth 
only, and there is rarely any actual need to write 
them down. Even when they may.get themselve: 
written out, this is likely to be only in a tem- 
porary list drawn up by a prompter or a stage 
manager, Of course, they are freely employed in 
the friendly letters of the stagefolk one to an- 
other. But these letters and these lists when they 
have served their immediate purpose are very 
unlikely to get into print or even to be preserved. 
Not often actually written, the technicalities 
of the theater even less frequently appear on the 
printed page, where they might chance to meet 
the eve of the dictionary maker. Doubtless, there 
are a host of stage terms which have been used 
orally for years without ever finding themselves 
in print. Thus it is that they have never had a 
chance to excite the curiosity of the lexicogra- 
phers. The vocabularies of engineering and of med- 
icine are preserved in the many text books con- 
stantly pouring from the press for the benefit of 
the students of these two arts, and so it is that 
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they are brought to the attention of the alert 
scouts of linguistic research, always desirous of 
multiplying the number of new words to be in- 
cluded in the newest editions and in the latest 
supplements of their dictionaries. But no college 
has yet been tempted to give a course in stage- 
craft, and there are no technical schools requiring 
text books for the instruction of novices in the 
various branches of the show business. There are 
examinations for the license to practice law and 
medicine, but admission to all the departments of 
the show business is free. The stage door stands 
open to all and no diploma is demanded from 
actor or acrobat, dancer or pantomimist. 

It is true that the vocabulary of the show 
business is necessarily employed more or less by 
writers of fiction when they venture to take their 
heroes and their heroines from among the show- 
folk. But the novelists who have chosen to deal 
with Ife behind the scenes are rarely equipped 
with an intimate knowledge of that dim rezion, 
and they are not likely to feel themselves called 
upon to present the everyday details of the te- 
atrical career with the aid of the special vocabu- 
lary of the stage. I suppose that I must have read 
at least a hundred stories of theatrical life, long 
and short, and I doubt if there could be g'ieaned 
from them all more than half a hundred of the 
technical terms of th theater. And while nov- 
els of the stage are muny, novels of the circus are 
few and nove's of the minstrel show are non- 
existent. Just at present the writers of fiction 
seem to have a particular fancy for the moving 
picture, and they are making plain to new readers 
the methods and the mysterics of the art of the 
screen, still in process of rapid develop- 
ment. These readers are enlightened 
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cious sitter whenever the villain released the se- 
cret spring. The intelligent reader of Shakespeare, 
who abandons our misleading library editions 
with their modernized stage directions and who 
turns to the original folios and quartos, can gather 
a significant collection of Elizabethan stage tech- 
nicalities, which he will find helpful to a proper 
understanding of the conditions of theatrical per- 
formance in Tudor days. In Julius Caesar, for 
example, when the time comes for Mark Antony 
to deliver his address to the Roman populace, we 
are informed that “he goes up into the pulpit’— 
that is to say into a crude and conventionalized 
rostrum perfectly satisfactory to the groundlings 
who stood restless in the unroofed yard. 

This intelligent reader of Shakespeare may, 
however, find himself a little at a loss when he 
comes to the Taming of the Shrew, and when he 
finds that at a certain moment the stage direction 
declares “enter the drunkard above.” The con- 
text, however, will make it plain that the drunk- 
ard is Christopher Sly, and any text book of the 
Tudor theater will inform him that to enter 
above meant to appear in the gallery over the 
stage so that the actor could look down on the 
action taking place on the broad platform below. 
The Elizabethan “to enter above’’ must not be 
confounded with our modern “to go up stage,” 
which means to go further back from the foot- 
lights, just as “to come down” means to approach 
them. If, however, this Shakespearean reader meet 
with the unfamiliar word traverse. he will consult 
the text books in vain for a satisfactory explanation, 
since we have not yet ascertained exactly what 
kind of a scenic appliance this term designated.

as to the heroine's endeavor to register 
her swiftly changing emotions and as to 
her efforts to avoid wasting film. They 
are told what a closcup is, they are in- 
formed as to the precise moment when 
the director tells the camera man to 
shoot, and they may even be instructed 
as to the meaning of a necessary but 
entirely new verb made out of an old 
noun-—the verb to panoram. 


IV 


APIDLY expanding as the vocabu- 
lary of the moving picture studio 
may be, rich as the vocabulary of 

the circus already is, neither of them is 
as full and as varied as the vocabulary 
of the theater itself—a vocabulary hav- 
ing its remoter origins in the rude mys- 
teries of the middle eges, expanding 
steadily in the professional playhouse 
of Elizabeth and James, enlarging it- 
self again in the roofed and artificially 
lighted theaters of the Restoration, 
gaining a further elaboration in the 
eighteenth century theater with the de- 
velopment of scene painting by De 
Lutherburg, and attaining to its present 


machine and the thunder barrel. But 
Shakespeare would be badly puzzled if he 
could come back to hear a producer of 
our own time talk about the wings or 
the flies, about tormentors and border 
lights, about panorama grooves and 
eyclorama drops. 

While Shakespeare could not pos- 
sibly have foreseen these terms, de- 
scriptive of our latter-day complexity 
of stage decoration, he would find it easy 
enough to arrive at the significance of 
phrases which dealt rather with the art 
of the actor.” He would not take long 
to ascertain that one performer confines 
himself to straight business or that an- 
other performer had “a part that played 
itself.” He would appreciate the com- 
pliment when he was assured that cer- 
tain plays of his, Hamlet for one and 
As You Like It for another, were actore 
proof. He would be inclined to praise 
the actor, who was always letter-per- 
fect, who never failed “to get a hand,” 
and whose popularity was so great that 
no piece in which he appeared was ever 
a frost. 

Shakespeare seems always to have 
been interested in the theater itself and 


complexity after the invention of the 
electric ight had aided in the sub- 
stitution of our present picture frame 
stage for the apron stage of a hundred 
years ago.

The compiler of the much-to-be-wished-for 
historical dictionary of theatrical terms, ancient 
and modern, will make it plain that the word 
clown wid not conote to the Elizabethans what 
it did to the Victorians. It did not mean an acro- 
batic humorist of the circus or a comic chzracter 
in a pantomime. It was in fact almost the exact 
equivalent of low comedian, of the perfermer who 
undertakes the broadly comic parts, the accepted 
funmaker of the company, certain to provoke a 
ready laugh merely by his welcome appearance 
and before he has cracked his first joke. That 
there were recognized “lines of business’”’ in the 
English theater while Shakespeare was writins 
for it is indisputable, but except in this single case 
ef the clown we do not know what they were 
called. It seems likely that in the company of the 
Globe Theater Conde!l played heavies and that 
some unidentified but brilliant performer was en- 
trusted with the light comedy parts. But we have 
no information as to the names given to these 
two lines of business, or even if they had then any 
specific name. As the Tudor actors had become 
professional only a few years before Shakespeare 
went on the stage it is probable that they had not 
yet been forced to invent a long list of technical 
terms, altho they must have had many which 
have not come down to us.

N the course of the past three centuries and a 
half the theater has solidly established itself, 
it has undergone many changes, and its vocab- 

ulary has been multiplied in response to varying 
conditions, Shakespeare was used to an octagonal 


in the art of acting, and it is likely 
enough that if he were permitted to 
revisit the earth for a brief season one 
of the few books it would amuse him 
to glance thru would be this historical 
dictionary of theatrical terms—if such a work 
should be in existence at the time of his return. 
If he were allowed to remain long enough with us 
of the twentieth century to get acquainted with 
the present condition of the English language he 
might find some slight gratification in perceiving 
that the special vocabulary of the playhouse has 
supplied a goodly number of words and phrases 
to the speech of the people at large. 

Men who rarely or never enter the theater will 
be found declaring that a certain politician is 
only an understudy, altho he is always seeking to 
get himself in the spotlight, thereby making a 
three-ringed circus of himself. In an incriminat- 
ing letter one American statesman asserted that 
he would not be found “a deadhead in the enter- 
prise,” and another American statesman, when 
he was a candidate for the Presidency, was loudly 
advertised as “the advance agent” of prosperity.

M* Dear Bill: 
You ask me to tell the story of my life; 
that’s easy, and it relieves me of the haunting 


One friend declared that he toted the water from the 
river with which they washed off their black. An- 
other good friend imparted the information that 


fear that captious critics will not accuse me of plagi- 


arism. 

First recollections of one’s life are always more 
strongly impressed upon memory than events that 
happen later. 

Beginning with my first recollections—a big 
stone house, a lot of cousins, aunts and uncles, two 
grandfathers, a gentle old mare, a big dog, remem- 
bered best of allk A swimming hole, a lot of bad 
boys that ducked me, cornfields, potato -patches, a 
big hoe that blistered my hands. Folks, black and 
white uns. Hills that appeared higher than now, 
valleys deepest, shadiest and coolest. Mountain 
streams purest. Happiness and contentment—one 
gallus, one pair of breeches for week days—two 
galluses and another pair of breeches for Sunday. 

Barefooted seven months in the year. Fishing 
and hunting twelve months—niggers and hound 
dogs my most intimates. No tree too high to climb, 
no stream too wide to swim. A life of ease and 
peace before me when broken into by a circus 
—no, not a circus, an animal show, the tamest 
thing that ever traveled. 


IRCUSES were numerous in those days—Thayer 

& Noyes, Dan Gardner, Dan Rice, John and 
Yankee Robinson, William Lake and the George 

F. Bailey Show. None of these concerns possessed 
a menagerie; just the good, old one-ring circus that 


they used lampblack and linseed oil, with a little 
japan dryer, to blacken their faces. The practical 
test of this receipt deferred the opening of my first 
show nearly two weeks. Lampblack and linseed oil 
produce the most shiny black ever spread over the 
features of a nigger singer, but there has been no 
cleanser discovered thus far that will remove it. It 
is first rate for painting buggies and blackboards in 
school houses, but it has never come into popular 
use in minstrelsy. However, after four or five weeks 
ot nightly rehearsing in the finishing room of a 
tannery, the troupe was ready for launching. 

It is the vogue of big producers in New York 
these days to open their skews at Atlantic City, 
Plainfield or New Haven before taking them to New 
York City. That I was the originator of this custom 
can not be disputed. Instead of opening my first 
minstrel show in the metropolis of Fayette County, 
namely, Brownsville, I secured Redstone School- 
house, two miles and a half in the country, for the 
opening. 

The house was packed—sitting, standing and 
hanging room only. They were even sitting in the 
wide window sills. No description of the entertain- 
ment is possible—it was indescribable. There was 
but one mishap. Scenery was unknown. A big, red 
calico curtain was the line between audience and 
actors. Shunted horizontally across the stage the 


the old boys still ery for, but if presented to them 

on a silver platter, war tax eliminated, they would 

not accept in these days. The Van Amburg people had 
a menagerie. They evolved the idea of catching them 
coming and going, namely, the circus patrons and the 
church people, and to that end they put forth Van Am- 
burg’s great moral menagerie, augmented aviary, etc. 
This great zoological institute and school of natural 


curtain was too heavy for the slight wire on which 
it was suspended and dropped to the floor, exposing 
the performers as they were changing their ward- 
robe. Many of them were caught unawares, several 
naked. Some dived into trunks, others hid behind 
trunks. Two or three turned their faces to the wall 
and stood like statues until several of the audience 
gained strength to raise the curtain and hold it head 


history was advertised as thoroly absolved from the 
wicked circus. The clowns, gymnasts, jugglers, even 


the lady poised on the bare back of a horse, one toe 
pointing to six o’clock and the other to high noon, were 
all conspicuous by their absence from the show bills. 

This great moral exhibition spread its tents over the animals, two ponies 
and a cart, the latter used in the old Billie Button act, the only ray of sun- 
shine penetrating the gioom that hung over the heads of the auditors as 
they stood around in the big tent—there were no seats. 

Not one of a hundred that entered the tent but expected to witness a 
circus performance. I never left a circus tent, before or since, until the last 
act was over and the side walls were dropped, but upon this occasion I 
coaxed the aged person in whose charge I came to take me hence. Outside 
the big tent was a smaller tent, and from it came scunds of reveiry. I did 
not realize that it was revelry at that time—lI have learned that since. It 
was an accordion, a fiddle, a banjo, bones and tambourines. A man with a 
big red nose stood on the top of a big red wagon announcing to the disap- 
pointed herd emerging from the big tent that in the little tent could be wit- 
nessed Christy’s Magnificent Minstrels, fresh from their triumphs on Broad- 
way, presenting songs, glee chorus, banjo solos, side-splitting farces, all 
winding up with a grand walk-around by the entire company. One dime, 
ten cents, buys you a ticket. I was among the first to buy a ticket. 

At one end of the oblong tent stood a wagon with a platform or stage 
on it, size about ten by twenty feet. Back of the stage was scenery—a strip 
of canvas—representing on one end a negro hut or cabin, a stream of water 
flowing by the cabin. I am safe in claiming this was the’ first minstrel 
troupe that carried its own scenery. There were no seats. 


HE performance had begun. The end men were cavorting around the 
stage. The others were seated on stools. The antics of the end men 
were so spirited that they came perilously near capsizing the whole 

contraption. The entire company was blackened up and all costumed alike 
—hbed ticking shirts and pants, wide flowing collars, the very acme of black- 
face minstrelsy as pretended to be pined for by a few in these days. 

It was my first sight of-a minstrel performance, and I thought it the 
funniest thing I ever witnessed. They gave two performances in the after- 
noon—I attended both. They gave two performances at night—I attended 
both; nor could I be made to beiieve the performers were white men. 

The natives of that section gave Van Amburg’s Great Moral Menagerie 
a lambasting that boded no good for its return. One old man declared it 
was “jes a show for Baptists, and they wuz all thar. Huh! They lettin’ in 
the preachers free gratis, and they ought to let everybody in free, ’cause the 
show wasn’t wuth nuthin’. Durned if I’d walk to the show grounds agin 


to see seven shows like it. The niggers in the outside show beat t’other 
show all holler.” This expressed the 


general opinion of the shows, and I 
fully coincided with the comments 
above quoted, but there was one real 
regret in my mind and that was that 
the attitude of the public might de- 
bar the return of the menagerie with 
the minstrel adjunct. I had bought 
the minstrel song book, caught some 
of their tunes, stole their jokes and 
farces and already planned a replica 
of the minstrel performance. Put I 
longed to see the minstrel again. 


WAS maturing plans for my first 
minstrel show, but my mind was 
not clear. The Christy’s were 

white men blackened up; it was said. 


high until the performers crawled into their clothes. I 
considered it the most dreadful thing that ever hap- 
pened. I felt disgraced and that my show was ruined. 
However, one of my most ardent admirers consoled me 
thusly: “Well, you just couldn't call it a backset to 
the show, kase the people laughed more at that than 
anything else in the hull durn thing.” 


T the finish of the show the audience sat unmoved. The stage manager 
went forth and announced the show was over. About half the audi- 
ence came back of the curtain congratulating me with hearty hand- 

shakes and words of encouragement. I am satisfied there Was moré sin- 
cerity in their congratulations than those I have received at many openings 
since. One young fellow shouted: “We'll set it off with a shindig,” and 
offered our orchestra two dollars to play for the dance. After all the com- 
pliments showered on me the proposed dance seemed like desecration, be- 
littling art, and when an old patriarch, towering above the common herd, 
stroking his long white beard, opposed the dance he impressed me greatly. 
In a mild, but dignified voice, he said: ‘“‘We have been entertained by our 
young friend and his company in a manner that rarely falls to the lot of 
those in attendance here tonight. Only those who live in or have visited 
Filadelfey have the privilege of seeing such sights as we have witnessed here 
tonight. (It was hinted by many that he referred to the exposure made by 
the fallen curtain.) As the chairman of the Board of School Directors, who 
permitted this entertainment, I will say that no dancing will be permitted in 
this schoolhouse. This is our only meeting house and there will be preaching 
here next Sunday, and I hope all who are here tonight wi!l be present and as- 
sist in bringing back to this schoolhouse its former respectable worshipers.” 


WAS so elated over the success of the opening that I overlooked the finan- 
cial side of it until the next day—and it is as well. My dream of success 
had a few hours’ longer life—$16.25 was the gross receipts, $42.75 the 

expenses. This was the severest shock I ever sustained in all my managericl 
career. 

The big audience that attended the opening was the talk of the town. 
Everybody, including my creditors, and they were numerous—TI opened the 
show on credit, not even a shoestring behind it—therefore looked upon 
me as one whose solvency could not be questioned. 

No rent was demanded for the schoolhouse, but the school directors 
and their families were to be admitted free. Some of the directors had as 
many as 30 in their families. No tickets were sold, money taken at the door. 
All that was required to gain admission was to say, “School Director.” It 
was a commonwealth show as to the profits, my show as to t»e losses. When 
the statement was laid before the company they all sympat ized with me. 
especially the orchestra leader, who was the only salaried man. As he folde! 
the five-dollar bill he ssid: “Vell, I 
feels very sorry you lost. but if yo. 
ever took a show to Redstone Schoo!- 
house agin, you'll git it all back.” 
How many times since have I heard 
this remark! 

I worked for four weeks in the 
tanyard, and, believe me, I worked 
to pay the losses of my first minstre] 
venture. Thayer & Noyes Great 
American Circus came along. Those 
of the community who had dealings 
with the genial proprietor, James L. 
Thayer, assured him that section

old cattle man, a lifetime friend 
of mine, who had resided ‘in the 
town since it had been a hamlet, 
upon learning of the trouble, vol- 
unteered to assist my agent. They 
called on one of the leading mer- 
chants and tried to induce him 
to give a little window snace for 
a litho. He flatly refused. My 
old friend started out. The mer- 
chant remarked that his winter 
stock of stoves had arrived and 
would stand close inspection.

Soon after the merchant 
called my agent in and gave him 
a good lithograph showing in one 
of his front windows.

EVOLUTION OF THE CIRCUS 


Excerpta Covering a Period of Nineteen 


N° institution 
in the world 

has a great- 
er value in the 
process of broad- 
ening humanity than the circus. Its growth 
in a general way evidences human progress. In 
the world’s history shows have always been in- 
teresting features in the entertainment of the 
race. 

The great shows of ancient Rome generally 
took place in amphitheaters built in the form of 
a circle, the most magnificent of which was the 
Coliseum, whose glorious ruins still exist, the 
wonder and the admiration of travelers from far 
countries, and of which the Saxon pilgrims 
were wont to say: “While stands the Coliseum 
Rome shall stand, and while Rome stands—the 
world!” 

Vespasian began the Coliseum in A. D. 72 
from designs by Gaudentius, a Christian archi- 
tect, who was afterward martyred. Titus dedi- 
cated it in A. D. 80, when 5,000 beasts were 
slaughtered in the arena, and the games in honor 
of the event lasted over 100 days. The last ex- 
hibitions recorded to have taken place within its 
walls were a show of wild beasts in the reign 
of Emperor Theodoric and a bullfight at the ex- 
pense of the Roman nobles in the year 1232. It 
was originally called the Amphitheatrum Flavium. 


7 illustration of the glories of the Coliseum in 
the days of its splendor one can not do bet- 
ter than quote Gibbon’s elaborate description: 
“By order of Probus a great quantity of large 
trees, taken up by the roots, were transplanted 
into the midst of the circus. The snacious and 
shady forest was immediately filled with a thou- 
sand ostriches, a thousand stags, a thousand fal-

low deer and a thousand wild boars; all this va- 
riety of game was abandoned to the riotous im- 
petuosity of the multitude. The tragedy of the 
succeeding day consisted in the massacre of a 
hundred lions, an equal number of lionesses, two 
hundred leopards and three hundred bears. The 
collection prepared by the younger Gordian for 
his triumph, and which his successor exhibited in 
the secular games, was less remarkable by the 
number than by the singularity of the an!mals. 
Twenty zebras‘ displayed their elegant form and 
variegated beauty to the eyes of the Roman people. 
Ten elk, and as many giraffes, the loftiest and the 
most harmless creatures that wander over the 
plains of Sarmatia and Ethiopia, were contrasted 
with thirty African hyenas and ten Indian tigers, 
the most implacable savages of the torrid zone. 
The unoffending strength with which nature has 
endowed the greater quadrupeds was admired in 
the rhinoceros, the hippopotamus of the Nile and 
a majestic troop of thirty-two elephants. While 
the populace gazed with stupid wonder on the 
splendid show, the naturalist might indeed ob- 
serve the figure and properties of so many differ- 
ent species, transported from every part of the 
ancient world into the amphitheater of Rome. 
Put this accidental benefit which science might 
derive from folly is surely insufficient to justify 
such a wanton abuse of the public riches. 

“The hunting or exhibition of wild beasts was 
conducted with a magnificence suitable to a peo- 
ple who styled themselves the masters of the 


world, nor was the edifice appropriated to that 
the Roman 


entertainment less expressive of 


greatness. Pos- 
terity admires, 
and will long 
acmire, the aw- 
ful remains of 
the amphitheater of Titus, which so well deserved 
the term colossal. It was a building of an 
elliptic form, 564 feet in length and 467 in 
breadth, founded on fourscore arches, and rising 
with four successive orders of architecture, to the 
height of 140 feet. 

“It was incrusted with marble and decorated 
with statues. The slopes of the vast concave, 
which formed the inside, were filled and sur- 
rounded with sixty or eighty rows of seats of 
marble, l'kewise covered with cushions, and 
capable of receiving with ease above fourscore 
thousand spectators. Sixty-four vomitories (for 
by that name the doors were aptly distinguished) 
poured forth the immense multitude, and the en- 
trances, passages and. staircases were contrived 
with such skill that each person, whether of the 
senatorial, the equestrian or the plebetan order, 
arrived at his destined place without trouble or 
confusion. The spectators were protected from 
the sun and rain by an ample canopy occasionally 
drawn over their heads. The air was continually 
refreshed by the playing of fountains, and 
profusely impregnated by the scent of aromatics. 
In the center of the edifice, the arena or circle, 
was strewed with the finest sand, and successively 
assumed the most different forms. At one mo- 
ment it seemed to rise out of the earth like the 
garden of Hesperides, and was afterward broken 
into the rocks and caverns of Thrace. The sub- 
terranean pipes conveyed an inexhaustible supply 
of water, and what had just appeared a level 
plain might be suddenly converted into a wide 
lake, covered with armed vessels, and replenished 
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with the monsters of the deep. In the decoration 
of the scenes the Roman emperors displayed their 
wealth and liberality, and we read, on various oc- 
easions, that the whole furniture of the Amphi- 
theater consisted either of silver or of gold or 
of amber.” 


ICKENS’ commentary upon the ruins of the 
Coliseum is interesting. 

“To see it crumbling there an inch a year, 
its walls and arches overgrown with green, its 
corridors open to the sky, the long grass growing 
in its porches, young trees of yesterday spring- 
ing up on its rugged parapets and bearing fruit— 
chance products of seeds dropped there by the 
birds who build their nests within its chinks and 
crannies; to see its pit of fight filled up with 
earth, and the peaceful cross planted in the center; 
to climb into its upper halls, and look down on 
ruin, ruin, ruin all about it; the triumphal arches 
of Constantine, Septimus, Severus and Titus; the 
Roman forum; the palace of Caesars; the temples 
of the old religion, fallen'down and gone—is to 
see the ghost of old Rome, wicked, wonderful old 
city, haunting the very ground on which its peo- 
ple trod. It is the most impressive, the most 
stately, the most solemn, grand, majestic, mourn- 
ful sight conceivable. Never, in its bloodiest 
prime, can the sight of the gigantic Coliseum, 
full and running over with the lustiest life, have 
moved one heart as it must have all who look 
upon it now—a ruin. God be thanked—a ruin!” 


F the many stories of Christian martyrs who, 
in connection with the Coliseum, suffered 
thru their love for Christ, that of Thekla of 

Iconium, despite her deliverance, is the most il- 
lustrious. She is worshiped to this day in the 
Greek communion as the pattern of purest and 
highest sainthood. Caroline Atwater Mason, in 
her beautiful historical romance, The White 
Shield, describes Thekla’s experience in the arena 
of the Coliseum at Antioch thus: “The great am- 
phitheater, roofed only by the cloudless sky, was 
filled with an unbroken mass of humanity, from 
the level of the sand-strewn arena to the summit 
of the high encircling outer wall. The mood of 
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“the enormous assembly was of tense excitement 


and expectation. In the two days since the 
Iconian maiden had first appeared in the streets 
of Antioch her person, her condemnation, her 
approaching death, had been the all-absorbing 
themes in the homes and haunts of the citizens. 
The stranger was young, well-born, beautiful, a 
virgin, seif-dedicated to the services of God. Al- 
exander had planned the prominence of this last 
day of festival with unerring skill. Nothing had 
been spared to make the spectacle the climax of 
the week, a pageant of powerful attraction to the 
populace, while the latent fierceness of their 
temper had been aroused and stimulated and 
their finer sensibilities blunted by several hours of 
gladiatorial combats between convicted outlaws 
and the brutalities of the venatio or battle of the 
beasts. 

“But all the while, each in a separate cage, 
near opposite ends of the arena, the two chief 
beasts of the venatio were confined apart, re- 
served for the crowning event of the day. In one 
cage crouched the lioness, brought from the great 
African desert, sulky and silent; in the other cage 
lay an enormous black bear from the Taurus 
Mountains. 

“For a breathless moment there was profound 
silence in which the tension of the situation ap- 
proached the danger point. Instantaneously a 
procession led by heralds, after whom the La- 
nistae, escorting Thekla, who was fo!lowed closely 
by a slave bearing aloft a huge tablet on which 


was inscribed the one word, Sacrilega. As the © 


procession advanced all eyes devoured the figure 
of Thekla, superbly clothed in trailing, snow-white 
robes of silk, studded with gems. They marked 


the patrician grace of her form, her beautiful head . 


with its coronal, such as only the daughter of a 
queen might wear; the surpassing spiritual loveli- 
ness of her face. The maiden, led behind iron 
gates, was lost to sight fora moment. Then, with 
bare, unsandaled feet, stepped Thekla. Accord- 
ing to Roman custom her clothing, save a cinture 
about the body, had been removed. But the dark 
abundant waves of her hair falling to her knees 
gave her kindly covering. God alone defended 
her. Then her executioners led their victim to 
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the center of the great ellipse, lightly and loosely 
bound by wrists and ankles to the stake, not wholly 
deprived of her freedom of movement lest the 
coming sport should be robbed of its relish by the 
loss of the sight of her struggle and resistance. 
This done the Lanistae drew back, the chief of 
them lifting his hand as a sign to his fellows, who 
stood beside the cage pf the lioness, and, while the 
maiden prayed, stealing with padded, catlike 
tread, the lioness crept slowly across the arena, 
her tail twitching, her glance sullen and ominous, 
a tawny, fearfu! thing, yet beautiful; lean and 
sinewy of body, the snarling lips lifted ever and 
again, while men trembled and women turned 
faint at sight of the cruel curving of the long, 
white teeth. Slowly with stealthy tread the crea- 
ture advanced. All looked to see the maiden 
droop and fall fainting as she stood in her place. 
As the lioness, now close beside her, bent and 
sniffed her feet, a faint flush rose to Thekla’s face 
and she stretched to the limit of the confining 
cord one small hand and laid it, white and light 
as a lily leaf, on the bristling, tawny head. A 
wild irrepressible cry burst forth from the as- 
sembled people. What would follow? 

“This followed: The lioness slowly lifted her 
head to the maiden’s face, smelled her lips, her 
hair, her hands, then, as if recognizing by her 
keen scent one she already knew, she bent to lick 
Thekla’s feet and presently stretched herself on 
the ground. ‘She lacks the taste of blood,’ mut- 
tered the chief of the Lanistae, and made a swift 
gesture toward the unopened cage at the other 
end of the arena. Instantly its door rattled down 
and out passed the bear with heavy, half re- 
luctant step, a great rust-colored, shambling 
shape. Instantly the lioness showed signs of ex- 
citement. Gathering herself to crouching posi- 
tion she waited, ready to spring upon the beast, 
whose pig-like nose was stretched far forward as 
if scenting a foe. Then there was a low growl, a 
snarl, next a roar, a mighty bound, and the two 
creatures met and closed in mortal combat. 

“For a moment the issue was doubtful, for 
the lioness was blinded at the very outset by the 
paw of her adversary. Presently with a mighty

bers spirit of the season when we shall all be 
brought face to face with one of the 
greatest facts of life is again upon us. The 
Billboard itself presents a tangible, concrete 
example of what the spirit of this occasion 
means as a living force. Study the picture on 
the cover and you will see what the artist has 
caught in the/ way of a vision of the great event 
that we are about to celebrate. 

What are the lessons that we are to learn from 
the events of the one time in all the year that we 
are lifted out of our sordid selfishness and brought 
to a realization of the fact that he lives best who 
does the most for his fellows? 

To the writer there are two things that stand 
out pre-eminently as factors in life, even in our 
day, that are superbly set forth by the narrator of 
the story and philosophy of the man whose birth, 
life and death we are commemorating at this time. 

What are these two outstanding facts? They 
are showmanship and service. Get down your 
Gideon Bible that decorates your room, oh, ye 
showmen, and pick up your Holy Book, oh, ye 
Christians, and read there the entire twenty- 
eight chapters of St. Matthew and see what 
superb showmanship is there set forth. 
Was ever a better piece of stage 
setting arranged than that 
which made ready for wo 
the entrance into the > 
world of the babe —— 
born in the man- “¢ 
ger at Bethlehem, ¢ 
where the star di- 
rected the wise men 
from afar? Was there 
ever a better piece of 
press agentry than that 
set forth by the Holy 
Scribe, who coupled the 
event up with all the peo- 
ple who resided around 
and about Judea, and made 
them all the descendants of 
Abraham? Was ever man so 
advanced as was the man of 
Galilee when John came forth dressed in camel’s

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hair and a leather girdle about his loins, eating lo- 


custs and wild honey, and 
erying, as Esaias had prohe- 
sied: “Prepare ye the way ge ~_ 
of the Lord; make his path H 


straight.” A 
To theologians the 
showmanship, as set 


forth in the book of 
Matthew, has general- 
ly been looked upon 
as the all important 
part of this great 
event. Bloody wars 
have been fought 
over these things. 
No doubt there are 
those who will read 
this article and see 
in it nothing but blasphemy 
and irreverence. But such as 
these should study their Webster 
and learn that showmanship is only the art 
of teaching, displaying what we have, guiding 
those whom we would lead, and directing the 
thought and aim of those whom we would in- 
fluence. 

What, then, is the other great lesson taught us by 
the events 1,918 years ago? It’s the gospel preached 
by the Carpenter, who laid down his tools and went 
forth to proclaim his philosophy. What was that 
gospel? It was the gospel of service. Doctrinari- 
ans may quibble about that term, religionists may 
differ as to what really constitutes that thing we 
call service, but the great principle of love and 
life is service. 

Was Jesus a dreamer of dreams, or was he a 


real philosopher? Does it really pay to serve the 
world? 


T WILL pay us to compare the circus world with 
the chautauqua, theatrical people and lyceum 
performers. What is the great outstanding 

difference between them? The circus is the most 
democratic institution in the world today. There is 
less social division, less effort to cater to any class 
than is to be found in any other organization or 
movement. The circus is one of the greatest dis- 
pensers of knowledge ever organized. Compare the 
circus menagerie, with its thousands of daily 
patrons, to a city zoo in point of numbers who are 
benefited by both. What is the result? The circus 
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has first place as a public benefactor. If a zoo isa 
good thing for a city, and is so recognized, why is 
it that a circus must pay for the privilege of show- 
ing while the zoo is supported by public taxes? 
The showman puts nine parts of his efforts into 
showmanship and one part into service. He shows 
the goods; it’s up to you to get the value of them. 
It is said that P. T. Barnum said that the Ameri- 
can people liked to be humbugged, which is only 
another way of showing that Phineas was a show- 
man—a real showman—a showman only. 

Some day there will come down the country 
road a man with a broad vision of what a show 
really can do for America, and that man will be

was looked upon as an aggregation of porch climb- 
ers, confidence men, gamblers, roughnecks and 
rowdies, but that has changed now, as conditions 
have changed all along the line. It has paid to 
change. The church used to raise the preacher's 
salary by lottery schemes and fishpond grabs, fake 
fortune telling and licentious tricks of palmistry; the 
wheel of fortune was as necessary a part of the 
church paraphernalia as the collection basket. 


The new showman will yet see that if he will 
give the public real abid.ng service he may come 
to town as a friend and not as a suspicious char- 
acter. He will find the people ready to do his work 
for him, boost his show, guarantee him against loss 
and swell his profits instead of taxing him for the 
privilege of showing. 


How can all of this be done? The answer is, 
give public service. How? We can take the Ring- 
ling Circus as an example. What is to hinder this 
superb aggregation from turning that period be- 
tween the afternoon and evening performance into 
a period of public utility? Why couldn't a corps 
of expert lecturers and demonstrators take the 
children of the community on a free trip thru the 
menagerie and explain the universal laws of life, 
which are as inexorable in the animal realm as 
they are in the affairs of men? Teach the lessons

of cause and effect. The reason why an ek 
phant has a trunk and a camel has a hump 
The relation of health and wealth of a nation 
as they are affected by ».ur conduct towards 
the animals about us. Our destruction of bir 
life has caused us the loss of $1,000,000,000 an- 
nually, and, what is more, this great burden 
is growing each year. We are suffering right now 
for the want of food and fruit that might have been 
ours had we not destroyed our little feathered 
friends who were busy protecting our interests 
from the ravages of those tiny insects that are im- 
mune from harm now that we have killed the 
birds. 

The schools of America could be made to see 
that the services of this aggregation of trained ex- 
perts could do more in one day to arouse interest 
in the study of biology than a year of reading. 

What is more, the circus could put out a series 
of booklets and little classics that could be used as 
supplementary readers in the public schools of the 
various States. Books on animal life could be made 
to work all during the winter as feeders for the 
great event of the year when those very animals 

would be there in person. We might announce 

that Big Lizzie, The Elephantine Queen, 
will appear in person—not a movie 

—just as we present Charlie 

Chaplin. Is this a dream”? 

IR No; this thought 
~~ SSN. has been worked 
° out in the practical 
affairs of commer- 
cial life. The writer 
happens to be the 
publisher of a book 
written by Sara V. 
Preuser, of Defiance O., 
entitled Our Dooryard 

Friends. This book was 

written by this wel!- 
known teacher, who has 
devoted her life to the 
welfare of the youth of her 
city, who look to her for 
instruction and inspiration 

She is more than a schoo! 

teacher—she is an educator. She is even more, for 
down in her heart of hearts she is endowed with 
that rare gift which lifts the 
birds and the beasts to a 
plane where all commune 
with nature and the saints 
walk and talk with God 
What has been the re- 
sult of this work? The 
Ohio State Reading 
Circle has adopted 
this bock as a supple- 
mentary reader for 
the sixth grade in 
the schools of the 

Buckeye State. It 

is being read all 

over Ohio right 
now, and there is 

no reason to think 
that this book is even in its 
first stage of real usefulness as yet. 

This was all done under a great handicap 
and could have been made a million times more 


effective had the work had some real financia! 
backing. 


HE chautauqua has had a much better idea of 
the worth of service than it has ever had of 
the value of showmanship. Just the reverse 

of what we have just beén describing. For years 
publicity, to many lyceum managers whose idea of 
what constituted a real publicity stunt, was to 
have the next event announced at the Wednesday 
evening prayer meeting. More than that was bor- 
dering on the theatrical and brought that great 
bugaboo created by some peanut manager, that 
awful thing described, but never explained, “the 
law of diminishing returns.” Whatever that is. 


But the chautauqua has given service, therefore 
it has thrived. Governor Adolph O. Eberhart, of 
Minnesota, has said: “If I had the choice of be- 
ing the founder of any great movement the worl! 
has ever known I would choose the chautauqu® 
movement.” Others even more prominent in the 
world have said stronger things about the great- 
ness of the chautauqua than Governor FEbe: hart 
so that this is not a wild dream of a fancied use- 
fulness. 


Let us describe the actions of an ordinary tlic 
atrical company, going to an average American 
town of say 5,000 souls and janitor of the opers

house, who is also the coal 
heaver for the Methodist 
Church on Sundays. The com- 
pany reaches the city, where it 
is flamboyantly advertised in 
turid. colored stands. and 
sniped all over the domain as 
the one great event to appear 
there this year. No one meets 
them at the station. The com- 
pany looks out for its own ho- 
tel accommodations. The mem- 
bers of the company who have 
a few moments to spare after 
dinner aimlessly stroll along 
the main streets, gazing about 
and being gazed at as tho they 
might be a different race from 
those who live in that vicinity. 
That awful sense of lonesome- 
ness which drives the youth 
from the farm and the ambitious 
ones to the big city seizes the 
wandering Thespians, and, in 
the effort to banish this awful 
feeling, things are done and 
habits formed that later on 
cause the loss of manners, 
morals, mentality and the life 
of some whose warm heart and 


us become greatest in our own 
eyes. That is if we are made of 
the right kind of stuff. It’s the 
teachings of one who said: “He 
who would become first the 
same shall be last of all—and 
servant of all.” This is not 
ancient preaching, it is modern 
business practice applied to the 
entertainment world. 

We recently published a 
splendid article by Prof. Paul 
M. Pearson, showing how the 
Pennsylvania Chautauqua Sys- 
tem has built up a reading cir- 
cle of two million weekly read- 
ers, who study about matters 
related to the chautauqua as 
they are set forth thru the 
columns of the smaller town 
papers. Why couldn’t the big 
circus deal with the funda- 
mentals of life as they are re- 
vealed by the animal life; the 
health as it is affected by our 
play and recreation in sport 
and athletics; the public man- 
ners as inspired by the grace 
and agility of the performers? 

Here in Illinois one man, W. 


big soul lead them astray. 
Not all do this, but there 
is no reason to question 
the general picture of ac- 
tual conditions as they 
are enacted every day. 

Take that same company next season, and 
we find it in the lyceum filling engagements 
with the same _ vehicle. What happens now 
when the company arrives at the _ station? 
Very often there is someone there to meet them, 
to direct them to their quarters. The town’s peo- 
ple feel that they are human beings and will often 
invite them, or part of the company at least, to 
visit places of interest about town. Homes are 
thrown open and the hospitality of kindly hearted 
people often make it a real hardship to leave the 
town; friendships are made that last thru life. 


Of all the chautauqua programs none are more popular than the circus put on by the 
children themselves under the supervision of the Playground Instructor, 


who spends the week in the chautauqua town 


Showmanship is at a minimum and service is at its 
best by these arrangements. 


HE theatrical manager puts the stress on talent 
and ability to put it over. His cares are for 
the time you are before the footlights. Off the 

stage it is up to you. The reverse is true of the 
chautauqua and lyceum. One of the most success- 
ful managers has said that seventy-five per cent 
of the success of any attraction is what the artist 
does off the platform. What does that mean? It 
is simply the law of life—those who do most for

HISTORY OF ERMINIE-By Rudolph Aronson 


The greatest Operetta ever produced and which may be revived 


T was during the run of Johann Strauss’ The Gypsy 
Baron, while I was at home recovering from illness 
that had kept me indoors for several weeks, that I 

received a cablegram from London from Edmund Gerson, 
the dramatic agent. It read as follows: “Can procure 
for you for five hundred dollars new operetta by Paulton 
and Jakobowski, entitled Erminie, now playing at the 
Comedy Theater, London, to fair business.” I answered 
by cable as follows: “Send libretto Erminie, and if sat- 
isfactory will wire five hundred.” While I was waiting 
for the Erminie libretto I attended a ball at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, and in the press room happened 
to meet Frank W. Sanger, the well-known manager. 
“Hello, Aronson!” he exclaimed. “I have just arrived 
from London with the libretto and music of an operetta 
recently produced in London called Erminie.”” Astounded 
at the news I told Sanger of the negotiations I had had 
with Gerson. “You are too late,” he answered. “Miss 
Melnotte, Willie Edouin and myself control all the rights 
for America.” That was definite enough, so I accepted 
the situation as gracefully as I could. I said: “Very 
well, then, send it to me as soon as you can and I will 
look it over.” 

The following day Sanger sent me the vocal score 
and libretto. I was charmed with the airiness, catchi- 
ness and daintiness of the music, and particularly with 
the song, When Love Is Young, the All for Glory march 
of the first act, the Dickey Bird song, The Lullaby and 
Gavotte and Good Night chorus. 

As for the libretto, it struck me as mediocre and not 
properly constructed. Nevertheless I accepted the Ameri- 


can rights to the piece for a period of seven years on a basis of 
seven per cent of the gross receipts. In the course of its phenomenal 
Tun they received one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars in 
royalties on it. This is a forceful illustration that occasionally a fair 
Success In Europe will make a great success in America. 


T was a few days before the opening performance at the Casino, New 
York, May 10, 1886, that Mr. Paulton expressed his gloomy prediction 
regarding Erminie on account of our numerous necessary changes in 

his libretto and the introduction of several successful numbers which were 
foreign to the original score, and he further stated that the whole 
‘hing was going to be a fiasco. But what a surprise awaited him! What 

\ first night that was, with the great audience in paroxysms of laughter; 

what thunderous applause and what storms of actual cheering almost with-

out measure. And, if I do say it, that was “some” per- 
formance, and this irreproachable cast would be hard 
to duplicate in these days.

profit-making institution on the calendar. Also let’s carry the financial bur- 
den as a body, each fellow bearing his share. It was estimated that Mr. Albert 
could complete his work in Washingten in five or six days. It took him 
nine weeks, and the expenses were proportionate. This is no time for resting 
on your oars or reclining on the other fellow’s cot, made cozy and comfortable 
by his sacrifice and energy. Nor is this the time for indulgence of petty argu- 
ments, differences or jealousies so conspicuously a popular pastime among 
many showmen. Let's meet this big issue in a big way, let's harmonize and 
co-operate, since thru co-operation only can come that much needed organi- 
zation so essential at this time for ultimate economy and success.

HE Editor of The Billboard asked me to write a general park story, dealing 
more particularly with those policies employed here at Riverview in re- 
cent years with successful results, and if I have appeared to digress

man in the country at this writing. 

Previously I have alluded to free evening attractions appealing especially 

to women and children. Strictly speaking, we have used free attractions only

hardship toany amusement 
park? Here at Riverview 
we have always maintained 
a free gate to women and children until 5 p.m. daily, except Sundays and 
holidays. Forevery Tuesday, Thursday and Friday afternoons we have distrib- 
uted, thru various channels, 400,000 free ride and show passes, making a total of 
12,000 concession passes week:y inaddition to our regular press and othercour- 
tesies. Further, we have given them free entertainment afternoons by means of 
concerts by foremost bands, dancing lessons under capable instructors, bicycle 
ond foot races, and baby beauty contests for numerous and comparatively ex- 
pensive prizes. Cur two extensive and modern picnic groves have been thrown 
open gratis to all the char‘table and many of the fraternal societies of Chicago. 
In addition we have pa!d special attention to the free entertainment of crippled 
children, orphans and other unfortunates of all ages, such as the deaf, dumb 
and blind. We have also maintained for many years a commodious and well- 
equipped free playground for the convenience and use of all children and their 
mothers. Our expense for free evening attractions, which appeal to all, but 
largely to women and ch!ldren, has averaged over $500 per day during the ma- 
jor portion of the past season, These attractions consisted of patriotic fireworks, 
style shows and an elaborate Mardi Gras carnival, the latter being the con- 
cluding event of the season and lasting over a period of twenty-three nights. 
But, what was the result? housands of people, desirous of relief from the 
numerous worries and fears which always walk hand in hand with the dogs of 
War, sought Riverview, and, what is s‘!l] more important, found what they 
sought—beneficial recreation. What public institution, be it park, art gallery, 
museum, playground or what not, can do such a service for the masses in 
these times? What diversion, aside from outdoor amusement, can fill the 
need so effectively, adapted, as they are, to the pocketbooks of all classes? 


O those of us most familiar with the details of the War Revenue Tax Bill 
campaign, thru six months of actual and active participation init the lack 
of unity and the spirit of co-operation on the part of park men is appalling 

and asource of deep regret. Just asa means of illustration, out of approximate- 
ly 600 park managers and owners written to in July at considerable expense 
concerning the war revenue matter referred to in the opening paragraphs 
above less than a score took sufficient interest to even reply, and less than a 
dozen felt it incumbent upon them to “chip in” for legitimate expenses. This 
is a fine situation, gentlemen—-bad enough in ordinary times, most deplorable 
in war times, I say, let’s get together. It is up to vs to make good with Uncle 
Sam, who has shown his confidence in us by allowing us more consideration in

to the park. In each cage 
the performance began at 
8:15 promptly, and the 


o crowds were released for 
the benefit of the concessionaires by 8:45 or 9 o’clock. As a point of informa- 


tion to other managers, in our experience the only value traceable to a style 
show lies in the theoretical in- 
creased prestige it might give the 
park among theso-calledelite. The 
revenue derived from admissions 
and other sources can never pay 
the expense, as far too few men are 
interested. Our greatest free fea- 
ture is our annual MardiGras Car- 
nival, running the last 23 nights 
of our season. We make a strong 
appeal forvolunteer masqueraders, 
who in turn for participation in 
our elaborate and extensive float 
parade are given free entrance to 
our front gateand a numberof free 
rides. The parade starts at 8 p.m. 
promptly, and varies in length, ac- 
cording to the number of volun- 
teers. The complimentary ride 
tickets are good only after 10:30, 
which allows the holder consider- 
able time to spend in the grounds. 
To illustrate what our carnival 
policy has developed for us: Previ- 
ous to our first carnival, which was 
in 19138, we advertised extensively 
“Free rides and shows to masquer- 
aders."" In response two persons 
appeared in costume ready to 
march on the opening night. This 
number, however, increased ranvid- 
ly, and before the closing night we 
had reached a maximum of twelve 
hundred on a single night. In the

NEEDS -

OURTEENTH street was as arid as the desert behind him. An afternoon 
haze, sticky, smelly and with summertime stifle, hung over the few 
blocks which in the old days had been the playground of the soldier 

and the man-o’-war’s man. Here and there a beer-laden breeze wafted past 
swinging doors, and temptation had become torture. His throat was dry. 
and in its parch the bite of the city was werse than the alkali. Fountains there 
were in plenty and at the corner were stagnant bowls of softer beverages, 
but to him it was no oasis, rather was it like the stopping of the snorting oil 
burners at the water tanks only because they had to have it and not because 
they wanted it. 

The old playground seemed like a spot in the sand by a dried and 
burned up bit of mesquite where both rider and horse stopped, and, scanning 
the limitless waste ahead, wondered how much farther there was to go.

He had been 
away from the old street two 
hitches by the stripes on his 
sleeve and he knew it not. 
He had dreamed of a day 
and a night where the tinsel 
never tarnished, where the 
lights burned bright or flick- 
ered yellow in the morning 
as he slammed the door and 
said goodby. He had dreamed 
that Gladys and Mabel still 
waited and that the dance 
was just as wild.

It was like 
galloping all night for a feast 
from the fields and finding 
a corniess cob in a rain-wet 
feed bag. 


IPING a lined and tanned fore- 
head with a red and white neck 
handkerchief he lifted his hat and took 

a last look down the street. Experiences 
were nothing to him. If he had kept a diary 
he could have done it with a rubber stamp. 
Seven years, and there had been a sameness 
about them that was only equaled by the 
sameness of the desert, the days on post, the 
long hikes, the nights and days of carrying 
a loaded gun with no chance to pop some- 
one who ought to have its contents.

And then he remembered. He had gotten into conversation with a one- 
Striper cop on the corner, and he had almost spit it out when he caught 
himself. He bit his lip and thought of the lineup of the battalions at the 
depot when the word came from column head that there was nothing to be 
told. 

“But if you are asked,” was the caution before the last entraining bugle— 

“Tell ’em you're on your way,” said the sergeant, and then the jerk of

Every exhibitor naturally regards his exhibit as the most important on 
. the ground. Also, they believe it deserves the most important and prominent 


location in its building or department. 


The hundreds or thousands of exhibitors all pour in within the span of 


two or three days. It is indeed a 
tactful and resourceful executive 


problem which confronts every secretary or manager who is anxious 

for his fair to be an artistic as well as a financial success. To attempt 
to set out any general policy or line of endeavor to accomplish such a result 
is impossible, because local conditions affect a fair more than any other 
business or undertaking. 

An attraction, for instance, .that might prove an immense “hit” in one 
locality may be judged mediocre in another section, and a general policy for 


“freshening up’’ which might hold good for one fair perhaps would fall 


flat elsewhere. 


There are, of course, many innovations brought out annually 


which may be repeated successfully 
at other fairs. And be it said to the 


who can make each exhibitor think 
that he or she is getting a little bit 
the best of it. 

The man who can successfully 
look after the details of the work, 
all of which are known only to those 
who have been thru the game, and 
can still come up with a smile on 
every occasion, must certainly be a 
glutton for punishment. 

In no other business or profes- 
Son does a whole year’s work cen- 
tralize in one week and in no other 
business is that seven-day period so 
full of trying and exasperating situ- 
ations as is fair week for the fair 
Secretary or manager. 

And if, by good luck and a cool 


head, he can come thru the week 
with even a fair percentage of 
‘miles to his credit he can reason- 


ably count his year’s work a success. 

Every exhibitor comes to the 
srounds imbued with the idea that 
they should have special ard indi- 
vidual service and attention, and it 


credit of the various fair executives 
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that there is less jealousy among 
their numbers than almost any other 
line of endeavor. Every secretary 
is ready, willing and anxious to help 
his brother in an exchange of ideas 
or plans, and so it should be in the 
great welfare work that is being ac- 
complished by the operation of the 
fair, big and little, in America. 

As far as possible a secretary 
should find out what his patrons 
want and expect. A program which 
one man or even an entire Board of 
Directors might adopt as _ thoroly 
satisfactory may fall flat with the 
general public. No one man, or any 
set of men, can possibly judge cor- 
rectly the caprices of the minds of 
the public. 

“Get your patrons’ point of 
view,” is the motto suggested to the 
writer by one successful fair execu- 
tive. It is certainly a good idea to 
plan your fair from the view of the 
spectator or visitor rather than that 


is up to the fair executive to see that 
they leave the grounds thinking

Fortunate for me that that modern bloodsucker, the song 
shark, did not exist to write me a letter explaining that the parody which 
Von Tilzer had refused was a masterpiece, “‘possessing the proper metrical 
swing to succeed upon the popular market,” which it would surely do 
if I'd send $35 to cover the printing cost! 

HAD I BUT KNOWN 


I wonder what I would have thought in my youthful state of idolatry if 
someone had told me ti.-+ the Von Tilzer I worshiped came from a family 
which originally lived in my own neighborhood, that he was a one-fingered 
piano player, mainly depending upon humming his compositions to hold 
them in mind, and that the notes which the printer set up were almost as 
much of a mystery to Von Tilzer as they were to me? I wonder how I would 
have reconciled the price the arranger received for his marvelous mechanical 
work with the amount Von Tilzer ‘cleaned up” on a hit? I wonder what I 
would have thought if somebody had told me that the great poets who 
wrote the lyrics for these songs didn’t know the difference between the double 
iambic and an elephant? Truly, “where ignorance !s bliss ’tis folly to be wise.”

MERELY OBSERVATION 


This is merely an obser- 
vation, advanced for what it 
may be worth. There are 
many kinds of publishers and 
many kinds of writers. Some 
writers do better work after 

as securing contracts. Some 

publishers are almost un- 

scrupulous in their eagerness 

to disregard the efforts of previously successful writers who have missed fire 

for an interval. However, this attitude is repaid in full when the discarded 
writer goes around the corner and prepares a hit for somebody else. 

But the point which must be impressed is the fact that, inasmuch as 
music publishing is purely a question of purveying ideas calculated to please 
the public—and since nobody knows whence such ideas may emanate—it is 


not wise policy to adopt an ironclad rule of scorn for the reception of all 
amateur efforts. 


WHY BROWN CAME BACK 


I have great respect for some successful song writers. Lew Brown lay 
dormant for many years, but I had a hunch that he would again connect, be- 
cause he once said, as we viewed a vaudeville show: ‘When I hear that or- 
chestra it nearly drives me crazy. I get seized with the idea to shut myself 
up somewhere and write something worth while.” When a man works upon 
that principle he may disappear for ever so long, but he’s always likely to 
come back. One who nearly goes insane thru the sane idea of trying to give 
the public something worthy is as bound to do so as two and two are four. 
Lew Brown now has a hit to his credit. He will probably write more ere long. 


GOODWIN AN ENIGMA 


Joe Goodwin is more or less of an enigma to me. He used to inform me, 
when at the high tide of his fame, that it is necessary for a writer to take 
song writing seriously in order to succeed, Joe still writes many songs, but 
his average of success isn’t up to the old standard. If his own definition of 
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successful writing is precise the reader—and Joe—may arrive at a peculiar

it unnecessary to move so rapidly. You seldom find him without a batch of 

lyrics before him on the piano and he firmly believes that each song he com- 

pletes is the greatest he or anyone else has ever written. Abe just finished a 

highly successful season and is doing very well at the present moment. He can 

demonstrate so beautifully that he makes a meaningless song 
sound wonderful. 


BERLIN A PRODUCTION WRITER 


Irving Berlin, after holding first place indisputably among America’s 
popular song writers for more than a half score of years, has grad- 
uated to the heights of production composition. In his new field 
of endeavor the same never-failing resourcefulness which made 
him the marvel of the lighter song world has demonstrated 
itself again and again, so that each score prepared seems 
more endearing to music-loving musical comedy “fans” 
than the brilliant ones that went before. 

The lure of production composition, with its ac- 
companying accumulation of royalties running into 
many figures, has not, however, entirely divorced the 
versatile Berlin from the popular fleld, and each sea- 
son sees many of his songs issued by the firm with 
which he has always been identified fighting suc- 
cessfully for their place upon the popular market. 

It is doubtful if there ever has been a writer of 
popular songs who has had the vogue enjoyed by 
Berlin, or whose great success extended over a sim- 
jlar period of years. Should the production field 
ever win him entirely his place will be hard to fill.

THE TAB SHOW -By H.A. Peterman 


HEN the popularity of small-time vaudeville 
began to wane our “old heads,” or master 
showmen, made a desperate search for a 

likely successor to the above policy that could be 
offered at a small price of admission, which effort 
resulted in the formation of a miniature or “vest 
pocket” edition of musical comedy and the drama, 
which gave rise to the present idea commonly 
termed the “tab” show. Thru the fact, however, 
that musical tabs have outnumbered the dramatic 
beyond comparison it is our intention to treat of 
the history and progress of the former, recording 
a brief history of its origin, relating the present 
existing conditions and offering some few sug- 
gestions that may be of material benefit to those 
interested in the future and welfare of this brand 
of entertainment. 


THE ORIGIN 


Any number of present-day tabloid managers 
claim the distinction of having introduced the 
first organization of this kind, which form of 
amusement is scarcely ten years old. There are 
those of us who can remember the old stock 
houses or “grinds” that held sway in a number 
of our principal cities thruout the country. It 
Was no uncommon thing to see nine and ten 
People staging the “production,” sweating thru 
from four to six performances daily. At the 
Present time we continue to find the stock houses, 
but working conditions have been improved in a 
number of cases and the small salary list has un- 
dergone an increase. Several years ago some per- 
formers were receiving from $15 to $25 a week 
and chorus girls averaged $10 and $12. Present- 
day salaries and other improvements will be 
treated of and discussed at length in the para- 
Sraphs to follow. It would be rather unfair to 
attempt to mention a partial list of pioneers re- 
Sponsible for the success of the new idea, so let 
us devote our space, in the main, to suggestions 
and subject matter that may tend to further the 
interests of the tab show and its performers. 


THE OLD IDEA 


In the good old days when the manager took 
upon himself the responsibility of organizing a 


tab show he would, in most cases, accumulate a 
small amount of chorus wardrobe, a la cheese 
cloth, some of which should never have been in- 
flicted upon the public, and after selecting a few 
performers of average or no ability would open 
his rehearsals with a repertoire of all the standard 
nigger acts, including, of course, Over the River, 
Charley; Razor Jim, Wireless Telephone, Book 
Agent, etc., disregarding the fact that his fellow- 
manager was using the same repertoire practically 
a week ahead of him, or had rehashed the bulk of 
them so as to cover the field extensively. Even 
today we continue to rely on those surefire after- 
pieces to the house managers’ sorrow. One 
must not infer, however, that the writer is bent 
on opening fire on the users of the old reliable 
acts or cast any unkindly reflections in their di- 
rection, and as for the much-appreciated burnt 
cork artist or blackface comedian we hold him in 
high esteem and cheerfully admit that he has 
established himself as an entertainer, save those, 
of course, who have created some prejudice 
against the art thru their incapability, which ele- 
ment we will continue to encounter as time goes 
on. The producer who continues to place his con- 
fidence in the afterptece has nothing to be 
ashamed of as long as he gives satisfaction at all 
times and does not encounter the house manager 
who has waged war against them. It is a fore- 
gone conclusion, however, that shows can not 
follow each other when their repertoires bear 
such a close resemblance. The same can be said 
of variouc “bit bills’ that have also gone the 
rounds, and ._ is evident that the wise producer 
is not looking very far ahead. Some house man- 
agers have posted the names of some few bills, 
“daring” the incoming show to use them. Ofttimes 
you will see a bill made up of parts taken from 
several of the old versions, which is done to mis- 
lead the manager and likew!se the auditor. This 
practice also is permissible if general satisfaction 
is given to all concerned. However, there is a great 
demand for new material and we should use the 
experience that has been acquired thru years of 
toll in this old game and dig to the bottom for 
that little thing so earnestly sought to replace the 
timeworn material. In attempting to avoid the 


old idea some ambitious producers have gone to 
the other extreme, having adopted the use of 
farce-comedies bearing too much class for their 
audiences. Farces and farce-comedies chock full 
of “speed,” containing a sufficient amount of sure- 
fire dialog, should invariably get over, but care 
should be used not to depend wholly upon the 
deep or smart dialog for the laughs. 

The writer has in mind some few producers 
who have turned out some excellent bills with 
the “meat” of some gingery little book as the 
foundation. Just a little hokum here and there 
will never do any harm, inasmuch as you have all 
classes to please, and they clamor for a variety. 
In using the nigger act, bit bill farce or farce- 
comedy, however, keep that little word, “speed,” 
in your mind as your motto. A bad program may 
hold up under the pressure of one hundred per 
cent speed, while a draggy atmosphere can be 
fatal to even surefire lines and patter. Some pro- 
ducers have deviated from the old routine and 
have framed their productions along the lines of 
a musical review, using a small amount of dialog 
but any number of specialties. This arrangement 
ofttimes proves satisfactory when good specialty 
talent is plentiful. ‘ 

Novelty openings and finales add materially 
to a tabloid program, replacing the old two-chorus 
arrangement, which makes it possible for, the 
chorus to “mark time” and “hitch kicks.” Some 
are of the opinion that a quick and featureless 
getaway strain for a finale or chaser is al] that is 
desired, but if there is some merit to your finale 
it may hold the attention of a certain number of 
your audience and send them away with a good 
word for your entertainment. At any rate the 
cost is not any more and the effort may prove to 
be worth while. 

It is interesting to have conversed at length 
with theater managers who have used tabloid 
musical comedy companies as their policy for 
several seasons and who have been thrown in 
close contact with the performer and every phase 
of the “inside,” to hear their opinions of tab 
shows in general and their suggestions that would 
answer the purpose as a likely remedy. Some

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THE FUTURE OF BURLESQUE 


HAVE been asked to contribute 
an article on The Future of 
Burlesque, to tell what is going 

to happen to that form of entertain- 
ment in the next decade. 

I could propound a weighty 
treatise on the subject, which might 
meet with the approval of the men ai the head of 
the burlesque business, and who, in the main, are 
responsible for its great success at the present 
time, but I think that a frank discussion of the 
subject would be more interest to the rank and 
file of burlesque managers and producers. 

The future of burlesque rests with the men that 
now control it, the men who gather in the offices of 
the two great burlesque organizations at Forty- 
seventh street and Seventh avenue, the men who 
issue the orders and make the rules and regulations 
governing the production of the shows and the 
course which they are to follow. They are the men 
who can make or break the 
burlesque game in the future.

There were a few of the veteran managers, how- 
ever, who, like myself, saw that if burlesque was to 
live it must be improved, and they, while skeptical, 
gave me all the encouragement in the world. 

The success of The College Girls is burlesque 
history. From almost the first week that it was 
produced it made money. Not as much, maybe, as 
some of the oldtime shows which were not using

nation of road managers, 
house managers and agents who have not kept up 
to the trend of the times and who are living on 
their past reputations. It means that the burlesque 
organizations must keep up 
their work of replacing some 
of the present theaters with 
modern, up-to-date playhouses 
and make a bid forthe patron- 
age of the people who havenot 
yet become burlesque patrons. 


I* writing on the future of 
burlesque I must trans- 
gress on the _- subject 
which, perhaps, has been 
given to another to write— 
the burlesque of the past. 
We all remember the bur- 
lesque of the old days. The 
shows playing for the most 
part in old, wornout theaters, 
on side streets, catering only 
to stag audiences, and with 
waiters selling their wares 
thru the audience. It is nota 
pleasant thing to dwell upon, 
but in comparison with the

of costumes, with the chorus girls 
or women of Amazonian figure. 
which were the vogue, dressed in 
pink fleshlings, which were worn 
thruout the performance. At the 
present time the costumes for the 
chorus in first-class burlesque shows 
runs to several thousand dollars, with silk tights, 
stockings and shoes to carry out the color scheme 
for each of the changes. Where 16 girls formerly 
sufficed nearly every show now carries 20 girls 
and some 24. The number of girls which are 
taken each year to fill up the ranks of the Broad- 
way musical shows is in itself sufficient evidence 
of the caliber of the girls who are now in burlesque. 

The amazons have been replaced with ponies, 
mediums and show girls, who are carefully selected 
for their ability to sing and dance and wear becom- 
ing gowns. Practically only one of the oldtime 
shows with an oldtime chorus is now traveling, and 
it is doing business because !t 
it classed as a “freak” show. 
And to think that only a few 
years ago this style in bur- 
leqsue was a rule where it is 
now the exception. 

Like the costuming the 
scenic equipment kas kept 
pace with the trend of the 
¥ times. Many of the burlesque 
rh shows today carry more scenic

wonderful improvement. It must improve, however, 
year after year, or, as I said before, go backward or 
stand still, which is practically the same thing, and 
once it does there will be a return_to the old order 
of things, which, to my way of thinking, would be 
a great calamity. 

Some people will say that no such a thing could 
happen, that burlesque is too well fortified at the 
present day to let slip a cog and start going down 
hill. To such people one has only to recall the de- 
cline of melodrama and the attempts which have 
been made to rehabilitate that form of amusement. 

Melodrama failed because the producers thought 
that the public could be fooled by cheap and trashy 
shows. They were fooled for a time, and then 
overnight the melodrama business went to smash. 
Many of the producers ascribed the failure to the 
motion picture, which was just then coming into 
its own. That is not true, as is demonstrated by 
the business done year after year by melodramas 
which have a punch to their plot. 

When I produced The College Girls show a few 
years back oldtime burlesque producers warned me 
that the show which I was putting out would be a

of experience for the stars of 
the future, and that it will 
produce many of the stars cf the future as it has 
in the past, as proven by the number cf stars now 
gracing headline positions on the legit!mate and 
vaudeville stage who were

believe that burlesque will 
grow in importance w'th its 
organization, will grow in 
its personnel, that its cho- 
ruses w!!] be enlarged in num- 
bers and that the standard 
scale of price of admission to 
burlesque theaters will in- 
crease, so that in all cities it 
will be established on a dollar 
scale for the orchestra seats, 
and that in the not distant 
future instead of playing 
seven matinees a week it will 
be changed to four matinees a 
week. By this method better 
work can be accomplished by 
the people employed, and act- 
ors and actresses of great 
ability will find burlesque em- 
ployment far more congenial

lesque theater. The Wine Woman and Song show, I 
think, can be used a8 an illustration of what bur- 
lesque audiences were hungry to get. When that 
show was first produced it played the old Empire 
Amusement Circuit, known as the ‘‘Western Whee!” 
houses. The theaters in some of the towns on that 
circuit were classed as “dumpns.”’ Nevertheless this 
show, which was a revelation in burlesque, broke all 
records for business, and its run in New York City 
afterwards was due to the prestige it secured while 
playing in the burlesque theaters. 


HE time is coming when burlesque patrons are 
going to demand practically new shows every 
year from the producing managers. A success- 

ful show, of course, will he ab'e to stand at leasttwo 
seasons with a replenishing of the wardrobe and 
new numbers, but the rank and file of managers 
will have to secure a new book yearly if they ex- 
pect to keep pace with the times. 

In years past the outlay for wardrobe by a bur- 

lesque producer could be put down in three figures. 
There were generally about four or five changes 


and important names will be 
added to the roster of the bur- 
lesque attractions. To my way 
of thinking, however, the fact that burlesque is 
now recognized by the leading dailies thruout the 
country is the best evidence of its advancement as 
a form of entertainment. 

A short time back very few of the recognized 
newspapers would accept advertising from a bur- 
lesque theater, and no reading notices were given 
except to call the attention of the authorities to the 
manner in which the theater was being conducted. 

At the present time the only reason that the 
burlesque shows do not get a wider range of pub- 
licity in the newspapers is due to the fact that very 
few of the attractions have men in advance who 
can approach dramatic editors and who have the 
proper material for landing special stories in the 
dramatic suprlements and pages. 

The day of the tack-hammer agent in burlesque 
is past, as is the day of the company manager who 
has no other ability than to make himself a good 
fellow. 

With burlesque attaining the standing of other 
attractions the shows must be preceded by men 
who can go into a newspaper office and practically 
demand space by reason of the high-grade show

GLANCE today at

Bronx River, New York, reveals the phys- 
ical evidence of the coming of a new era 
in the history of the outdoor show world— 
the establishing in America of the great- 
est and most pretentious permanent educa- 
tional exhibition and recreation center in 
the world—the Bronx International Expo- 
sition of science, arts and _ industries, 
which will open its gates to the public on 
May 30 of next year. 


Massive concrete formations, formid- 
able enough to serve as protection against 
an attack by battleships; yawning cre- 
vasses in the solid rock for the laying of 
water mains and sewer pipes, towering 
piles of lumber, store rooms filled with 
electrical and plumbing supplies, sparlike 
scaffolding in all parts of the grounds, the 
puffing of steam drills and the creak of 
mighty derricks—all of these things com- 
bined with the activities of an army of 
workingmen are proof positive that the 
projectors of the enterprise are rapidly 
converting their dreams of a year ago into 
a tangible reality of now. It is expected 
that before Christmas the numerous ex- 
hibit palaces and concession buildings will 
be under roof. The great concrete salt 
water swimming pool, the largest of its 
kind in the world, and upon which hun- 
dreds of men have worked since May 1 of 
this year, now is ready for the water to 
be turned in, the wavemaking machines 
ready to start, so that the public may dis- 
port itself upon the only white sand beach 
in captivity. 

The entire project is one that calls for 
extravagance in figures in its detailed de- 
scription. The lumber to be used runs 
into many millions of feet; the streets, 
promenades, sewer pipes, water mains and 
electric wiring, into miles; the concrete, 
sand, crushed stone, etc., used in the foun- 
dations, easiest is measured in hundred- 
ton lots, while for the illumination of the

LTHO the foregoing may lead the un- 
thinking to infer that the Bronx In- 
ternational Exposition merely is

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A Brief Review of 


HE Showmen’s League of 
America, recognized today 
as" the strongest organiza- 

tion of the showmen in the coun- 
try, stands as a monument to the men who devoied their time and energy to 
promoting its cause and growth, and the league is now a source of pride not 
only to the members enrolled on its books, but to every man in the outdoor 
amusement field. 

In organizing the Showmen’s League of America the charter members 
had in mind an organization the membership of which would be composed 
only of those either actively engaged in promoiing outdoor amusement en- 
terprises, or those affiliated with this branch of the amusement field, and that 
one tenet outlined in the by-laws and religiously upheld by the Roard of Gov- 
ernors has had as much, if not more, to do with the success of the league 
than any other one thing. 

The charter members themselves hardly realized the great possibilities 
and future in store for the organization they were fostering, having rather 
in mind more of a social order to promote good fellowship among the mem- 
bers so that they could pass the long winter months in a more congenial and 
pleasing manner. But as the membership grew and the order expanded 
the ambition of the members kept pace and the germ of an 
idea for a great social and fraternal order to be nationwide 
in scope, not only in name, but in reality, took root. How 
well these thoughts and ideas were carried out is shown in 
the present strength and size of the league. But as 
“Rome was not built in a day’ neither did the 
Showmen’s League attain its present enviable size 
and standing in a day, nor yet in a year, nor was /. 
that growth one continuous “joy ride,’ for the / 
league had a rough and rugged road to travel, 
a road lined with the pitfalls and snares 
that beset all new organizations. 


HE members were hampered in many 
ways, first by not having regular times 
for meeting, nor a headquarters in 

which to gather, but only called a meeting 
when there was a quorum of members in 
town and then had to engage a room in 

a hotel or use an office. It was hard for 
President Cody to attend many of the 
gatherings, as he was either in Wyoming 

or busy with his show on the road, the et 
treasurer being in Leavenworth and the 
other members” scattered about the 
country. But in spite of these drawbacks 

all labored and worked for the league and 

it gradually grew, altho there was one 
period in its history when it seemed that 

the organization would not survive, but a de- 
termined effort was made, a new campaign 
started, and the sturdy shuwmen put the 
league back on its feet stronger than ever 
in every way, and since then it has been 
growing by leaps and bounds, and now, with 
a& comfortable balance in the bank and a con- 
stantly increasing membership roll, the league is 
an established organization with both prestige 
and power. In fact, the league has now reached 
one of the most interesting points in its history, 
a place from which the original members can look 
back, review its start, analyze the mistakes and com- 
mend the good work done, the accomplishment of which 
has given it a standing that is recognized from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and from the Gulf to the Lakes. It 
even extends beyond the Lakes up into Canada, for many 
of our Canadian cousins have applied for membership. 

When one stops and considers the number of embryo 
ofganizations in other lines that wind up in disaster, 
when apparently they had everything in their favor, such as membership 
recruited from one locality, ease of calling meetings, etc., and then takes 
into consideration that the outdoor showmen, who are the backbone of the 
Showmen’s League of America, are away traveling the length and breadth 
of the country about eight months out of the year, leaving them only about 
four months in which to enjoy their club, it reflects all the more honor to 
the men of the outdoor amusement world who have built up this great 
organization. And yet the very nature of the showman is such that he would 
support his own organization. He is called clannish, and he is, and he is 
proud of it, and has a right to be proud, for there is no more liberalhearted 
man in the world, no one quicker to condone a fault in his fellow man and 
no one in the world who is truer to his friend than the showman. 

To be sure there are differences of opinion among the men of the great 
outdoors, and in business he is as keen or perhaps a shade better than the 
average man, nor does sentiment interfere with his business judgment, but 
the moment the deal is lost or won he is his wholesouled, jolly self again, 
generous to a fault and ready to cheerfully give up his last dollar to a friend. 

It is this spirit that actuates his love for his league. He promoted it, 
it is his institution, and he will support it thru thick and thin. And with 
this spirit back of it the Showmen’s League is destined to live and prosper, 
and in a few short years it will be harder to find a showman who is not 
a member of the league than it is to find the proverbial dollar rolling up hill. 


HE first meeting, at which time the Showmen’s League of America was 
organized, was held at the Saratoga Hotel, Chicago. in February, 1913. 
After the preliminary work of effecting a permanent organization was 

completed Colonel William F. Cody was selected as the most typical man to 
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head an organization to be com- 
posed of those directly or indi- 
rectly interested in the outdoor 
: amusement field. No man better 
qualified for the honor could have been selected, for Colonel Cody was loved 
and respected by both showmen and laymen not only in this country, but 
thruout the world, and was eminently fitted for this difficult position. 
Warren A. Patrick was selected secretary, and here again the charter 
members of the new organization chose wisely and well, for Mr. Patrick was 
both a showman and a scholar and numbered stanch friends among the 
showmen by the score. These two men both possessed distinct character‘:- 
tics that lead neen to instinctively admire and trust them, 

That they were worthy of trust has long since been proven, but by one 
of those sad tragedies of fate Warren A. Patrick did not l!ve to see the fu!- 
fillment of his work for the league, and on June 18, 1915, he passed away, 
mourned by all who knew him. On January 10, 1917, Colonel William F. 
Cody was called to his last home, leaving a gap that has never been filled. 
But neither time nor death can dim the memory of these men in the hearts of 
their fellow members of the league. The other officers chosen were equally a» 

competent and all worked hard to further the interests of the league. The 

growth was slow, but steady. The organization was handicapped 
in not having regular headquarters, the lack of a definite time 
for meetings was also felt and to a certain extent the in- 
terest began to wane, and at one time it seemel <¢s t° 
the league would not survive. Owing to declinins heal. 
and pressing business engagements Colonel Cody ws: 
unable to give the organization the time and a‘tention 
it really required, and early in 1915 he resigned 
his office and John B. Warren was elected pre:!- 
dent. Mr. Warren realized the weak spot in tho 
league, and in December, 1915, convinced th. 
members that in order to accomplish anythin 
they must have a definite object in view, per- 
manent headquarters and regular meetings. 
so that members could arrange and plan 
ahead in order to attend the meetings, an 
also have a place where they would be 
welcomed and meet their fellow members 
socially. After mature deliberation and a 
careful analysis of the situation the 
league adopted the suggestion and late 
in December club rooms were established 
in the Saratoga Hotel, and the record of 
achievement of the past two years shows 

the wisdom of the move and is also a 

source of great pride to every member. 

Within less than six months after being 

established in the Saratoga extra space 

was required and by June of the present 
year this added space proved inadequate 
to accommodate the rapidly increasing 
membership, so larger quarters were leased 
at 35 S. Dearborn street, where the league is 
now established in large, well-ventilated, well- 
lighted rooms, surrounded by windows on three 
sides. These rooms occupy hundreds of square 
feet of floor space and this is divided into at- 
tractive rooms, such as a meeting room, reading 
and writing rooms, a section for pool and a card 
and cloak room. All have been redecorated and 
handsomely furnished. The floors in the general 
rooms are covered with carpet and rugs of rich, quiet 
designs; large comfortable lounging chairs, settees, etc., 
are provided, the windows are draped with heavy dark 
green curtains, all of which gives an appearance of ele- 
gance and comfort to the club. The floors of the pool 
and card section are covered with linoleum. Two pool 
tables have been installed for the convenience of the 
members, where they can compete in friendly bouts at 
a minimum cost. The decorations are of the old migsion type and this is 
carried out as far as possible with all the furnishings. Every thought in 
fitting out the rooms was for the comfort and convenience of the members. 
The tables of the reading rooms contain late amusement publications and 
periodicals, and the writing room contains stationery and a typewriter for 
the use of the members. 

The clubrooms are open from 1 a.m. to 1 p.m., with an efficient and 
courteous custodian always in charge. Members can use their club for busi- 
ness appointments, have their mail sent in care of their club, knowing it will 
be held or forwarded as they instruct. In fact, it is their home at all times. 
And the remarkable part of it all is that the cost is only $5 a year. The 
ordinary club would charge from $50 to $500 a year for the same accommo- 
dations offered members of the Showmen’s League for their five spot. But the 
league has practically no expenses. The rent is about the only item of expense 
aside from the minor bills of light, etc.,so that the income from the dues is suf- 
ficient to cover all the overhead and leave a small surplus in the treasury. 


UT the Showmen’s League is not content to merely exist as a social order. 
Men in all walks of life meet with reverses and the showman is no ex- 
ception, so the league endeavors to maintain a fund for the relief of its 

members who are in distress. They do not publish these personal matters 

to the world, as it is not the policy of a showman at any time to make capital 

from some one else’s misfortune, so the only record of this is in the minutes 

of the meetings of the Board of Governors. But among the noteworthy ob- 

jects attained in the past two vears was the equipping of a ward in the new 

American Theatrical Hospital at a cost of $1,000 and the purchase of a lot in

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HE carnival business is righting 
itself. If the same ratio of 
progress is maintained during 

the next five years as has attained 
during the past five the carnival will, 
in less than half a decade, be univer- 
sally considered a legitimate business 
proposition, and will attract invest- 
ment seekers not before interested 
in the show business. The carnival 
is meeting the demands of the 
people and is cleaning itself. The 
elimination of objectionable features 
is being accomplished, and with the 
cleaning has come increased busi- 
ness. Decency and honesty have be- 
come established principles with a 
majority of carnival managers, The 
day of the suggestive show, of the 
mediocre outfit, of the unscrupulous 
manager is past. It. is true that 
some of them are still getting by, 
but the territory is becoming more 
restricted each year. Every condi- 
tion in the world is undergoing 
change. It is but natural that the 
carnival business should feel the ef- 
fects of these changes, and the men 
who have met the demand for clean- 
er and better shows are reaping the reward. 

All carnival companies can not be big ones. The law of supply and 
demand makes room for the big and the small. It would be impossible to 
iocate some of the present-day organizations in many of the smaller towns, 
and many of these towns have year after year proven good spots for the 
smaller company. Necessarily there must be companies of such size that 
playing these towns will prove profitable. Al can not be big, but all can 
be clean, and strict business methods can be applied to every company. 

Within the next few vears there will be wonderful changes in the routing 
as well as presentation of the larger carnival organizations. My prediction 
is that within that time the larger companies will arrange a route that will 
make about fifteen stands a season, and each of these companies will be 
made up entirely of big exposition attractions. The title, “Carnival,” will

OBODY can imagine the task I have set out for me. The Billboard 
editor has asked me to say something to their many readers thru the 
columns of the Christmas Number, and to tell something about the 

oldtime carnival days that were and as they are today, but I'm going to 
renig on part of the request. We live in such an age of advancement that, 
altho there has only been a few intervening years since the day of the old- 
time street fairs and carnivals, the gir of refinement has terminated the 
ideas and manner of conducting the business so rapidly that were I to tell 
of those many changes that have taken place in the short space of time it 
has occurred it would be a hard task to convince anybody that I am only 
forty-two years young. 

Writing for newspapers is not my vocation. I have a young man em- 
ployed for that truthful and sometimes onerous occupation, and as he seems 
to enjoy it I never interfere. When I spoke to him about writing this article 
he insinuated that as it was a personal affair, and he only knew me in the 
present tense, he must respectfully decline the request. But getting back 
to the subject I will say that my early days in the outdoor show business 
were filled with as many trials and tribulations as most other beginners, and 
the tales of hustling to enable me to move from town to town would fill 
every page and column of this massive publication. I attribute my success 
of the last few years to one fact, and thet is the determination at the start 
of my career to do one thing right, and that was to establish a firm business 
credit for Johnny J. Jones, and that beacon light was ever my guide. One 
of the most potent features noticeable to me in the younger days of the 
carnival (how I despise that word) business was the manner of conducting 
the same, the bad moral tone of the organizations, and the one thought of 
those interested of getting the money. No matter what code was used, no 
matter whether it was in a crooked gambling game or immoral show, it was 
all the same to the proprietor, as his sole “slogan” was: “Get the money.” 


M Y father was a poor coal miner and my dear mother had ever instilled 
in the old maxims of “honesty is the best policy” and “right is right, 
and must prevail,” and thanks to that dear old soul, who has long de- 
parted this world, I have in cherishing her memory ever remembered her 
dear teachings. I took my cue from Ringling Brothers, of circus fame, for 
square dealing, and from the late James A. Bailey, of Barnum & Bailey 
Circus, for ever striving to give to my customers, the fickle public, a perform- 
ance that was just a little better than my nearest opposition, and in giving 
the best I naturally looked to the decency of the attraction. For these two 
reasons I was for many years a sort of laughing stock for other managers, 
because the oldtimers had it all figured out that I could not eliminate “lead 
pipe” ideas of concessionists and their “strong arm” methods of conducting 
their so-called “joints” (another word I despise) and succeed, but while 
some acknowledged that I might succeed in eliminating the gambling con- 
cessionist I would never be successful in running a carnival without the 
financial aid that was derived from the vulgar Oriental dancing, commonly 
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be replaced by “Exposition.” Another change that circumstances point to 
as a possibility is that there will be installed on grounds of the big State 
fairs permanent rides and attractions. When that comes to pass there will 
be ample justification for the fewer stands and the “Exposition” feature of 
the present-day big carnival company. Greater changes than these have 
taken place in the carnival field within the past few years, and, with the in- 
cessant cry for improvement and something new, what now looks like an 
innovation will prove but a natural course of meeting conditions and 
turning them into profitmaking channels. 


EN years ago there was what the world termed “good carnival com- 
panies.” They were big and clean. They carried wonderfully magnifi- 
cent fronts, and behind the fronts were excellent shows. The carnival 
of that day was a credit to the business. Then there came into the field 
men who had apparently no conception of the business, no regard for pa- 
trons, no sight but for the immediate dollar. They were incapable of build- 
ing for the future, Their own handwriting on the wall said: “Get the dough.” 
They went after it, got it, and their getting gave the carnival business a 
black eve. Town after-town was closed to carnival organizations. The peo- 
ple had been strung up and quartered. The going of the so-called carnival 
was an occasion of joy in town. It left the people with a bad taste for any- 
thing that sounded like “‘carnival.”” These people who had been robbed, 
whose intelligence and decency had been outraged, were just as “sore” at 
the carnival as the carnival man would be sore at a “shakedown.” The game 
got too hot for some of these managers and they dropped by the wayside. 

Later the force of the responsible manager made itself felt. New blood 
was infused into the game, and men who were possessed of a regard for 
honesty and decency came to the front. Where their companies played 
there was always a square deal for every person. Women and children were 
made to feel that the carnival lot held clean amusement for them. They 
were made welcome. City officials, members of the various organizations 
that stood sponsor for the coming of the carnival, were made to feel that 
the showman they were doing business with was honest, and wanted every 
person to have every cent that was coming to them. After a few years the 
tide of opposition~has started to turn. It has been an uphill fight, and the 
fight is far from ended. There must be eternal watchfulness on the part of 
the manager who wants to keep the business in good repute. 1 

Looking back for-the past ten years in the carnival business I feel that 
the greatest mistake of some managers has been in their treatment of 
patrons, The “get the dough” policy is just as strong today among a few un- 
scrupulous managers as it was 2 decade ago. We are all in the business

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called “Cooch Shows,” and I’m free 
to admit that upon more than one 
occasion I was almost at the point 
of weakening by coming to the same 
conclusion, but just as the sun had 
been hid behind the clouds for many 
days it would reappear from the 
mist and in the reflection there 
would seem to be a vision of that 
dear old mother saying: “Johnny, 
be honest and square, no matter how 
dark the prospects lock.” 

Today I am reaping the reward 
of following mother’s advice, and I 
am fully cognizant of the fact that 
it sounds very egotistical for me to 
make the statement over my own 
signature, but now the reputation of 
Johnny J. Jones’ Exposition for 
square dealing and decent attrac- 
tions is a living, moving monument 
to the teaching of that dear parent. 
Quoting from a recent editorial in 
The Optimist, “Can the carnival 
company be kept clean and still 
satisfy the demand of the amuse- 
mentgoing public?” 


HIS question has been argued pro 
and con many, many times. In 
the minds of some managers it 
has been decided one way and others 
have decided the other. What do I 
mean by absolutely clean in the fullest sense of the word? I mean without 
girl shows, such as Oriental shows, °49s, cabarets, Hula-Hula dancing girls, 
etc. I mean real showmen operating real shows of merit, talkers that are 
educated, talk like gentlemen, and look the part. Ticket sellers neat and 
clean, concessions that are absolutely legitimate, WITH NO SO-CALLED 
“SHILLS,” and having CLERKS that are ladies and gentlemen. Rides 
owned and operated by clean appearing men, who &re courteous to ladies 
and children. Canvas and other paraphernalia well kept and not accom- 
panied by a lot of old, wornout junk that has the appearance of bygone days. 
All these are necessary to make up a real company. 

Today Johnny J. Jones’ Exposition (I never use the word carnival in ad-

Suit Over Hitchcock’s Engage- 
ment in Phila. Withdrawn 


Klaw & Erlanger Bring Action 
Against Nixon & Zimmerman 


New York, Dec. 17.—After six years 
of amicable relations in handling the 
high-class ‘theatrical business of the 
country the Shuberts and Klaw & Er- 
langer are again at loggerheads, and 
the war, which existed before the 
truce of six years ago was signed, has 
been renewed. The Shuberts have 
made formal announcement that they 
have canceled all booking arrange- 
ments with Klaw & Erlanger in Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore 
and St. Louis. 

This action was not entirely unex- 
pected in view of the suit recently 
brought in Philadelphia by Klaw & 
Erlanger, in which the pooling and 
booking agreements were shown to 
exist. 

J. J. Shubert declares that under 
the existing agreement settlements 
every February 1 and August 1 were 
provided for. According to him, 
these settlements have not been made. 
Letters defining the Shuberts’ stand in 
the matter and setting forth the ter- 
minating of the agreement have been 
sent to Klaw & Erlanger, the Charles 
Frohman Estate and to all those in- 
terested with them in the theater 
properties of the cities named above. 
These letters call on the syndicate 
members in each city for statements 
of profits since last February. They 
called attention to the fact that tho 
“tatements had been made payments 
of the amount due had not been made. 

Marc Klaw, when asked for his side 
of the controversy, said that charges 
had been brought against the Shuberts 
by a former accountant of theirs in 
Chicago and that the settlements 
doubtless referred to by the Shu- 
berts were settlements which had 
been held up until the other matter 
had been disposed of. 

This new conflict will be a booking 
war and so will be felt but little in 
this city. It will be felt mostly in 
those cities where the two firms have 
previous to their amicable agreement 
placed their strongest opposition to 
each other. Today the Shuberts are 
stronger than ever before, and the 
conflict between the two firms prom-

A. E.A.andM. . E. L. of A. 
Hold Two Days’ Session 


Amalgamation of Two Organi- 
zations Urged by Delegates 


Committees Appointed to Look 
After Exhibitors’ Interests 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The 
meeting here of the two national mo- 
tion picture exhibitors’ organizations, 
the American Exhibitors’ Association 
and the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America, in joint convention 
Dec. 11 and 12, will go down in history 
as the most splendid gathering in the 
industry. because the results obtained 
will without a doubt be for the better- 
ment and permanent good of all who 
are connected with the moving pic- 
ture business. 

The meeting was a delightful sur- 
prise to everyone, and when it is 
considered that men came from Maine 
and all the New England States down 
to Florida, from Seattle to Texas, 
practically every State and every prin- 
cipal city in the United States being 
represented in numbers of about 150 
exhibitors, and that each and every 
one unanimously came to the same 
conclusion and passed a set of resolu- 
tions without one dissenting voice, 
after two days of deliberation, it 
must be acknowledged that a step 
forward has been taken in the mo- 
tion picture business. 

No one can appreciate the situation 
unless he were present. The meeting 
opened Tuesday morning at 11 o'clock. 
There was an atmosphere of dignity 
and earnestness prevalent. The chair- 
man stated the purpose of the meeting 
and asked for expressions of opinion.

New York, Dec. 15.—District Attor- 
ney Swann this week continued his 
sweeping investigation into the con- 
duct of war relief fairs and more evi- 
dences of irregularities were brought 
to the surface. His inquiry this week 
was especially directed toward the 
American Ambulance in Russia, whose 
activities were called to an abrupt 
halt last week by the official. 


The books and records of this or- 
ganization are now being gone over 
with a fine tooth comb. A letter was 
found which the organization sent out 
in October appealing for funds. This 
letter stated that for two years the 
ambulance had been saving lives in 
Russia, that ‘thirty ambulances had 
been sent to Ru and that forty 
more were on the way. The letter 
said $300,000 was needed to complete 
and equip a field hospital. 

Papers were found showing the rec- 
ord of many sums cf money paid to 
Philip Newton, chief surgeon. There 
were expenses for trips to Washington 
and Russia. These papers showed his 
salary to be $216 a month with all 
expenses paid. In a period of a lit- 
tle over one year his expenses were 
found to have been $3,834.46.

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Tax on Railroad Fares 


Eight Per Cent Added When Ticket 
Cost Exceeds 35 Cents 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
ruled that, regardless of whether a thru 
ticket by passenger train or other com- 
mon carrier for passengers is pur- 
chased or cash fares paid for such trip, 
the 8-cent war revenue tax applies. 
This ruling should be of special inter- 
est to the amuser:ent profession. The 
tax attaches, says the ruling, when a 
passenger makes a continuous trip the 
total fare for which at starting point 
exceeds 35 cents. 

Failure to pay such tax by a passen- 
ger, as well as failure to collect it by 
a carrier, is a violation of Section 1004 
of the Act of October 3, 1917, and sub- 
jects them “to a penalty of not more 
than $1,000 or to imprisonment of not 
more than one year, or both, at the 
cuscretion of the court, and in addition 
thereto a@ penalty of double the tax 
evaded or not collected or accounted 
for and paid over.” 


Baltimore Theater Sold 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 15.—The Wizard 
Theater, on Lexington street. near 
Charles, has been sold to parties who 
control the Parkway Theater on North 
avenue. A new company has been in- 
corporated, known as the Wizard Thea- 
ter Company, the stockholders of which 
are the same parties composing the 
Parkway Theater Company, and the 
policy of this organization will be put 
into effect in conducting the Wizard. 

The acquisition of the Lexington 
street playhouse adds another link to 
the chain of theaters under the direc- 
tion of the Parkway management.

No. 4—Jessie Busley and Company are offer- 
ing their last season's success, Pansy’s Particu- 
lar Punch, which went over even greater than 
before. Miss Busley, in the role of a big-town 
waitress, kept the house in an uproar with her 
slang chatter, at the same time acting the part 
of the innocent prey of a pair of blackmailers. 
The act ends with a good wallop when she turns 
the tables and gets away with a cool thousand 
of their money. A good plot and cleverly acted, 
Fifteen minutes, in three; two bows, 

No. 5—Charlie Howard and Company are seen 
in a new skit, called Cured. He deviates ac- 
tivities from the barroom to the ice cream 
parlor, but nevertheless the intoxicating effects 
are the same as a nut sundae fiend. He trips, 
stumbles and slides in and out of the corner 
drug store. Clever footwork and catchy humor 
make the number an enjoyable one. Margaret 
Taylor and Frank Williamson are the able com- 
pany. Twenty minutes, in one; three bows. 

No. 6—Fradkin, the violinist; Jean Tell, so- 
prano, and Emil Smith, pianist, present a re- 
fined musical offering, consisting of a selection 
of cholce numbers from a big repertoire of high- 
class music. Their talents were highly appre- 
ciated, so much so that they received four cur- 
tains and an encore. Fifteen minutes, in two. 

No. T—The Four Mortons were received with a 
welcome by reason of past popularity, and those 
who expected to see Clare and Paul were disap- 
pointed in this respect, but were rewarded upon 
seeing two younger members of the family, who 
are making their debut in vaudeville. Sam and 
Kitty occupy the big portion of their time al- 
lotment with a monolog of Gaelic humor, which 
brought repeated laughs, and then go back 37 
years to their original characterization which 
brought them to fame.

Taken all in all the selections show a com- 
prehensive understanding of burlesque. Most 
of those who sent selections availed themselves 
of their full privilege and sent in a complete 
list. About ten per cent of the lists were in- 
complete and a very few persons only sent in 
selections for one or two departments, indicat- 
ing, perhaps, that they were more interested 
in the individual than they were in the pur- 
pose of the vote. 

Probably no list could be selected which some 
burlesque devotee would not find fault with, for 
the superiority of one performer over another 
will always be largely a matter of taste. But 
the list as it stands is one which little exception 
ean be taken to. 

There is a dearth of first-class prima donnas 
in burlesque today, but Helen Vreeland is un- 
doubtediy one of the very best—that everyone 
whe knows her must acknowledge—and her se- 
lection as the very best by The Billboard's 
readers is not wide of the mark. Misxs Vree- 
land is now in ber second season in burlesque 
and was forwerly 2 cabaret singer. She has a 
Sweet voice, a most charming personality. and 
her most valuable asset is ber interest in ber 
work. 

Midgie Miller is a sonbrette who ranks so far 
ahead of most burlesque soubrettes that there 
are few of her competitors who must not be 
eliminated at a glance. She is pretty, young 
an is a bunch of life, energy and fascination. 
Vandeville has raved over her, and in various 
burlesque organizations she. has scored great 
success. 

Florence Mills, the choice as leading woman. 
is one of burlesque’s most beautiful women and 
greatest artists. Last year she was with the 
Bostonians, but thix year returned to ber old 
place with the Merry Rounders.

December 17 is the twenty-first anniversary of 
the death of one of the most 
fameus magicians the world has 
ever known—Alexander Hermann.

The very last thing he did before he 
died was to pay the fares to New York of five 
Stranded actors of the American Cousin Com- 
pany. 

Owing to his compelling personality, his ex- 
treme cleverness, his natural humor and his re- 
markable ability to mingle socially the place he 
left vacant will probably never be filled.

Profession — Idea 


Conceived by Rachael Crothers 


New York, Dec. 15.—Let it never be said that 
actresses do not rise early. Every morning at 
ten o’clock the sunny big workrooms donated 
by Acker, Merrill & Company, at 366 Fifth 
avenue, for the stage Woman's War Relief, 
open ‘their doors, and from that time on, thru- 
out the day, actresses who are playing, re- 
hearsing or hunting jobs, continue to arrive 
and, donning white aprons and head dresses, 
work silently thruout the day. Usually by 
noon there isn’t a vacant seat. 

While theyggeouldn’t bringygabout Peace pm 
Earth, even g@ the boliday time of miradles, 
their Christmas work for the men overseas, ad- 
dressed to “Our American Boys in France, 
and if that is not 
possible to any of 
the brave bors who 
are fighting for the 
allied cause of lib- 
erty,’’ breathes Good 
Will to Men, and will 
bring Yule cheer to 
more than 300 meu 
in France and Italy. 

And they are still 
shipping holiday kits 
to France and Italy 
as well as to the sol- 
diers in American can- 
tonments. While they 
won't arrive at Christ- 
mas Day the kits will 
be none the less wel- 
comed on New Year's 
or Twelfth Night, 
when gifts are no 
longer expected. 

It was Miss Rachel 
Crothers who con- 
ceived the idea of the 


Stage Woman’s War 
Relief. It was last 
April that she pro- 


posed it, and she has 
been marvelously as- 
sisted in ber plan by 
the other women of 
stage. "orethy Donnelly suggested having a 
large workroom where only women of the stage 
would work, and then a mass meeting of actresses 
was called at the Hudsen Theater and from 
that time on the jlau developed sv successfully 
that the Stage Woman's War Relief became 
one of the foremost relief organizations in the 
country, with branches in many of the larger 
cities.

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EXCELLENT WORK 
BY CHICAGO BRANCH 


Chicago, Dec. 15.—When Mrs. Otis Skinner, 
opresentative on the road for the Stage Woman's 
War Relief, came here three short weeks ago 
to organize a Chicago branch of the relief she 
was met with a great deal of enthusiasm and 
found Chicago showfolk ready and anxivus to 
devote both time and money to furthering the 
work of the organization. The preliminary 
work baving been attended to, the next thing 
demanding attention was the question of a 
place to meet, This was quickly, aud most 
satisfactorily, solyed when Harry J. Powers 
kindly offered the use of the pleasant room at 
the top of the Llliceis Theater as a workroom. 
An average of Ofty ladies meet in this room 
four days each week. Knitting needles fy, 
sewing machines hum, and busy fingers make 
bandages for the» wounded, and as a result of 
the combined efforts of these ladies ai huge 
quantity of finished garments has been for- 
warded to headquarters. 


Stage people have ever had a reputation of 
boing generous with their time and talents 
when they can in any way assist a worthy cause, 
and they are surely more than living up to this 
reputation at the present time, Girls whe have 
never se much as sewed on a button for them- 
selves heretofore are now industriously sewing 
ail day long for the little French and Belgian 
refugees. Not only this, but they frequently 
denate their services to entertain the beys at 
the Great Lakes Training Station. In addition 
te this they entertained 250 sailors at a Thanks 
giving dinner, followed by a dance given at 
the Stratford Motel. 


Among the articles completed in the short 
time this branch has been In existence are sixty 
five sweaters, forty-eight scarfs, one desen 
aviator belmets, two hundred comfort kits for 
the Navy League, one dozen Woman's War Re 
lef comfort kits, forty eight housewives, thirty- 
six Roman jackets (given to the Italian War 
Relief Unit, the Italian seldiers wear these un 
der their uniforms instead of sweaters, and the 
call from the other side bas been enormews), 
six complete layettes to wives of the middies 
at the Great Lakes Training Station, seventy five 
little caps and dreases to the Archibald Freer 
Unit for the refugees in Fraace, two dozen el 
low rests, over one hundred comfort pillows 
made of spagnum meas, which have been sent to 
the National Surgical Dressing Asseciation im 
response to a hurried cali; much baby clothing 
and bundreds and hundreds of yards of surgical 
dressings. A sample of eversthing made tn the 
Chieago workroom was forwarded to In Hero 
land. 


Dr. Burnett, of the National Association of 
Surgical Dressings devotes a day each week 
to teaching the winding of ban-ages and the 
making of surgical dressings, assisted by Mrs. 
McKean, a Red Cross instractor, who comes 
twiee a reek to {inspect the work and Instruct 
the workers. 

Mrs. FE. R. Fifield, who has charge of the 
Chicago branch, has proven an able leader, and 
under the management the work I« going ahead 
rapidly and efficiently, She is here, there and 
everywhere, directing work, arranging for sup 
plies, consulting assistants and being inter. 
viewed—all in a breath. In order that her 
surgical work may be up to the required stand- 
ard, Mre. Fifield has taken and passed the Red

Among the other workers are: Mrs, Norval 
Pierce, the wife of Dr. Norval H. Pierce, one of 
the greatest thruat specialists In the country, 
who gave up his practice to go to Camp Graut 
and work for Uncle Sam; Mrs, Cleonfunte Cam- 
paninl, of the Grand Opera Company, who as- 
sists in the making of the Roman Jackets, 
which are so essential to the Italian soldiers; 
Rosa Raisa, a grand opera star Interested in 
the work, has donated a large sum of money 
for the Reman jackets; Mrs, George K. Spoor, 
wife of the president of the Essanay Company. 


but from the foregoing it will be seen that the 
possibilities ahead of the Chicago branch are 
unlimited. The need is great and everyone 
who devotes his or her time or money will be 
thanked net only by the organization, but by 
our boys at the front. 


It must be remembered that up to the present 
time the Chicago branch has given no benefits 
or entertainments to raise movey for its war 
relief work, but has been entirely dependent 
upon voluntary contributions, and to the credit 
of professional people be it said that they have 
been most liberal in giving to this worthy 
cause, There is a niee balance in the treas- 
ury at the present time.

perviso the recreations in the military camps 
was formed, the Stage Woman's War Relief 
Was appealed to as representing the war ac- 
tivities of the theater. 


Smileage books of tickets for camp enter- 
tainments have been compiled, and are in the 
form of mileage books, One contains 20 coupons 
at 5 cents and the other—there are two kinds— 
1°90 coupons at 5 cents a coupon, which 
sell for $1 and $5 respectively. These tickets 
hare been put on sale for the first time at the 
Stage Woman's booth at Hero Land. 


Among the important branches is the one 
started by Mrs. Otis Skinner in Chicago at the 
Illinois Theater. This one has been launched 
with great success and Mrs. Skinner will or- 
ganize others. Miss Gladys Hanson, who fs 
on tour In vandeville, is interesting the vaude 
ville women in the work, and so Inspired the 
Wwemen ushers of the Hippodrome Theater in 
Cleveland that they organized a unit at once, 


Many companies on tour are sending to the 
headquarters for material and returning finished 
work, A little bey in the Pollyanna Company 
suggested that every member of the company 
be taxed ten cents a week and the money sent 


to the Wool Fund, a plan which has bees 
adopted by other companies. 

Some idea of the seriousness of purpose of 
these workers is given in the following eloquent 
figures: At the workroom 95.799 articles, in- 
cluding surgical dressings, kit bags and clothing, 
have been made. The Fulten Theater members 
of the Relief have made 900 dresses, mended 
three cases of clothing and contributed 16 cases 
of books and magazines for the literature de- 
partment. 


Twenty-four articles have been sent in by 
The Bird of Paradise company, and the Twelfth 


Night Club Jam Kitchen has cont ed eight 
thousand pounds of jams and jellies and. other 
confections, From the Chicago branch, just 


started, bas come thirty-three articles; Gladys 
Hanson, on tour, bas sent in 117 articles; The 
Old Lady 31 company has made 236 articlea, 
including thirty-eight knitted garments, and 
from the Teter Ibbetson company 221 articles 
have been contributed since October 15 and 
prior to that time 24, The Professional 
Woman's League bas contributed 755 articlea, 
consixiing of surgical shirts, pajamas, other 
clothing, knitted things and kit bags. 


Stage children have been quite wonderful, 
having made 2,000 little candles, besides knit- 
ting and making baby clothes. Then from 
the Tailor-Made Man Company has come seventy- 
one knitted and other articles, with 251 gar- 
ments frum the Seclasconset. The Prineess 
Theater in Des Moines bas sent in six kmitted 
things. And the work increases day by day.

It’s just a few short years since L. Wolfe 
Gilbert and Anatol Friedland got together as 
songwriting partners, but in that space of time 
the team of Gilbert and Friedland has taken 
such long strides towards the top of the ladder 
that this Christmas finds them in business in 
New York for themselves. Gilbert & Friedland, 
Inc., Music Publishers, is now an established 
fact; not only that, but a mighty WELL- 
established fact. Their beginning was unider- 
taken under the most happy and favorable cir- 
cumstances, which were immediately augmented 
¥ the fact tbat their first publication, the 
wonderful ballad called Are You From Heaven, 
found favor with the profession, and then with 
the public, almost from the very day of its 
inception. 

The Gilbert-Friedland combination is an ex- 
ample of perfect team work. Their compositions 
are never written each part separately, That is 
te say Gilbert does not hand Friedland a fin- 
ished lyric to be set to music, nor does Fried- 
land give Gilbert a ‘Set’? melody to have words 
written to it, except in very rare Instances. 
Their work is actually dove TOGETIIER, each 
lending to the other all tbe aid at his com- 
mand. And since each had a fine store of musical 
experience when they joined bands as co- 
workers their mutual aid amounted to a great

Then they published It’s a Hundred to One 
You're From Dixie, a most unusual Dixie song, 
and this, too, found ready favor. So it will 
be understood that Gilbert & Friedland got 
away to a “‘fiying start’? as publisherr.

SHARP PRACTICES DEFENDED 


A short time ago The Billboard published an 
article calling attention to the sharp practices 
of certain musical agencies. It seems that this 
‘article hurt, and hurt to the extent that a press 
agent was straightway employed, who now comes 
back at The Biliboard, thru the columns of a 
good musical paper of small circulation, as de- 
fender. 

This press agent erred in judgment as to the 
pubtication in which the reply was made as the 
columns of The Billboard, with a circulation 
larger than all the musical papers in the country 
combined, is at all times open to anyone who 
takes exception to anything printed in it. This 
defender seems as adept in evading an issue as 
is the proverbisl lawyer. 

Said defender thinks Job must have been a 
musical agent because of his patience; also de- 
plores a disease known as anti-agentitis from 
time to time contagious among young artists, 
which disease usually incubates with writers 
and critics who are newcomers in the musical 
field, and who would pose as reformers, 

As evidence that what The Billboard said was 
“cheap sophistry’’ and ‘‘bosh’’ this press agent 
cites the fact that Mr. Caruso and Mme, Alda, 
as well as many other notables, employ musical 
agencies, the inference being that all young, 
aspiring artists would get the same treatment 
from the agencies if they would do likewise. 

Aforesaid press agent asserts that all criti- 
cisms of the musical manager originate with 
sorebead artists who have failed, and who have 
no other basis for complaint than the fact that 
the agent makes a profit. 

Defendant’s press agent also urges that un- 
sophisticated artists need the “‘shrewdness’’ of 
the agent for their ‘‘salvation,’’ even tho this 
shrewdness is ‘“‘very badly infected.’’ 

This sharp practice defender says that young 
artists should of course fnd the ‘‘rigit’? man- 
ager, and we take it for granted by this that it 
is meant the particular manager with whom this 
press agent has a workizg agreement. 

Let us analyze this pooh-bah evasion. The 
Billboard in no sense whatever attacked the mu- 
sical agency as an institution, The musical agent 
is as legitimate for the artist as is the business 
agent of any person in any other walk of life, and 
when this defender of sharp practices tries to 
make it appear that The Billboard meant other- 
wise it is but an attempt at very bunglesome 
camouflage. 

The Billboard did not attack the musical 
agercies as an institution. The Billboard did 
attack some Of the sharp practices of some mu- 
sical agencies, and their press agent well knows 
that it was made with good cause. Everybody 
in concert circles is well aware that every mu- 
sical agency takes very proper care of the busi- 
ness of Mr. Caruso and Mme. Alda (who is the 
wife of Mr. Gatti-Casazza), and all otber prom- 
inent artists, because, even if they were inclined 
to do anything else (and we do not think most 
of them are) they know those people are too 
prominent and well established for them to get 
away with it. It would be impossible for them 
to put anything over on such people, and they 
know it too well to try it, even if so inclined. 
Therefore to point to the fact that the big art- 
ists use the musical agencies as their business 
representative as an argument to encourage un- 
sophisticated artists to part with their bank 
roll to the selfsame agencies is evading the 
point at issue, 

Musical agencles are a proper business insti- 
tution, the same as the business agent in any 
other line, and some of them are above sharp

DIFFICULT SEASON MUSICALLY 
Big Financially 


In completing the first month at the Metropoli. 
tan, New York, Director Gatti-Casazza declared 
that musically it was the most dificult season 
of any in the thirty-five years of the house, and 
this notwithstanding its abundant financial suc- 
cess, 

The season began with the dropping of opera in 
German—wmore than one-third of the repertory— 
and will end after twenty-three weeks without 
the usual trip South, the Atlanta Musical As- 
sociation having just adopted resolutions to the 
effect that opera in war time is “‘not a neces- 
sity.’” 

The month's record at the Metropolitan—nine- 
teen different operas—was sald to compare with 
any previous year as to productions, while the at- 
tendance for the opening weeks was remarkable 
at a time of such disturbed conditions in the 
theatrical world, The subscription this year is 
$30,000 more than any previous season. 


CAMPANINI ON AMERICAN MUSIC 


The following extract from a remarkable ar- 
ticle by Cleofonte Campanini, general director 
of The Chicago Grand Opera Company, published 
in tast Sunday's Chicago Herald, under the title 
of “Let America Sieze Opportunity of the War 
To Create Own Opera,’’ should be given publicity 
thruout the length and breadth of the land. 

Mr. Campanini says: “Slowly, but surely we 
are emancipating ourselves from the slavish no- 
tion that all that is imported is good, and all 
that springs from our own soil is mediocre. I 
do not believe it is true. If some critic says 
‘Where are our Mozarts and Beetbovens?’ I may 
reply that we have hitherto expended neither the 
time nor the energy to develop them. It is 
not by sneering or ignoring that one creates. Let 
us back American opera with the same peculiarly 
irresistible enthusiasm that we support anything 
else we betieve to be worth while. It is Amer- 
ica's opportunity. We should not let it pass.” 

Mr. Campanini is becoming quite a thoro Amer- 
fcean. It seems to be contageous after drinking 
in the American spirit for a few years.

Symphony Orchestra, 
was arrested there by United States Marshal De- 
yanney, on an order recelved from Attorney-Gen- 
eral Gregory at Washington. Marshal Devanney 
announced that Professor Kunwald was arrested 
in accordance with Article 12 of the President's 
proclamation relative to alien enemies. Kunwald 
was taken to the Dayton (0.) Jalil later in the 
day. Altho Kunwald has since been released It 
was learned that In bis place guest conductors 
will appear with the orchestra until a permanent 
successor can be selected, Walter Henry Roth- 
well, formerly conluctor of the St. Paul Sym- 
phony Orchestra, will be the first guest conductor 
and may be considered for permanent conductor. 

Kline L, Roberts, manager of the orchestra, 
is in New York arranging for others. Henry 
Hadley, American conductor and composer, who 
for several seasons was at the head of the San 
Francisco Orchestra, Is also being conx'dered. 

The Billboard suggests that an American con- 
duetor be permanently engaged, as the time has 
arrived when only Americans should be in charge 
of American musical organizations. 


OPERA WITHOUT GERMAN 


A Chicago paper reports that the Chicago opera 
season is “going along pleasantly, profitably and 
most artistically without the performance of a 
single German work,”’ 

It can also be said that the Metropolitan sea- 
son In New York is going along pleasantly, ar- 
tistically and more profitably than ever before 
in its career witbout a single German work. 

The Billboard pi'ght also add that both of 
these great organizations are gving along pleas- 
antly, artistically and financially profitably, with 
a larger percentage of American singers than 
was ever before connected with elther com- 
pany. 

In the case of the Metropolitan Company it is 
now estimated that more than 50 per cent of 
its artists are American singers. 

Let us give all due respect to foreign com- 
position, foreign conductors and foreign singers, 
as regards their genuine artist'c merit, but let 
us not forget that we should gradually increase 
the percentage of Americans in our music until 
the control of our great musical organizations 
shall be entirely in the hands of Americans, We 
can recognize all that is great and good in the 
world’s music, and yet at the same time event- 
ually have our great musical organizations dom- 
inated by American directors and interpreted 
largely by American singers.

“Doctor Muck is not a Prussian; he !s not an 
enemy alien of the United States; he is not an 
official of the German Government; le is not a 
citizen of Germany. While he was born in Ba- 
varia he is a citizen of Switzerland, as was his 
father. After careful investigation of many 
fantastic and pernicious rumors about Dr. Muck

that have been brought to their attention the Fed- 
eral authorities have found nothing to Incrimin- | 
ate him as a German agent or as having per-, 
formed any act which is prejudicial to the in-; 
terests of our country.”’ 

Dr. Muck is a man of high attainments, and 
his unusual gifts as a musical director are well 
known. During the more than sercn years he 
has been in America he has respected our laws 
and bas complied with them in letter and 
spirit. 

“For three years of the war he has directed 
our cosmopolitan orchestra with rare tact in| 
almost daily rebearsals and concerts. He has 
permitted no discussion of political affairs, and 
there has not been the elightest friction among 
our musicians of many nationalities. The mem- 
bership of the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
comprises 54 American citizens (17 native born), 
22 Germans, 8 Austrians, 2 Italians, 2 British, 
6 Dutch, 2 Russians, 3 French, 2 Belgians and 2 
Bohemians."’

Pioneer in Light Opera Field Will Manage Affairs 
of Commonwealth— Sousa Elected Presi- 


dent—Hitchcock Offers Use of Fulton 
Theater, New York, for Tryouts 


New York, Dec. 17.—Announcement was made 
last week by Raymond Ilitcheock, treasurer of 
the New York Commonwealth Opera Company, 
that W. G. Stewart, a pioneer in the light op- 
era movement in this country, had been en- 
gaged as director-general for the new organiza- 
tion. 


Mr. Stewart is st present resident director of 
the Hippodrome Theater, where he has been 
for six years. Yrevious to this he sponsored 
and guided the destinies of the Stewart Opera 
Company, which toured the country for a long 
period. 


In his thirty years’ activity in opera Mr. 
Stewart bas been stage director and singer with 
the Baker Opera Company, Tauline Hall, Fay 
Templeton, Gilbert & Sullivan, Marie Cahill 
and otbers of equal importance. He was also 
a member of the original productions of Flora- 
dora, Fosy Quiller, When Jobnny Comes March- 
ing Home, and other old favorites. With these 

. he acted in the double capacity of stage director 
and singer. 


Mr. Stewart organized and directed the Ameri- 
can School of Opera, for which the Lyric Thea- 
te: was built. 

The new director has already begun on his 
duties of selecting singers, rehearsing operas 
and organizing the repertoire for the first sea- 
son. As he bas directed and sung in over 200 
operas he is peculiarly fitted for his present 
work. 

The first meeting of directors of the company 
was held last week. Jobn Philip Sousa was 
elected. president, De Wolf Hopper first vice- 
president, Sylvio Hein second vice-president, 
Raymond Mitcheock treasurer and C. E. Le- 
Massena secretary. 


Besides the election of these officers the 
meeting also named George Hamlin to complete 
the quota of fifteen directors, the others being 
Tyrone Power, Harry Rowe-Shelley, Romualdo 
Saplo, Richie Ling, Philip Spooner, Van Rensel- 
laer Wheeler, Clarence Fullerton, H. S. Hech- 
heimer and Jacques Pierre, in addition to the 
officers above named. 

The constitution and by-laws were presented 
and approved by the directors. 

Mr. Tlitcheock has offered the company to use 
hi<x newly acquired theater, the Fulton, in which 
anditions and trronts will be held in the future. 
The offices of the company will also be located 
in this building. 


During the first season the company will be 
run on a business basis at popular prices. All 
the profits, however, will be turned into the 
company, to guard the purchase of a perma 
nent theater. By terms of the charter no div- 
fdends or other disbursements, except for nec- 
essary running expenses, are to be made, 

The movement was organized primarily for 
the purpose of furthering interest in music 
and the allied arts among the people of America. 
Opera has always been a treat for the very 
rich rather than the daily bread of the populace. 
Men interested in the cutlivation of musical 
taste have long recognized that the only means 
to this end was the institution of a community 
organization, to b2 run on a popular basis, 
maintaining no commercial standards. 

The incorporators decided to carry the idea 
into action, with the result that community 
opera will soon be a reality. 

During the first season the repertoire will be 
confined to Light operas of wide popularity,

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New York, Dec. 15.—The big tople of 
the day in Theater Alley is still the matter of 
the proper quotation for theater seats, the find- 
ing of that point where supply and demand will 
fnd a common basis for agreement. As was 
anticipated Arthur Hopkins has stuck to his 
guns manfully in the matter of reduced prices 
of the off nights for The Gypsy Trail, and as 
The Gypsy Trail seems to be the sort of a 
popular success that would have done gvod busi- 
nes whether the regulation prices bad prevailed 
or not nothing very illuminating is to be de- 
rived from the results of bis experiment. 

The success of the play, whether the price- 
policy contributed to it or not to any degree, 
nevertheless will have its effect upon the price 
policies of other houses and attractions, It is 
remarkable how many volces have been raised 
in favor of the popular prices these past few 
days. Many of them insist that they have 
favored a radical price reduction from the start 
of the present depression. It may be that we 
are on the eve of the re-establishment of the 
dollar and a half as the standard price of thea- 
ter tickets in all first-class Broadway houses, 

Before expressing our own opinion on the 
advisability of such a move it might repay us 
to consider the effect that it would have on 
general business conditions. Were some attrac 
tions to revise prices downward while others 
sttand pat we might witness some unnatural com- 
petition, based on the bargain theory. It might 
prove, however, that plays would demand to be 
judged on a two-dollar or dollar and a half 
basis, as the case might be, with the result 
that good two-dollar shows would play to busi 
ness where merely passable dollar-and a half at- 
tractions would starve to death, as has been 
the case ever since the ticket speculator and 
the cut-rate agency first attempted to provide 
an artificial adjustment between supply an! de 
mand in the ticket market. 


Were the prices to be reduced in all houses 
simultaneously we should see a probable redis 
tribution of the same aggregate; in other words, 
the same amount of money that is now being 
spent in the theaters would be more evenly 
Gistributed. The successes would play to a 
smaller total, the mnear-successes might gain 
enough to be placed on the safe side, while the 
failures might not lose so heavily. The man 
who spends twelve dollars a month on theater 
tickets would visit eight plays instead of six. 
On the whole it would be a desirable thing for 
the theatrical world for the time being if this 
result were to be obtained. But it would be 
dificult to convince the man who had a capacity 
success that it would be desirable for him to 
curtail bis receipts by one fourth. 

The argument is frequently advanced that 
there is nothing so expensive in the theater as 
empty seats. This point is used to combat the 
assertion that the modern theatrical attraction 
is scaled on the two-dollar basis. By that we 
mean that the manager's allowance for pro- 
duction, cast operating cost and overhead is 
figured on a basis of the returns to be received 
from playing to a two-dollar admission scale. 
Tt is true that it seems foolish to insist that 
this is the case with an attraction playing to 
half a houseful at two-dollar prices when there 
is a possibility that the house might be jammed

full were the top price of almission one-fifty. 
But it must be remembered that when a house 
can be filled at two dollars the resultant profits 
are correspondingly greater, and in a business 
in which the element of risk figures as largely 
as it does in the theatrical business the man- 
ager must count on bis successes to pay for his 
failures, and must, accordingly, anticipate big- 
ger than norma! profits when he does put over 
a@ success. 

For this reason this obtains despite the fact 
that under a readjustment of prices losses might 
be cut on failures, The really expensive propo- 
sitions in the show business are those that are 
fought thru, those that do not exhibit their 
weakness at first showing, but lure the pro- 
ducers to continual further expense in the hope 
that be may ultimately recuperate his losses, or 
at least find partial salvage. In these cases he 
is not out merely the initial cost of production, 
but bis sheet of operating expenses adds a con- 
siderable item to bis loss. 

The plays that are fuught thru are a boon 
to the actor, insofar as they multiply the num- 
ber of jobs available, and for the reason that 
a general reduction of prices would Increase the 
tetal of attractions that would find themselves 
with a living chance that general reduction 
would be beneficial to the profession, as it 
would keep a greater number of players em- 
ployed. On the other band managers might ob- 
ject to it om that very score, for the more 
actors there are who are out of work the more 
reasonably plays can be cast. 

But all these things aside the ultimate factor 
that will determine the pride policies of the 
managers acting as a unit will be the faith 
or lack of faith in the permanency of the pres- 
ent period of slump. 

If the slump is to be shortlived, to 
ent prices would be folly. The indications for 
better times in the near future are to be found

on all sides. The calamity howlers have been 
defeated to some extent in the showing made 
generally in the pre-Christmas period. While 
several theaters have been compelled to close 
their doors, and some are experiencing some 
very gloomy nights and afternoons, most of the 
successess are holding up splendidly and the 
meager list has even been added to. 

As is usually the case there will be an en- 
tirely new crop of plays offered to the metro- 
politan public during and immediately after 
the holidays. This is likely to add a bit of im- 
petus to theatergoing that may snowball into 
something when things break right economically 
and politically for the country. There !s no 
great financial strain, such as the last two Lib- 
erty Bond issues, impending immediately, as the 
War Savings drive is not directed as specifically 
at theatergoers as the previous campaigns bave 
been. There is abundant hope that the revision 
of the war tax law will benefit the theaters 
hugely. It is generally felt that the tax has 
borne disproportionately heavily on the business, 
and it is the desire of Congress to right any 
inequalities that experience may make manifest. 
and, of course, the inevitable resultant prosper- 
ity that will come from the spending of billions 
of Government funds will soon reflect itself. 
Experience shows that while the theaters may 
be a barometer of general conditions it is a 
barometer that records after the event and does 
net forecast. Prosperity is already real and 
unquestioned in certain quarters. Inevitably 
that prosperity will spread until it covers al- 
most every industry and quarter, Then the 
theaters will reap the reward of their patient 
endurance of adverse conditions, and as is the 
rule with the folk of the theater they will bave 
fergotten that conditions were ever bad. But 
if, in the meantime, prices have been reduced 
it will be the deril’s own job to get them back 
where they belong.

The oldest profession in all the world is the 
dramatic. The human race was ushered into be- 
ing by a dramatic story. The desire to dramatize 
ideas and our desires. is the earliest 
achievement of life as it is ushered inte the 
world even today, It’s the first medium thru 
which millions find themselves for life’s work.

What we say about Olive Kackley is not 
one thousandth part of what ought to be said 
as a just acknowledgment of ber worth as a 
public benefactress, As one school teacher has 
so well said: “What I am saying is perbaps 
too strong te be effective, but it isn’t nearly as 
strepg as her work deserves."’ Tler life for sus- 
tained dramatie interest bas any novel beaten 
you ever read. Her achievements make Herculcs 
look like Tom Thumb. Here is a woman whvw 
each year coacbes more than a thousand high 
school students. And does it witbout as much 
as the semblance of a scrap.

She arranger for the payment of the usual 
reyalty and sees tbat it is a straight bnsiness 
transaction. The superintendent of schools at 
Osawatomie, Kan.. wrote: ‘I bave been well 
acquainted with Miss Kackley for several years 
and bave bad ber put on several plays for my 
sehool. I consider her the best coach for high 
school pupils 1 ever met. She not only can put 
apy high-class play in from three to seven 
days, but she has the best possible influence on 
the pupils, and gives them training equal to 
several months’ public speaking. When she 
tomes I just turn the class over to ber and 
have no responsibility for disciplining them or 
getting them out to practice. She attends to 
that.”’ 

The training she gives is strictly professional 
and educational. She bas put on as many as 
eight plays in the same town in two years. 
All lines are letter perfect. The students get 
a great training in the value of cancentration. 
This intensive drill produces mental alertness 
and power of application. Students are tanght 
the value of time and ability to accomplish a 
given task in a short time. She recently put 
on seventy four plays in six towns. She bas 
the unique record of never putting on a play 
for a bigh scool without being asked to retura 
and put on another one. 

Well. baven’t we said enough to convince you 
that either Oljve Kaekley is one of the great 
est women in this line of work or the writer

is a second Baron Munchausen? But wait. We 
haven't begun to tell the really interesting 
things that this unassuming little bundle of 
heart and energy really accomplishes or has 
accomplished, She has been training an av- 
erage of a thousand students a year for this 
work for five years. Last season she was un- 
able to accept thirty-five offers from that many 
towns where they sought her services. Her 
methods of selecting a cast are thoroly demo- 
cratic and the tryouts are open to each member 
of the class, Here is one place where ability 
absolutely rules. What is the result of this 
work? 

Here is a statement.taken from a letter re- 
cently received from a young fellow now in 
college: “If it hadn’t been for you I'd still 
be shining shoes in the barber shop.”’ Tbe 
writer at the time he entered this play was 
an orpban boy. His parents had not long be- 
fore emigrated to Kansas from Poland. This 
boy was selected for the leading role and was 
the surprise of the community. He received 
that baptism of internal fire, which once started 
never stops until life itself ends. Last Christ- 
mas Miss Kackley received 300 post cards 
and letters of remembrance from those grate- 
ful bigh school students who realized the im- 
portance of letting those who do most for us 
know that they appreciate what they have re- 
ceived. 

Unlike a great many teachers or those who 
assume to teach, she teaches out of the abun- 
dance of ber own experience and training. She 
bas first qualified herself to teach. She went 
to New York City from Western Kansas and 
landed with $100. Before she arranged for her 
room she went to the theater where Sothern 


and Marlowe were playing and bought $80 worth 
of tickets, covering each of the remaining per- 


formances of their New York engagement. She 
then drew upon her imagination and her bank 
roll and followed these idols of her dream to 
Chicago, and in all she witnessed one hun- 
dred and forty perfomances. She has wit- 
nessed the Divine Sarah for every perform- 
ance for three weeks. In all she has witnessed 
Madame Bernhardt in 100 performances. Forbes- 
Robertson came next and she bas witnessed 
fifty of his productions, Mrs. Fiske, in Becky 
Sharp, caught ber eye for fifteen performances. 

These stories are themselves a record of 
thoroness that foretells the same infectious prin 
ciples which she instils into all who come un- 
der her care and guidance. 

Margaret Hill McCarter, author of Cuddy’s 
Baby, Tale of the Cottonwood Tree, Peace of 
Solomon's Valley, The [Irince of the Prairie, 
A Wall Man, Winning the Wilderness and sev- 
eral other books, published a series of maga- 
zine articles under the title of A Hundred Kan- 
sas Women. She sald: 

“In this sk€tch I break away from the ploneer 
and come, not to those who have done, but to 
those who are doing. About two decades ago a 
woman was called away from earth leaving two 
little children motherless, The little girl with 
ber father went out to a Western Kansas town 
and had to do ber first school battles alone, 
and when sbe came to the limit of what that 
town could offer in education she was compelled 
to let college life go as a dream. But was she 
without ambition? Her bome was in the slort 
grass lands. Sky above and prairie underneath 
andthe slow, bard, uninteresting monotony of 
the. country made up of distances and lack of 
opportunity—this was the environment of this 
little girl. 


“At just fifteen she managed to get a teach- 
er’s license. Every Friday she came home to 
help her father in his store and Monday found 
ber back at school again. This went on for 
six years. She had ambition and something 
more. She had the grit of the, pioneer, the 
courage of the soldier, and the patience of the 
woman. She studied and worked and dreamed,

JURY DISCHARGED 


At Second Trial of $25,000 Suit Against 
Ringling Bros.’ Circus 


Omaha, Neb.. Dec. 13.—The jury in the sutt 
of William Rinker, of Plattsmouth, against 
Ringling Brothers* Circus disagreed and was 
discharged by Federal Judge Woodrough last 
Saturday noon, after being out eight hours. 
This was the second trial of the suit. The 
jury in the first trial was also unable to agree. 

This trial was spectacular. It began the 
Monday previous Each side introduced abcut 
thirty-five witnesses. 

Rinker sued for $25.000, alleging he was 
knocked down by a runaway circus wagon at 
Sixteenth and Dodge streets, during the circus 
parade, August 10, 1914. At the first trial he 
held be was knocked down on the northeast 
corner of the intersection. At the second trial 
the location was changed to the southwest 
corner 

Judge Woodrough, on motion of the defense, 
ordered the jury to disregard the testimony of 
some of the plaintiff's witnesses. 

A number of police officers who were at the 
scene of the alleged accident testified that they 
did not see anyone knocked down.

NAVY OFFERS FINE CHANCE FOR 
STAGE MECHANICS 
Men of Manual Ability and Alertness 
Wanted as Aviation Mechanicians 


Theatrical mechanics and backof-the-stage 
artisans have a peculiar skill that makes them 
indispensable for delicate work. All of them 
have manual ability. rigging is their constant 
work and stage requirements make quickness and 
correctness essentials of every effort. To young 
men now in this line of endeavor the United 
States Navy opens up new opportunities and a 
chance to become skilled in a trade that will 
have the greatest possibilities in the future. 

It takes Many men behind the scenes to make 
a show successful. Just soit takes many men to 
make the flight of the aviator perfect, safe and 
effective. It is this field which Secretary Daniels 
has just opened up by calling for eight thousand 
mep for the ground personuel of the Navy's Fly- 
ing Corps. They are not wanted to fly or neces- 
sarily to become men of the ships. Their train- 
ing and the development of their skill will all be 
directed to making them men of a new calling— 
mechanics of the birdmen, Most of the men 
will be trained at the Naval Air Station, Bay 
Sbore, L. I. This period is of comparatively 
short duration. Good work will bring desired 
ratings in the service. Promotion will be as 
quick as it is deserved. 

The requirements for enrollment will be the 
same as those for the regular service of the 
United States Navy. Training for machinists’ 
mates and quartermasters will last about three 
months. Carpenters’ mates will train for ap- 
proximately six weeks, On completion of the 
training the provisional landsmen, after examina- 
tion, will be rated first or second class petty of- 
ficers. Carpenters, wood workers, machinists, 
coppersmithe, blacksmiths, fabric workers, rig- 
gers, acetylene welders, gas engine repairmen 
and instrument makers are included in the trades 
covered by these ratings. 

Landsmen for quartermaster need have no 
previous trade experience, but general manual 
ability is necessary. Men of trades, euch as 
rigging, fabric working are desired, ae are also 
men experienced in the operation of hydrogen 
plants or in the care and upkeep of dirigibles or 
balloons. Men who display proficiency on diri- 
gible work will be assigned to this branch. Car- 
penters’ mates will look after the upkeep and 
repair of wings, pontoons. flying-boat hulls and 
bodies, balloons and dirigibles. Their training 
will cover the practical application of their 
trade skill to general aviation work. Machinists’ 
mates must show previous expertence in gasoline 
engines or any allied skilled trade, such as 
that of electrician. They will be trained in the 
upkeep and overhauling of aircraft engines. 

Provision is made for men especially well 
qualified for enlistment or enrollment as car- 
penters’ and machinists’ mates to be enrolled 
directly for that second-class rate, should their 
skill be sufficient. The rating badges for men in 
this service will be the same as in the recular 
nary, except for the addition of double wings. 

Men enlisting In the Eastern district, which 
includes New York and Brooklyn, will train at 
the Naval Air Station, Bay Shore, L. I. Central 
district men, which Includes those from Chiesgo, 
“~f!L be instructed at the Naval Training Station, 
Great Lakes, Ill., and the Dunwoody Institute 
Minneapolis. The Sonthern district training 
«chool will be at the Naval Aeronantic Station, 
Panescoln, Fla.. as well as at Bay Shore, L. I 
The Western enlisted men will go to the Nava! 
Alr Station, San Diego, Cal., and also to Long 
Island, N. Y.

‘That these are indeed war times is brought to 
the attention of people in the amusement buxi- 
ness more and more vividly every day. But all 
of us have a living to make (and most a family 
to support as well), this is the only business 
that we know, and it is up to us to make tle 
best of it. 


I have been asked many times during the past 
three months as to what I thought about next 
season, and my invariable reply hax been that I 
didn’t know, but that we must prepare for it the 
same 68 ever, whether it is going to be good or 
bad. This company’s season is due to ope. 
April 20, and we cannot wait until April 19 to 
get ready. Therefore we are going ahead anil 
repairing and replacing our paraphernalia the 
Same as we do every winter, and are planning 
to go out next spring on an even more preten- 
tious scale than ordinarily. 


One thing is certain, expenses will be heavier 
than in any previous year; and they were surely 
well up to the limit last summer. Workingmen 
that we used to pay six and eight dollars a 
week last season, got twelve and fourteen, and 
we are figuring on a minimum of fifteen dollars 
weekly wage in 1918. The higher-salaried mem- 
bers of the staff will look for an increase also. 
And the payroll is only one item that we have 
to consider. 

Something must be done to meet these added 
expenses; the earning capacity of the company 
must be increased. As the riding devices are 
among our biggest money-getters we have bought 
a larger and more elaborate merry-go-round. C. 
W. Parker is now building for the Northwestern 
Shows in his Leavenworth factories one of the 


largest, most brilliantly illuminated and hand- 


somely decorated three-abreast  carry-ué all- 
that he has ever turned out. The Big Eli wheel 
owned by us is the largest size built, but we 
are having it entirely repainted, and the 2num 
ber of lights on it will be doubled. Fourteen- 
dollar ticket boxes used to be plenty good enough 
for us, but those that Mr. Parker is building 
for the Northwestern Shows next season will cost 
us over a hundred dollars apiece, 

The Great Burkhirt, who e~ns and operates in 
person three of our shows, is going to frame his 
different attractions absolutely regardless of 
expense, and any one of them would be con 
sidered a feature attraction on any midway. 
Money spent on improvements with this company 
has not nearly the element of hazard connected 
therewith that is found on some outfits, for tbe 
Northwestern bars all immoral shows and il- 
legitimate concessions which makes it much 
easier for the right kind of shows and conces- 
sions to get the money. 

But it is only from the pay attractions that 
we can look for increased revenue, for the con- 
cessions are already paying all the privilege that 
they are able to, especially with the big advance 
in the cost of all the different kinds of mer- 
chandise that they use, 

Unless the draft intervenes we will have about 
the same staff that we had last season, but a 
number of our working boys have already been 
taken, and we fear that we may lose one or more 
of our official family. But come what may we

LOOKING BACKWARD 


If I remember correctly, it was the month 
of August, in the year 1886. I was at that 
time a member of Thomas B. Hill’s (Texas Tom) 
Medicine Company. The company was composed 
of Texas Tom and wife, Dr. W. B. Forden and 
wife, Howard Curtis, Billie Banks, Billie Suf- 
feren, Lewis F. Cummings and myself, 

We had just closed a most successful business 
at Leadville, Col. On the closing day Tom 
announced toat our next stand would be Astoria, 
Ore. In due time we arrived at Portland, and 
took a steamer for Astoria. 

This town ws a revelation to us all. At that 
time Astoria was nicknamed ‘‘The Venice of 
America’? on account of the larger part of the 
city having been built on piling over the water 
of the Columbia River. I will never forget my 
first night in Astoria, as I was kept awake a 
good part of the night by the swish, swish of 
the incoming and outgoing tide. Astoria proved 
to be a remarkable city, made up principally of 
a rough element of men—perhaps 3,000 or 4,000 
of them—engaged in the business of salmon 
fishing. Saloons and dance halls were every- 
where, and it seemed to me that those who were 
not dirctly engaged in the fish business were 


Both Tom and Forden in those days were 
themselves very fond of gambling, and after 
business was over it was not thought out of 
the way for them to go into a gambling room 
and play for an hour or two. Their play was 
mostly at faro-bank. I believe it was the last 
night after closing up a business of two weeks 
that Tom and Forden dropped into a certain 
gambling hall and started to play faro. By 2 
o'clock in the morning they had busted the 
bank—had won all the money in the till—some 
$1,400. Being good sports they had no desire 
to stop business, so they made up a bank roll 
and started the game again, Tom as dealer and 
Forden in the lookont. I don’t quite remember: 
just how the game turned out, but I am under 
the impression that the boys, in turn, cleaned 
them out of their bank roll. 


The following evening we took a steamer for 
Portland. I remember quite well the full moon 
and the halmy hreezex blowing in from the ocean, 
the majesti¢ Columbia River making this a 
beautiful trip. Of all my many miles of travel 
I look back upon this trip, the mellow nioon- 
light, the quartet singing the oldtime melodies, 
as one of the most enjoyable that I have ever 
experienced.—DR. T. J. CUMMINGS,

there for the purpose of separating the fisher- 
men from their hard-earned dolflars, Almost 
every saloon had more or less gambling games, 
and, in fact, at that time you could find almost 
any kind of a game in Astoria that you were 
looking for.

The entertainment part of our company was 
made up principally of vocalists, and good ones, 
¥ remember distinctly our opening night to an 
audience of nearly 2,000 people. Pitlie Banks, 
the tenor singer, and a very clever one (now 
dead), made a wonderful hit. Billie was a very 
small, boyish-looking man past 30 years. In his 
repertoire were such songs as Boyhood’s Happy 
Days Down on the Farm, Save My Mother's 
Picture From the Sale, You Will Never Miss 
Your Mother Till She Is Gone, He Was a Pal 
of Mine, sentiments which seemed to go to the 
very depths of those rough men’« natures, and at 
the end of a song it was nothing unusual for 
them to throw money up to him, as much as 
$5 and $10 at a time. These occasions became 
so numerous that Tom was compelled to an- 
nounce to his audience that he wasn’t there for 
the purpose of taking up a eollection, and, 
while he thanked them for their generosity to 
his performers, they did not need a collection 
because he paid them a generous salary. 


In the good old days of yore, about twelve 
years ago, there met three streetmen (outside 
of prison) in Anburn, N, Y., each one occupying 
one of the corners of an intersecting street. 
Dr. Santos, the daring old Indian scout, was 
attracting the attention of the assembled crowd 
by shooting glass balls off Mme.

Wheeling, W. Va.. Dec. 15,—The thirty-seventh 
annnal West Virginia State Fair at Wheeling, 
September 3-7, was the most successful from 
every viewpoint of any fair previously held, and 
there was every indication of consistent growth.

shifting of business conditions demands more 


concentration, Low to grab the almighty do lar, 
with sO Many More reaching for it than hereto 
fore, requires more and more thought. Orgauiza- 

ion is belping out. Take any of the large auto- 
mobile factories and watch their methods. Alone, 
the factory can get but a few machines into the 
hands of the users. It must hare wholesale 
agencies, sub-agencies and individual salesmen. 
The first thing is the creating of an article of 
worth and then giving that articie publicity— 
creating a market. Thru advertixing in a great 
variety of publications, thru folders, banners, 
pennants, exhibits at automobile shows, fairs and 
expositions, the public gets te know the goods, 
and the wise dealer, knowing that the advertised 
goods, everything else being equal, are the best 
sellers, seeks an agency. The manufacturer's 
‘uty is to create a demand, the rest of the or- 
ganization can do the rest. If the factory fails 
f its duty, all fail. 

But, you say, the factory advertising expert 
nd the furtherance of bis plans cost money. 
Sure they do. But without him the complete 
rnd perfect selling machine would fail, and the 
finished product remain upon the factory foor. 
Would that pay? Certainly not. Advertising is 
as essential as the raw materlar. 

Take the press clipping bureaus. Subscribing 
for the service costs money, but look at the 
results. The bureau has on its files all of the 
leading publications, covering the various lines 
it aims to serve. Constantly the office force is 
culling out the news items, technical and oftber 
information, and tabulating and mailing same to 
subscribers, Alone, no physician. mecuanic. or 
manufacturer could gain this knowledge without 
too great an expenditure. With the bureau 
serving a large list of subscribers, the in- 
dividual cost is far below the worth of the ac 
quired information. Collectively results are ob- 
tained that could not be gained individually. It 
is co-operation. 

Supposing the fair managers of the country 
were to unite, thru a central office, their efforts 
along advertising lines. Can it not be seen the 
great benefits to be derived? 

A fair manager sets aside a given 
for publicity, but does he spend it intel! igently? 
Does he know which medium is best to pull bus 
iness? To reach the pocketbook of the public is 
the idea. Is is best to use newspapers, Dill- 
boards, banners, pennants, novelties and the like, 
or if not all of these, which? Each manger 
has the a all good, but more likely 
to be but partially Supposing he knew the 
methods and experiences of other managers.

UNIQUE SWIMMING POOL 


At Riverside Park, Springfield, Mass. 


In the year 1912 a few Springfield ( Mass.) 
men, headed by Henry J. Perkins, purchased 125 
acres of land along the west bank of the Con 
necticut River, some seven miles below the city 
of Springfield. This tract of land was given the 
name of Riverside Park, and part of same was 
laid out as a grove, where picnics, etc., could be 
held, the remainder being given up to high-grade 
Qmus. Ment colbvesslons, 

Eacu yeur new attractions have added until 
toduy this is the largest inland amusement resort 
© New England, the visitors to the park during 
the -uuuer season numbering more than a 
willlon people, 

The management of the park, believing that a 
large bathing pool, filled with pure water, would 
be an added attraction at Riverside, determined 
to build ome during the spring of 1917. ‘They 
were led to this devision by noting that all of 
the cities and towns along the Connecticut River 
discharged their sewerage into same, and from 
the 3 ls ce™os @ nee ‘nr st of yes 
chemicals, etc., all of which has polluted the 
river until it has driven swimmers away. The 
large number of people who have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to use this pool during 
the past summer has more than proved that they 
were right. 

Bliss & Lavalle, engineers, of Springfield, 
Mass., were commissioned to design and prepare 
plans for a large outdoor bathing pool, together 
Wiis a suitable bath house, It was found, on 
in. estigation, that fully 75 per cent of the peo- 
ple who visited public swimming pools could not 
sw.m, so it was determined to build a circular 
pool, as this would give all the factors of safety 
aud opportunities for pleasure for both a large 
body of nenswimmers and for those who wished 
to swim and dire, 

The pool built is 300 feet in diameter, the 
depiu of water being nothing at circumference 
and gradually increasing to a point near the 
center where it is six feet deep. At this point 
floor drops more abruptly so as give a space 
arvund the center diving platform, where the 
wuter is eleven feet deep. 

With a pool built in this manner it is im- 
poss'ble for anyone to fall into deep water from 
the beach: the maximum amount of space where 
nonsW.mmers may bathe is attained. and, if by 
chance anyone should wade out beyond their 
depth it is very easy for a life guard, stationed 
on the diving platform at center, to reavh and 
help them. For those who wish to swim and 
dive there is plenty of space at the center, 
which only those who cun swim can reach, 

Tue cireular pool makes possible a large beach 
area. This one was baile with a wide, sandy 
beach, entirely around the pool. This has proved 
to be very uttructive as a great many people 
enjoy a gvod sun bath, 

The povl is built approximately 900 feet back 
from th: river and 50 feet above same, It is 
built of concrete, is saucer shape and has a 
capacity of something over two million gallons 
of water, All of the water used comes from the

At the time pool was built a very thoro sys 
tem of water proofiug was used and since com 
pleted there hax been po appreciable leakage 
or seeping of water thru tbe concrete at any 
point. The entire inside surface of the pool 
has been made a very light color, by the use 
of white cement. 

Thive large centrifugal pamps were installed, 
these having a total capacity of 4,000 gallons 
ot water per minute, for supplying water thru

i of these pumps is used for recirculating water, 
} this recirculated water, bowever, being passed 
: back thru the filters, All water entering the 
pool is treated with chlorine gas, which de- 


Sstroys apy germs which may be in same after 
it bas passed the filters. The water entering 
pool is pumped into a chamber at the center, 
overflows from this chamber and is evenly dis- 
tributed towards the circumference, flowing over 
the outer edge into concrete gutter, which ex- 
tends entirely around the pool, Catch basins 
are located aleng this gutter for overflow water, 
The water being circulated in this manner in- 
sures pure water tbhruont .the pool, keeps the 
shallow water at the edge from becoming too 
warm, and carries into the gutter all lint and 
other material which may gatber on the surface 
of the pool 

This pool is used for both day and n'ght 
bathing. and a large electroc lighting ontfit has 
been installed at the cenfr. The lights are 
mounted on a poie fifty feet bigh and have a 
combined capacity of 52,000 candle power, which 
-» : which makes if possible to§fead a newspaper at 
night at any point on the beach, 

A large airy bath bousP. 64x212 feet, has 
been built with dressing rooms and lockers to 
accommodate 3.000 patrons This bath honse is 
fitted with toilet: reoms and shower baths for 
both men and wemen, and in the basement a 
complete steam laundry, sterilizing and drying 
plant for bathing suits and towels bas been 
installed. A force of attendants ‘has been pro- 
vided by the management*,to insure the com- 
fort of all patrons, to givé swimming and div 
ing lessons. and to act as life guards. On hot 
summer days the bath house was often taxed to 
its utmost capacity and at time patrons have 
averaged 5,000 per day for an entire week.

duty of one man in charge of this branch of 
the business to obtain and distribute this in- 
formation, No one has knowledge of all of the 
publicity requirements unless he specially gains 
it thru co-operation. 


A majority of the country fairs are not in posi 
tion te employ a secretary the year ‘round, In 
the majority of cases selection of this most im 
portant officer is mate because the society has to 
Lave some one to act, not always because the 
man is qualified or has the time. Good men 
they may be, but no man will wholly neglect 
his private business, under these circumstances, 
to look after the fair needs. He may be a gow! 
business map but not a publicist. He may have 
acquired much knowledge relative to the conduct 
of a fair, and his efforts towards public good! 
may gain him much prais@. Otber secretaries are 
creating new ideas, which would be of advantage 
to all if they had means of getting this in 
formation, and the fairs would stand higher jn 
public favor from the fact that managers were 
in touch with the newest and the best. 


As an illustration of the value of co-operation 
take the Woolworth stores, One Nebraska man. 
ager for this hnge mercantile establishment 
found that parafia had a value besides that of 
sealing fruit cans. He found hot parattin solve: 
the preblem of removing down from geese. This 
information went to the main office, and now 
every one of the Woolworth stores bas parattin 
for sale all the time, instead of just during the 
fruit season. Tlad the Nebraska manager have 
been an ordinary dealer the world would not 
have secured this Information. Co-operation did 
it. It created an additional demand for an 
article without cost'ng Woolworth a cent, 

You have beard of Mary Pickford, the moving 
nieture actress, You probably think she is the 
best in the businere. She is good, but there are 
dozens of others her equal. The film corpora 
tions, under whose management she worked, 
boosted ber as well as ofber stars, thru the col 
umns of the leading women publications, thereby 
creating a market for that particular brand of 
moving pictures, and thereby forcing the ex- 
hibitors to rent thie brand. Several manufac- 
turers are united under one banner, and all profit 
by this union of advertising appropriations and 
the spending thereof. The corporation has a 
publicity department. afd it creates a market 
for an average brand of goods, while the less 
wise producers suffer for a lack of market. This 
‘is a sample of co operative publicity. The cor- 

poration bas an advertising expert in charge, 

To get some idea of the methods and exnense 
in getting before the public I submitted fifteen 
| questions to thirty-three—one-third—of those fn 
Iowa, Nineteen were kind enough to give 
answers practically in full. Had it not been for 
the idea of co-operative publicity, doubtless this 
data would never have been assembled, for no 
individual manager, even had he thought of it, 

| would have taken the pains to do this work. 
The statistics at hand are far from as com- 
| plete as they would be if the work was assigned 
{to a central office, but it illustrates what can 
be gained by working thru a common center, The 
| information was obtained indiscriminately, from 
| fairs whose total receipts ran from $3,696 to 
those receiving $22,915 in 1916. These total re- 
ceipts were from ail ticket sales, speed de- 
partment, entry fees, concessions and privileges, 
miscellaneous and receipts, and State ald. as 
compiled by the secretary of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. 

The per centage of advertising expenditures of 
the gross receipts was 4.2. Some fairs used 10 
per cent, while others expended but 3 per cent. 
In the above statement the item of premium 
lists. was not considered, tho the lists, of course 
Lave quite en advertising velue. 

Reverting to the fair manager's statements 
I learn that all but five used lithos or billboards, 
some both, Seven used pennants and otber nov 
elties. A varying profit was shown on the is- 
svuance of premium lists by nine managers: the 
others bad no profit, some not soliciting adver 
tising. The number of copies ixsned averaged 
3.000, running from 1,000 to 7,000. As to the 
necessary number of preminm lists, the addvisa- 
bility of putting mercantile advertising in them, 
and as to the best method of distribution, an 

vestigation wonll intelligently determine. 

The answers at hand ndicate that there is no 

uniform basis to work upon, which would not 

be the case with co-operation, 

Co-operation would show how far in advance 
advance premium lists an advertising matter 
shonld be put out. My data shows that lowa 
managers start distributing lists op an average 
seven weeks previous to the fah dates, One 
frrwened ite list *hree weeke ir advance while 
four bad them circulating twelve weeks abcad. 
these being the extremes, Six started their 
advertising three weeks before the fair, while 
three were at it eight weeks abead. Who was 
right? 

One question asked was that of having com- 
bined automobile trips. A few used this won 
derful result producer, but most did not. Prop 
erly worked this feature has a powerful punch. 
and a central bureau could have the necessary 
“dope”? to make the trip easily worked. 

If you have been elected secretary of a fair 
without knowledge of the duties of the pos! 
tion wonld it not be handy to have a central 
burean from which to get tested ideas? The 
bureau would be constantly in touch with 
changing conditions and know where could be 
obtained the maximum amount of service at the 
minimum expenditure of cash and labor. I re- 
fer now, particularly, to publicity, tho the 

| bureau would be able to give much information 

along other lines, Supposing, for instance, 4 
fair wished to use 500 banners. A single man 
ager would get a 500-quantity price. But sup- 
posing ten managers wished the same number 
each, This would aggregate 5,000. Think of 
the closer price that would be made by the 
printing establishment on the wholesale order. 

Go to any large sbow printing house and get 
lithographs. The styles would be same, prob 
ably, ax those secured by managers of twenty 
years ago. The printing house can not afford 
to produce original designa for each fair or 
each year, only at a great additional charge. 
But supposing a number of fairs had united, 
and tbru their representatives were asking for 
wholesale quantities of a special design. There 
would at once be offered a most generous dis 
count, and the associated fairs would be able

‘sure, but this surface would be very thin and 
brittle, and would quickly cut up again under 
the skaters; and so the practice is to sprinkle 
with very hot water, which melts the top sur- 
face of the ice slightly and produces a new 
skating surface which is, in all respects, equal 
to the original. If this sprinkling is carefully 
done and. the water is hot enough the ice does 
not build up. On the other band, if it is care- 
lessly done the ice builds up over the pipes, so 
that in the course of time it has to be shaved 
down, an expensive and laborious operation. 

Few people realize the very large quantity 
of material required in the construction of @ 
rink. One rink constructed last winter re- 
quired 73,000 feet (practically fourteen miles) 
of one size of pipe, three miles of anothér size 
of pipe, and machinery that weighed over 125 
tons, or about thirty-five large automobile truck 
loads, when considered as weight, but actually 
considering the volume about fifty truck loads. 
Even the smallest rinks have a very copsider- 
able amount of material, a risks of 10,000 
square fect of skating surface requiring nearly 
ten miles of floor piping alone. 

When pipe fitters have finished their work 
and everything is in readiness the pipes are 
tested, for there are in the vicinity of 3,000 
joints which have to be tig In one rink less 
than 50 joints required attenti ion, and when they 
were made up every one was absolutely tight 
and remained tight. After testing the entire 
system has to be filled with water and all air 
driven out, then calcium chloride is mixed with 
the circulating water to make a brine that 
will freeze at 00 temperature, and finally the 
floor of the rink is filled with fresh water to 
be frozen. This is the test of the instrumental 
skill of the engineer, since this great shallow 
lake is absolutely level and reveals at once the 
slightest inequality or carelessness in the lay- 
ing of the pipes. If only one pipe is one-sixth 
of an inch too high that one pipe will stick 
up above the water level and require the rais- 
ing of the entire surface, adding nearly two 
tons to the amount of ice which has to be made, 
When the ice is being for med e nstant care has 
to be exercised to locate le stoppages in 
the pipes and to see that the 
uniforwly. Once the ice is red constant 
eare has to be exercised to keep the brine 
from getting too cold, as that would make the 
ice too brittle, making it unpleasant to skate 
on and causing cracks. Teople who skate on 


the various rinks notice a very decided differ- 
ence between them in the character of the ice, 
some rinks being very pleasant to skate on 


and others decidedly less so, and to produce the 
best ice required, first of all, the best efforts 
of a competent desi and then the best ef 
forts of a good oper engineer. 
One thing to be in mind is 


that the 
power 
plant, where its travel thru the various ma- 
chines is made as short as possible.. It is im- 
possible for the ammonia to get into the rink 
proper, and should any leaks occur in the am- 
monia pipe they are certain to be immedi ately 
discovered and can be easily cured. The ice 
on the skating floor acts as a storehouse of 
cola, so that if the plant is shut down for a 
few hours skating does not stop immediately. 

It is good practice to install two machines, 
each of sixty per cent capacity, securing econ 
omy of operation and a reserve against break- 
downs.

To perfect and co-ordinate the working of the various Liberty Loan 
organizations thruout the country for the period of the war a conference 
was held in Washington on December 10 of representatives of Liberty 
Loan Committees from all over the country. The Woman's Liberty Loan 


Secretary of the Treasury William G. McAdoo has announced that 
another loan will not be issued until some time after February 1, but 
it is believed essential that educational work in preparation of future 
loans be kept up and the people of the country thoroly informed of and 
impressed with the merit of Government securities, the individual ad- 
vantages of thrift and economy, and the financial needs of the United 
States in this war against Germany.

I met Mart Williams in the lobby of the 
Gerdes Hotel. Mart is an old-timer in the 
show business. Advance agent, Manager, pro 
priei% and privilege man are all in his line. 
Usually he is either the manager of a carnival 
company or general agent of one—the former 
when he is possessed of capital, the latter when 
his capital is exhausted. 

“Well, well,” I said, “‘it has been a long 
time since we met last; tell us all about it.” 


“It sure has been some time. At Decorah’s 
la.) Fair, wasn't it, when we framed the snake 
show, Bobo, He Eats ’Em Alive, with the Al- 
bino negro for Bobo? And that long-legged 
farmer shook the big rattlesnake out of a sack 
into Bobo's pit, with the request to ‘Eat that.’ 
The nigger not being hungry for ‘unfixed’ rat- 
tle snake left in a hurry, taking out one side 
of the tent with him. And our show was 
busted.” 


“We did not care in those days.” 


“We certainly did not. It was come easy, go 
easy then. Now it is hard to get and easy to 
let it go.’ 

“Been losing the bank-roll lately, out of a 
job, or what?" 

“Well, neither; I am jumping to North Caro- 
‘ina, to go out ahead of the same show I have 
been agent for for the last three seasons. Have 
had a carnival company out all winter in the 
South. Just sold it, or rather gave it away, 
for outside of debts I did not have much to sell. 
I framed up in Mississippi after the fairs were 
over in November. I was lucky, and picked 
Up a pretty nice ten-car show. (Ten box cars, 
furnished by the railroad.) I had somewhat of 
“ bank roll and some good towne booked. There 
Was plenty of cotton in the Delta, and the nig- 
kers had plenty of money. Old Dad Long came 
on with his merry-go-round, Slim Smith with 
the ferris wheel, Tuttle’s Animal Show, Freda’s 
Oriental ‘Theater and Jolly Marie, the Fat Girl. 
I framed up a Plantation Show and a couple of 
Platform shows. There were plenty of conces- 


Sion people looking for some place to put in the 
Wister, I had no trouble in that respect.

“Did you have the ‘grift’ on very strong?’ 

“No, to tell the truth I did not. One reason 
was a carnival company has to make all week 
stands. And in a small town they can get so 
well acquainted with you in a week. The other, 
we wanted to stay in the Delta country nearly 
all winter. Towns are close together. I did 
not want those sheriffs to get the habit of fol- 
lowing us from town to town. Only allowed 
two or three stores. I gave them exclusive on 
50-50. Of course if it was good, and John Law 
was willing, we sometimes put on more, as I 
believe in ‘doing Rome when Rome wants to be 
done.”’ Tho I am _ obeginning to believe it 
would be better to cut out all graft. And 
money gained that way, even if it might be 
what you would call legally right but morally 
wrong, does not do a man any good.”’ 

“Why this reform movement? Didn’t you get 
any of the cotton money, or did some one trim 
you out of it when you did?’ 

“Yes, to both questions. If you have time 
to spare we will sit down over in the corner, 
where no one will get an earful, and I will tell 
you my reason for this reform wave.”’ 

When we were comfortable Mart asked: 
“Who are the easiest people in the world to 
trim or bluff out of their money? I mean of 
any one class or profession.”’ 

‘That is hard to say. It has always been 
supposed to be the farming class who en- 
couraged the gold brick and green goods in- 
dustry and was the only support of the grafter."’ 

“Only in stories, my friend, only in stories 
and jokes. That condition passed out with the 
day of the stage coach and canal boat as rapid 
transit lines.”’ 

“Who is, then?’ 

“I am almost of the opinion it is the show 
man first, the grafter a close second.”” 

I expressed my doubts. 

“Fact, asserted Mart. ‘Show the grafter 
a new game that he is not hep to and he will go 
the limit. Show me a showman who will not dig 
deep when the sheriff, judge or constable bluffs 
him with the law. Tho why not? The show 
man is a stranger in a strange land. They pull 
the law on him like a gun and hold him up 
for small that would not 
stand a minute in even a justice’s court. If one 
of their own town merchants would be held up 
in the same manner it would start a feud, and 
it would be carried to the United States Su 
preme Court before he would pay it. But the 
showman says a prayer of thanks when they 
fail to threateua him with an attachment for one 
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whole week. It is always cheaper to pay 
than fight, and the showman has no time to 
attend court. 

“‘Let me inform you before we go any further 
that they have more legal ways of holding up a 
showman in the Sunny Southland than in any 
other part of the United States. License is 
their first name. There is no known show or 
emusement device but what you have to pay 
from one to four licenses to operate. They 
gay: ‘Let no Yankee showman escape; soak him 
good for coming down here and getting our nig- 
gers’ money.’ And if business is not very good 
about all y8v do all winter in the South is to 
work for the tax collector, hotels and railroad. 
Talk about the hospitality of the South! If I 
did not hate snow and cold weather so bad I 
would never get over the Mason and Dixon line. 


“To avoid paying these high licenses, of 
course, you try to show under auspices of the 
local fire departments or some lodge. But it 
is not always that you can do this. Then you 
either have to pay a license or pass up the 
town. They have State, county and city show 
licenses, and the counties along the Mississippi 
bave a levee license to add to that. In nearly 
all the State codes a circus, dramatic, min- 
strel show or concert is mentioned, with the 
amount to be collected for each license. They 
did not list a carnival company. But they did 
not fail to list separately with license amount 
nearly every known attraction or stand carried 

th a carnival. Flying Dutchman (that is 
what they call the merry-go-round), small shows, 
ball throwing games, palmistry, lunch stands, 
shooting gallery or other booths or stands 
where games may be played or goods offered for 
eale. I am not quoting any one code or just as 
it is written, only giving you a general idea. 


“Open a show in one of those towns without 
first getting your license and you will soon be 
perfectly familiar with the code. In short it 
is prohibitive license if a carnival is forced to 
pay these separate licenses, as they run any- 
where from five to one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars each. On an ordinary carnival the license 
eoukd run anywhere from five hundred to the 
entire gross receipts, and the show included. 
The officials realize this, of course, and usually 
are agreeable to a compromise, tho it allows 
quite a discussion between the advance agent 
and the different officials. You have to see so 
many different officials to square your State, 
county and city licenses that you are nervous 
for fear you have forgotten some and haunted 
by the thought of what he could do to you in 
revenge for the oversight. A 

“‘We opened last week of November. With 
the exception of two or three days’ rain business 
was good up to the week of Christmas. For 
that week we were in a small town in the edge 
of the Delta. Christmas in the South is like 
Fourth of July in the North—the best day for 
amusements in the year—and it looked like a 
clean-up week. Monday was bright and warm. 
I wanted to make a good impression, and almost 
before the show was on the lot that morning I 
paid all the licenses, lot rent, and a few other 
hills. The crowd was like all other Monday- 
night crowds in a small town in the South— 
nearly all men; very few white women on the 
lot. (If the men reported the show decent the 
ladies would come out.) 

“Tuesday morning it was raining, and by 
night it was too cold to rain. Stores all closed 
at 6 p.m. Everybody went home on the run, 
and never came back—too cold. At 7 the band 
gave a concert on the public square to one man 
(he was a drummer from the North), two mules 
and a dog. A few niggers came out on the mid- 
way. They gathered up some wood, built a fire, 
and would not leave it. 

“Wednesday it rained all day. Christmas 
came on Friday, and it was still raining. We 
had not turned a wheel since Monday night. 
Some blue bunch around that outfit. It was 
not even decent Christmas weather. Saturday 
the sun was shining, tho somewhat hilly. 
We began to have hopes of picking up enough 
for hotel! bills before the getaway. I got out 
among the concessions while their spirits were 
up to see if any privilege money could be col- 
lected. 

“The Monday morning we arrived a fairly 
decent-looking young fellow, who I had noticed 
working on the merry-go-round for Dad Long, 
came to me with a hard luck story of how his 
wife and baby were in Canada at his mother’s 
house, the baby was sick and the wife wanted 
him to come home. His old mother had al! 
she could do to make ends meet. Some way he 
had come South, got breke; no work. Finaily 
he joined the show to work on the merry-go- 
round. He did not get much salary and a 
ticket to Canada was expensive. One of the 
boys on the show owned a tent and cook 
house outfit which he could borrow. If I would 
stand him off for privilege money he could 
put on a lunch stand and make enough money 
to help him on his way to Canada. 

‘Sure,’ I said, ‘and if you do not clear 
enough to pay privilege, why, we will forget it.’ 

“I bad been so blue on account of the 
weather that the Midway only saw me twice 
that week. I just stuck in the hotel and 
played cards with the widow landlady. Thinks 
I to myself, I will take a look at my Canada 
friend and see if he has prospered. I walked

disturber, a kind of tax collector and probate 
judge inspector. If he found a poor devil who 
had failed -to pay his taxes some year or was 
not assessed enough he attended to him. He 
looked the books over, and if some restaurant 
man or merchant failed to pay enough he col- 
lected. When he ran across a show he attended 
to it particularly. The more he collected the 
larger his salary, as he received a percentage. 
Naturally the back tax collector says concert 
license for a carnival is foolish; there must be 
a separate license on each attraction. But you 
can usually fix it. If not pass the country up, as 
you cannot pay full license and live a week. 

“In this county the back tax collector lived 
‘way up in the northeast corner, and appointed 
the city marshal as his deputy to collect the 
show license. I had a verbal agreement with 
him before we billed the town to collect the 
old concert license. Several times during the 
week I offered him the money, but he always re- 
fused, with the excuse that be did not have his 
receipt book. Friday he came with his receipt 
book and the State code also. 


«I just got a letter from the back tax col- 
lector,’ he said, ‘and he cautioned me about 
these carnivals. I have been looking it up, and 
it is right smart. Something over four hundred 
doliars. See, read it for yourself.’ 

“*I know; we talked that over before,’ I 
reminded him, ‘and you agreed to collect only 
concert license.’ 

“Yes, I know, but I had not been cautioned 
then. You see what I can collect, and what I 
might have to collect, if the back tax man was 
here. You are satisfied of that, ain’t you? 

“*Yes,’ I said, beginning to get mad, ‘what 
of it? 

***Well,’ he says, slowly, ‘I don’t want to be 
hard on any feller, and I don’t want to get in 
bad myself. I have to live in this county with 
the back tax man and you don't; I am afraid to 
turn in this concert license. I'll make it one 
hundred dollars, and turn in a little carnival.’ 

‘*‘What was the use? I just handed over the 
money. I'll bet the back tax collector was sur- 
prised at the smallness of that carnival when 
he got the returns. When he handed over the 
receipt he said, ‘My folks haven’t visited the 
show so far this week. How about some free 
tickets? 

“‘*How many? And I began to count them 
out. 

“Studying, he continued: ‘Well, there is my 
wife and kids, brother’s family, sister and her 
husband, his sister, her cousin, and sister-in-law 
—about fifteen.’ 

“Take twenty,’ and I threw them over. Per- 
haps your grandpa’s second cousin and his wife’s 
M creat aunt might want to go.’ 

“The sarcasm went over his head. 
a mighty clever fellow,’ he said. 


“And that’s the way it was all winter—out 
of the frying pan into the fire and back to the 
pan again. Some woman would hold me up for 
damages on account of stepping off the merry-go- 
round backwards, while it was in motion, and 
sitting down in the mud. If any one fell over a 
tent stake and bumped their nose or broke their 
umbrella a long-faced lawyer with a doctor's 
certificate stating the patient to be in a bad 
way from internal injuries, and he would col- 
lect for forty or fifty dollars’ worth.

victory in taking Jerusalem. When 
General Allenby entered the sacred 
city he sent this message to the peovle: 
“It is my desire that every person 
should pursue his lawful business with- 
out fear of interruption. Furthermore, 
since your city is regarded with affec- 
tion by the adherents of three of the 
great religions of mankind, and its soil 
has been consecrated by the prayers 
and pilgrimages of multitudes of de- 
vout people of these three religions for 
many centuries, therefore do I make it 
known to you that every sacred build- 
ing, monument, holy spot, shrine, tra- 
ditional site, endowment, bequest or 
customary place of prayer, of whatso- 
ever form, of the three religions, will 
be maintained and protected according 
to the existing belief and custom of 
those to whose faith they are sacred.” 
When the three great fighting re- 
ligions can be huddled into the confines 
of a single city and be expected to so 
fraternize that there will be no inter- 
ference with the pursuance of any law- 
ful business then it does seem that we 
| in America should be able to solve our 
problems in the same spirit. 

Intolerance is dangerous. Liberty is 
ia great privilege. Democracy, to live, 
must spring from the people. Autocracy 
is handed down to the people. We are 

fighting to give the world some of the 
jsame democracy that we have enjoyed 
|for a century. We are not fighting to 
|} bring autocracy over here. 

| Secretary of the Navy Daniels has 
isaid: “There may arise a danger 
greater than that of submarines or 
‘cannon, more to be feared than armies, 
‘a danger which will become no longer 
'a danger when it is realized. I speak 
of the danger of pessimism, the danger 
of losing heart, the danger of allowing 
one’s self to doubt that right will 
triumph. 

“More than men, more than ships 
more than money must our war-wear, 
associates across the water rely on thir 
strong, young country for that bound 
less courage which sees and under 
stands the worst, yet fears not.” 

Let us not close our eyes to condt- 
tions as they are, but let us face theni 
with courage and fortitude. Let’s be 
reasonable and remember that war 
does not change human nature. 

Once before, when the Anglo-Saxon 
race was going thru trouble, there were 
those who gave themselves over to deep 


meditation. for by so doing they 
thought they would save the world. 
One of these pious and saintly souls 


was Duns Scotus, known as the Subtle 
Doctor, a learned philosopher, logician 
and theologician, who built a great sys- 
tem of metaphysics and wrote learned 
books over which innumerable college 
students pondered. He constructed a 
system of profound deductions which 
were based on such disputable ques- 


tions as “How Many Angels Can 
Dance on the Point of a Needle?” 
What was the result? The people 


laughed these hair-splitting theories to 
scorn. Out of this really profound dis- 
cussion the world saved the common 
word dunce, which was first hurled as 
an epithet at the followers of the 
erudite scholar. 

The dunce cap of former school days 
was the last relic of this educational 


epoch. Duns Scotus was a man of pure 
heart, noble purpose, a prolific writer, 
a fla’ less logician, but “How Many 


Angels Can Dance on the Point of a 
Needle?” was too much for a practical 
world to swallow. The circus clown’s 
peaked hat is affected to show that the 
wearer is a disciple of the promulgator 
of the thespian art among angels who 
did a fox-trot on the point of a needle. 

We must be serious, but more than 
that we must be practical at this time. 
We are engaged in a great world war. 
We must win it. How are we going to 
so organize our forces to bring victory 
to our cause? That is our problem. 
That will never be done by trying to 
change human nature. It will be done 
by inspiring the people with the right- 
eousness of our cause and leading in 
the practical demonstration of how to 
solve our problems.

DELAYED ACTION TITLE 


Metro Adopts New Method in Blue 
Jeans 


New York, Dec. 15.—For more than three 
years Richard A. Rowland, president of Metro 
Pictures Corporation, has been experimenting 
to overcome the distinct inartistic fault in mo- 
tion pictures, namely, the title which interrupts 
dramatic action. 

As a result of this experimental work \r. 
Rowland has secured a result which is a 
revolution in motion pictures titling. This is 
the delayed action title within the atmosphere 
of the situation, and in Blue Jeans all the 
titles of this big preduction are of this sort. 
The titles of the ordinary motion picture have 
the same effect on the audience that would be 
secured in a theater where a spoken play is 
given if the stage were to be made dark each 
time a word was spoken. This is inartistic 
and dramatically an error. 

Metro does not claim originality in presenting 
a title printed on the scene of the picture, but 
does claim that the method employed in the 
Plue Jeans titles is distinctly new and is one 
which all manufacturers of motion pictures wil! 
eventually adopt. Especial interest has been 
shown in these titles, and they are likely to 
arouse discussion thruont the industry. While 
these are not Inrended to interrupt the con 
tinuity, they will intensify the action at the 
proper point of continuity so that the audience 
is never out of the atmosphere of the dramatic 
action. This means a distinct advancement in 
the making of motion pictures. 


UNCLE SAM’S MOVING PICTURES 
Agriculture Department Making Films

exhibitors, founded solely upon business princi- 
* ples, unhampered by any entangling alliances 
with the manufacturers or with any trade pub- 
lication, to work for the betterment of the mo- 


tion picture indusiry us a whole, 

History was mide in Chicago last July when 
the men referred to by the old exhibitors as the 
“‘bolters’’ Jeft in disgust the floor of the seventh 
annual convention of the Motion Picture Exhib- 
itors’ League of America and adjourned to the 
| Hotel Merrison, where the new association was 


formed. 

In writing of the formation of the American 
Exhibitors’ Association it is fitting to go back 
to the speech of acceptance to the presidency 
made by Lee Ochs, and print therefrom extracts 

' that the exhibitors’ memories may be refreshed. 
af This speech was made following the departure 
of the delegates to the convention who really 
bad af heart the interests of the exbibitors, The 
following are excerpts: 

“This is nothing new—this is a joke—these 
bolting fellows. They mean nothing to our 
league at all. It is a cinch. 

“J will give these States that bolted sixty 
days to come back into the league, If they don't 
VI bet thousands of dollars that I will have 
more exhibitors in those States in MY league 
than they ever had. 

“They are not playing with a baby that can 
not go out and trim any one in getting members 
for this league. 

“Regore the year is over I am going to pull 
something else for you, and, believe me, it is 
someting good, and when I pull it dem babies 
that bOlted will get theirs, Take it from me.”’ 

“Dem babies,’ such is the title given to men 
who a real exhibitors; men who have the best 
interests of motion picture exhibitors at heart; 
men who are willing to give their cime and their 
util te an organization of exhibitors which 
will ngpett them and benefit the entire industry 
at the’same time, and men who stand for some- 
thing among exhibitors, because their business is 
exhibijing motion pictures and not running a 
trade journal.

“LATEST RULING DECLARES WAR 


TAX AT OPERA MUST BE PAID 
(Continued from page 27) 
decision was rendered with reference to opera 
tickets theater managers immediately raised 
a howl of unjust discrimination, the result being 
Mr. Roper’s present decision. 

The new ruling points out that theatrical and 
opera managers will be held strictly to account 
for all taxes. In the case of tickets sold tu 
speculators the Government is not concerned as 
tu who pays the ta., submitting only that the 


| the 


ticket, when once it finds its way into the box 
at the theater door, must indicate that a 
tax has been added to its face value and that 
tax is awaiting the revenue collector at 
‘he box-office. 
The new ruling also makes it quite clear that 
club dues paid before November 1 are taxable. 
he management of the Metropolitan Opera 
House, pending word from the local collector of 


internal revenues, has not mapped out any new 
plan for collecting the 10 per cent war tax on all 
opera tickets, single and season, beginning to- 
day. 


They are awaiting a more definite ruling so 


that they may proceed without fear of having 
to alter the arrangements again. Even a def 


‘nite ruling is not always to be depended on, ax 
the 


opera house management learned in the 
present instance. Several weeks ago the man 
agement returned about $2,000 collected under 
the tax law effective October 31, Now Com 


missioner Roper holds that the money 


must be 
collected again. The 


principal difficulty that 
faces the opera house management has to do 
with the holders of season tickets. Holders of 
season tickets, practically without exce ption, use 
the two carriage entrances, and this will neces 
sitate special provision for collecting the tax 
at each entrance,

dedicated to light, song, langhter and success, 
But now the cabarets are slated to walk the 
plank—or that is the indication which ha« 
thrown confirmed cabareters into a panic. With 
the cabarets it is just nuw proving true that it 
never rains but it pours. War taxes and liquer 
taxes recently put a terrible crimp in the cab 
aret business. On top of this the cabarets en- 
countered the displeasure of the authorities be- 
cause some of the cabaret girls do not dress in 
the height of fashion, which the censors con 
sider necessary. Therefore several of the cab 
arets are under grand jury inquiry, and the pro 
Prietors are trembling in their boots and won 
dering if their lcenses will be taken from 
them. 

And even the restaurants along Broadway— 
many of which bave no cabaret features—are 
feeling the blight. The police have entered upon 
2 campaign to make them live ap to the 1 
o'clock closing order. That this order is not 
elastic was made evident this week when ten 
Warrants anf nine summonses were issned 
against waiters and managers of restaurants 
who had been laboring under the belief tha 
1:10 or 1:15 was near enough to 1 o'clock for : i 
practical purpeses. Among the restaurants anil! 
cabarets involved ip these serving of summons 
and warrants are the Pekin, the Moulin Rouge. 
Bustanoby’s at 50th street, Healy's and Reisen 
weber’s. Detectives have made sworn statements 
that they purchased liquer in these places at 
various hours which went over the limit, in one 
instance being served as late as 2:! At one of 
the places they claim they found 400 persons 
dining at 1:48, 

No wonder poor old Broadway is wearing a 
greuch. And to make matters worse the au-

Strenge resolutions were adopted outlining the 
evhibiters’ attitude toward the war admissions 
tax, the daylight saving plan, the war footage 
tax, the advance deposit plan and other ont- 
rrowths of the revenne bill in the way of recn- 
lations hy the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
te which special objections have been made. A 
permanent committee was arnointed with full 
rnd absolute power to represent the sereen ex 
hibitors in seeking to obtain relief from the 
bureens which are proving hardest npon the 
metion pieture industry, ard snenlementary 
resolutions were adopted dealing with specific 
burdens, to whieh attention will be given to 
the end that they may he done away with. The 
Permanent committee named consists of the fol- 
lowing: Charles CC. Pettijehn, Indianapoli<: L. 
M. Mosher, Buffalo: Louis Frank. Chicago: 
Harry M_ Crandall, Washineton: Lee A. Ochs, 
New York: A. 8S. Bock. Portland, Me.: Josenh 
Honpe, Chieseo: L. S. Blumenthal, Jersey City. 

The heedenarters for the convention were at 
the Herrington Hotel. Harry M. Crandall was 
chairman of the Committee on Arrangements, 
and when the exhibiters arrived they fonnd 
that he had taken fine enare of them, dexpite 
the almost impossible condition which confronts 
visitors to Washington today, as for as accom. 
modations either at hotels or in public bnildtees 
uxed for convention purposes are concerned. The 
ticture exhibitors had the best the city afforded, 
for «teh a vote of thanks was extended Mr. 
Crandall. 

Lee A. Ochs, who issued the call for the con- 
vention, presided. In opening the convention 
he characterized the present war tax law un- 


just In many’ reepects as it applies to screen 
exhibitors, and said he felt it was the desire of 
all present, recognizing the need for some such 
law, that one be suggested which would be 
equitable aud just to all concerned. He em- 
phasized the injustice of the admissions tax and 
the footage tax especially, while referring to 
other phases of the revenue law to which serious 
objection could be made. 


Two supplementary resolutions adopted were: 

On the 15-cent-a-reel tax which distriboter: 
impose on exhibitors: “That it fs the sense o* 
this joint convention that the film, or so-called 
footage tax law, should he repealed or xo 
amended as to fix definitely the sources from 
which this tax shall be collected in such a 
manner that this tax may not be shifted to a 
different branch of the industry than the one 
for which intended.”’ 


On the alleged attitude of the National As- 
sociation of the Motion Picture Industry: “That 
the action of the National Association of the 
Motion Pieture Industry in fo" ecrimin I 
charges against the Associated Motion Picture 
Exhibitors of Brooklyn. charging them with 
conspiracy and bovcott. be condewned, and that 
the entire support of the joint convention be 
p:egded to these exbibiters.” 


The principal resolutions, those representing 


the movement which called the convention to 
Washington, and which were adopted with en- 
thusiasm, read: 


“Resolved, By the joint convention of the 
members and representatives of the various mo- 
Loe picture exhibitors’ organizations of the 

United States in convention assembled, Wasrh- 
ington, D, C., this 12th day of December, 1917: 

“That, Whereas the United States Government 
has called upon the owners acd onerntors ef 
rietion picture theaters in the various States to 
render certain assixtanca and perform certain 
services during the present war crisis, it Is now 
rnonimously declared to be the sense of this 
meeting that all motion picture exbibitore of 
the United States do hereby pledge and tender 
to the United States Gorernmenr a united ant 
vhole-hearted support in carrying out and mak- 
ing effective all plans and war aims, and we 
hereby render our motien picture screens, 
e’ages, billboards and appurtenances to be used 
for such purposes, 

“That the Council of National Defense ant 
Committee on Public Information be notifiel 
that a permanent committee of exhibiters is 
hereby selected, consisting of Lee A. Ochs, TT. 
R. Varner, H. O'Donnell, Ernest Horstman and 
Veark J. Rembusch, to present to them a copy 
of the resolutions and to assist in every way 
in devising means to carry into effect such 
ana as have already been adopted by the 
Goereenment 

“Re It Further Resolved, That it is for the 
best interests of all motion picture exhibitors 


and the promotion of the motion picture 
industry at large that all exhibitors and 
exhibitors’ organizations shall in the future 


stand united and work harmoniously together 
for our common canse to the end that our ac- 
tions may be consistent and fair and equitable 
solution may be found for the many problems 
now confronting us, and to the further end 
that the near future may see one large. har- 
montons, united organization of motion picture 
exhibitors in the United States, her provinces 
and Canada, and that a committee be forthwith 
selected representative of all motion picture 
exhibiters present to formulate plrns to. ef- 
fectuate the oblects of th's resolution, 

“That, in order that the motion pictnre ex- 
bibiters in the United States may know of some 
of the subjects on which the various exhibiters’ 
organizations agree to stand against and oppose, 
it is the sense of this joint convention that all 
ergsnizations are unalteralbly oppesed to the ad- 
vance deposit system, the present exorbitant

and unnecessarily high salaries of certain stars, 
the uubusinesslike and unnecessary waste in 
otber branches of the industry by manufacturers 
uud distributors, the passing along of the 15- 
cents-per-reel manufacturers’ tax, the daylight 
saving plan and any suggestion upon the part of 
the thrift committee advising against attend- 
avee at motion picture theaters. 


“And Be It Further Resolved, That we are in 
favor of and indorse the following: ‘The issu- 
anee by the Government of a 15-cent coin, the 
elimination of or a proper definition of Section 
1007 A of the War Revenue Tax Law.’ 


“The action of the motion picture exhibitors 
of Cleveland in their effort for legal relief from 
the arbitrary imposition of the 15 cents per 
reel manufacturers’ tax and pledge the united 
support of all organizations in their future en 
deavors upon this subject, and a change in the 
present tax schedule to comply with the follow- 
ing: 
**(a) The elimination of the present tax based 
on the seating capacity of theaters; (b) the 
elimination of all admission taxes of children 
under 12 years of age; (c) the addition of a tax 
of one cent on each five cents admission of all 
persons over 12 years of age.”’ 


The two committees appointed have a great 
responsibility to shoulder, expecially the allied 
committee on legislative matters. This com- 
mittee is charged with the duty of gathering 
full statistics from every exhibitor in the United 
States on how the admission and film tax has 
affected his theater, which data will be gathered 


order to insure just and equitable division of the 
grou conditions. It is planned to keep a 
man in Washington, and H. B. Varner, of North 
Carolina, has been selected for this purpose. 4 
legislative fund will be necessary, and this com- 
mittee is further charged with the duty of 
raising funds to pay the expenses necessary to 
carry on the work. All that remains now is 
for every exhibiter in the United States to give 
his wholehearted support to the Legislative 
eommittee so that the proper relief may be 
forthcoming thru united action, 

The Committee on Amalgamation has the duty 
of finding some means of combining the two 
great organizations into one. It is understood 
that the two organizations are to work to- 
gether harmoniously on all questions affecting 
the industry as a —— It has been suggested 
to the committee tht a new organization he 
formed with more coaauuaien constitution and 
by-laws, Now is the time for some big ex- 
hibitor to single out a new man satisfactory to 
both organizations who can lead both organti- 
zations in one body to a reunited and individual 
nuit working for the best interests of everyone 
in the industry.

Philadelphia, Dec. 15.—After two days of tes- 
timony that enlightened the theatrical world on 
previously unknown facts, since counsel for both 
sides waged extreme examination of witnesses, 
Klaw & Erlanger on Thursday, thru their 
counsel, withdrew their bill filed, asking for an 
injunction to restrain Raymond Hitchcock from 
appearing at the Lyric Theater December 24 in 
llitehy Koo. 

Francis Shunk Brown, counsel for Klaw & 
Erlanger, announced to the Court, when the case 
was resumed Thursday, that his clients wished 
an amicable adjustment, and were willing to dis 
continue the fight since they had proved the jus- 
tice of their general contention, 

Hiteby Koo will be presented at the Lyric 
Christmas Eve, a culmination the Klaw & Er 
langer organization tried to prevent, since the 
Lyric is a Shubert house, and Hitchcock had 
been scheduled to appear at the Forrest Thea 
ter, which is booked by Klaw & Erlanger. The 
case Was reaching a sensational point when it 
was withdrawn today. The court room was filled 
with prominent New York producers, who were 
called as witnesses to define the exact definition 
of the meaning of a booking agent and the pow 
ers that went with same, 

The withdrawal of the case was a big victory 
for Raymond Hitchcock, as it is understoml 
that after playing Philadelphia. the comedian 
will route his companies thru the Klaw & Er- 
linger offices, The victory, however, is obtained 
thru the columns of publicity given the case by 
the local newspapers and the fact the attraction 
can now play. 

The Lyric holds the biggest reservation list 
ever made at that house for an attraction for 
‘litehy Koo, and, with a $2.50 scale prevailing, 
it is quite probable that Hitchy-Koo will race 
with The Follies’ business here last month,

ALBAUGH—Mrs. Mollie Albangh, a relative 
of the Albuugh Brothers, pioneers in the theat- 
rical business in Washington, D. C., died in that 
city of heart failure recently. She was 63 years 
old. 


ARTHUR—Lee Arthur (Kahn), who, in col- 
laboration with Charles Klein wrote The Auc- 
tioneer, the first play in which David Warfield 
appeared under David Belasco’s management, 
died December 10 at Los Angeles, Cal. Some 
weeks ago be was the victim of an automobile 
accident, and the injuries received at the time 
eaused his death. Mr. Arthur, who was 40 
years old, was also the author of In Old Ten- 
nessee, a stage adaptation of Huckleberry Finn, 
and had written numerons motion picture 
scenarios in the past few years, his last identi- 
fication in the latter capacity having been with 
Balboa. Mr. Arthur’s wife, whom he married in 
1906, was formerly Miss Alice Brown of Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


AULDIN—Manude D. Auldin, of the act of Del- 
no Fritz and Maude D. Autdin, sword swallow- 
ers, died at the home of her father-in-law, 27 
Green street, Ashley, Pa. She was the wife of 
Delno Fritz. 


BARCLAY—Delancey Barclay, veteran actor, 
who made his last appearance on the stage in a 
character role in Freckles, died after a long 
illness December 10 at his home, New York City. 
He was born in New York City, and made his 
first appearance on the stage there in 1870. For 
the past two years he had played character parts 
in motion picture plays. 


BARNABEE—Henry Clay Barnabee, 84 years 
old, the distinguished light opera comedian, died 
December 16 at his home in the Jamaica Plains 
district, near Boston. Mass. A native of Ports- 
mouth, N. H., in which city he was born on No- 
vember 14, 1833, Barnabee began life as a 
clerk in his father’s dry goods store. It was not 
until 1865 that he quit the mercantile busi- 
ness to enter upon his career as an actor, in 
that year making his debut in Patchwork, or 
An Evening With Barnabee. The year 1866 
marked his first appearance on the legitimate 
stage. It took place at the old Boston Museum 
in a benefit performance of All That Glitters Is 
Not Gold, In 1870 Mr. Barnabee organized a 
concert company, and took it on tour, Its rep- 
ertoire included The Bohemian Girl, Pinafore, 
The Sorcerer, The Chimes of Normandy, Olivette, 
The Musketeers, Girofle-Girofla, Bluebeard, Fan- 
chonette, The Daughter of the Regiment, Boc- 
eacclo, Fatinitza, a Diavolo, Patience, The 
Pirates of Penzance, Giralda and Mascot, in all 
of which Mr. Barnahee sang the leading roles. 
In 1888, when the Boston Ideal Opera Company 
was dissolved, and the more famous Bostonians 
were organized, Mr. Barnabee was one of the 
chief promoters of the latter organization. His 
career from then on was a long procession of 
continued successes in the best-known comic 
operas of the time. Of Iate years. since the 
passing of the Bostonians, Mr. Barnabee’s stage 
activities have-—been- confined to a few vaude- 
ville appearances. His passing recalls the death 
of his contemporary, Digby Valentine Bell, on 
June 20, of this year. 

BLAKE—Frederick Blake, for twenty-five 
years an employee of Hyde and Behman, died 
recently at Pittsburg. Pa., at the age of 66 
years. He was formerly advertising man for the 
Gayety and Folly theaters, Brooklyn, N. Y. 


DENIS—Thomas Denis, aged 70, father of 
Ruth St. Denis, the dancer, died at the Na- 
tional Soldiers’ Home, Sawtelle, Cal., December 
4. Besides the daughter a widow survives him. 

EDGARD—Lewis Edgard, actor. died Decem- 
ber 8 at St. Luke's Hospital, New York City. 
Strain from overwork (he tried last summer to 
double in motion pictures along with his stage 
work) was given as the cause of his death. 
Edgard last season appeared with Laurette Tay- 
lor in Ont There. He was a member of the 
Friars’ Club. 


FERGUSON—Terry Ferguson, aged 60, well- 
known dilineator of Irish types, died at his 
home, Buffalo, N. Y.. December 7. Ferguson and 
his wife, Margaret, played vaudeville from 1887 
to 1896. in the latter year retiring and entering 
the hotel business in Buffalo. Fergnson was 
born at Buffalo August 10. 1857, and began his 
show career in that city. He joined John Flynn 
in 1874, doing an Trish singing and dancing act 
and playing all the larger bouses of the country. 
Fergnson next formed a partnership with James 
Richmond Glenroy, the Man with the Green 
Gloves, continuing with him until his marriage. 
Five years ago the Fergusons, finding the lure of 
the footlichts too strong within them, came out 
of retirement to tour in a vandeville skit which 
they had popniarized in their herday. 

FIELDING—Howard E. Fielding, professional 
skater, who had appeared in vandeville and at 
rinks, died at his home, Milwankee, Wis., No- 
vember 30. With his wife he formed the team 
of Fielding and Carlos and it was one of the 
best known skating acts in the profession. 

GARDNER—Del S. Gardner, carnival tronper, 
died recently at Bishee, Ariz.

PENNSYLVANIA LINES 


Will Do the Best They Can on Circus 
Contracts Next Season 


New York, Dec. 17.—It was learned today 
that the Pennsylvania Railroad System has giv 
en an inkling of its standing on the circus con 
tractS arrangements for next season. Several 
wel known circus men interviewed officials of 
the the road in their offices at Pittsburg a few 
days ago, and were informe! that no cventracts 
would be signed agreeing to transport circuses 
over the Pennsylvania Lines west of Pittsburg 
uatil after the war and that no contracts of any 
kind for service requiring any special moves 
would be signed. The officials informed the cir 
ens men that this order might be modified by 
spring. 

A Billbeard representative today interviewed 
the Pennsylvania's general freight agent at 
Philadelphia, and was turned over to W. B. 
Gates, who bas entire charge of the particular 
lepartment which handles such contract mat 
ters. Mr. Gates was told of the information 
received from Pittsburg, and made the follow 
ing statement: ‘“‘There hax been no such drastic 
order issued. Conditions are very bad and the 
railroads of the country do not know where they 
stand, what they can do oer what they can prom 
ise to do. We are in the same pesition as the 
other roads. We can only say that we will do 
the best we can for all our patrons, and it is 
our desire to belp the circus people out the best 
we can. We may not be able to, but we hope 
that we can,” 


It was reported Monday that the Ilinols Cen- 
tral would refuse to make special movements 
after the first of the year, but this could not be 
confirmed.

The AJ. G. Field Minstrels completed the thirty-first year of their career as a theatrica) attraction 
October 6. There are many interesting features that come to the mind of the reviewer of things tho- 
atrical when writing of this company. 

War scares, war taxes, the sale of Liberty bonds, the movies, nor other causes that have so greatly 
contributed to the failure of others, seem to impede the succcess of this time-tried attraction. The 
general reports confirm the statement that the receipts thus far this season have exceeded those of any 
preceding tour. 

The policy of presenting am entire new show each season has had greatly to do with the building 
up of the patronage that has made the Field aggregation a famous family show; in fact, the organiza- 
tion is referred to as not only an attraction, but an institution. In a city where the Field show ap- 
peared the same week with the grand opera a newspaper referred to the Al. G. Field Minstrels as 
the poor man’s grand opera. <A constant repetition has made the appellation popular and Mr. Field is 
proud of this added title. 

The big production of this season is universally congeded the best yet presented. The public has 
been educated to expect a new show each succeeding season, and there is always lively anticipation as 
to that which will be offered. 

This year’s production is permeated with a military atmosphere that is refreshing. There is just 
sufficient of this wartime flavor to arouse the patriotic impulses of an audience. No unseemly flaunt- 
ing of flags, but a naturalness of national dispiay that savors of that good taste in the introduction of 
war features that enliven without cffending. The very opening is a noveliy—a picture showing the 
soldiers of all nations marching under a peace arch, reviewed by the rulers of the war powers of the 
world. The last column representing the military forces of frceedem is a wonderful climax. ‘Then 
comes a camp scene—a comedy bit. After this a transformation sceue, disclosing the first part, repre- 
senting a fort, a land-locked harbor, a light housc—inuumerable electrical and scenic surprises. 

The ending of the first part is a very original camp scene, with a burlesque on grand opera—rag- 
time opera, more properly speaking. The fantasy, ‘““The Hvutsé of Santa Claus,’’ follows, then Billy 
Beard’s conception of Monology, with a number of special songs; the Saxophone Boys, a musical sen- 
sation, and to cap the climax, a big spectac'e, “‘In Honolulu,’’ having to do with an earthquake, sol- 
diers encamped at Honolulu, the Court Square, wiili a night in Hawaii. The arrival of the mail ship, 


the submarine, the destroyer, the sinking of the submarine by one of Unele Sam's ships, and a big 
naval review, concluding with a series of patriotic pictures and tableaux 

The Government has designated this as one of the attraclivus that will appear in the theatres in 
the various cantonments where U. 8S. troops are stationed. The tour of these encampments will be made 
nearing the end of the regular season, and that Mr. Field absents himself from his farm in the spring- 
time evidences his interest in the boys who will soon be on the firing live in France or Belgivm 


Referring to Maple Villa Farm, Al. G. Field has found time the past year to not only add to its 
attractiveness, but to aid a cause in which all are interesied. Secretary Houston, of the Department 
of Agriculture of the United States, issued an appeal to farmers, urging where practical to construct 
ponds or lakes wherein fish could be propagated, thus assisting in the reduction of the cast of meat. 
Mr. Field was one of the first to respond, beginning in December last and completing in June Willow 
Lake, covering an area of an eighth of a mile, with concrete walls twenty-five feet in height. This Vast 
lake is one of the largest artificial bodies of water in Ohio, draining a watershed of several miles in 
area. Four never-failing springs also flow into the lake. The temperature of the water is of a degtre 
that all species of fish can be successfully propagated. 


The State of Ohio Fisheries made the first plant of fish. The United States Government Fisheries 
have now taken entire charge of the fish culture of the lake. A car was sent in September and the 


lake stocked with various species of fish. Henceforth the work will be under the supervision of the 
Government Fisheries. 


Great interest is manifested in this venture. Numbers of others are following the lead of Mr. Field, 
and many experiments in fish producing will be made. 

The depth of water in the Field lake is from twenty-three to twenty-five feet. Black bess in 
greater numbers than othcr fish have thus far been planted in the lake. 


This venture will not be limitcd to game fish. Brim, croppies, white perch, a few sunfish and cat- 
fish are the species thus far placed in the lake. 

This lake will not only afford its owner and his friends sport in angling, but a picnic ground also, A 
gun club for tar-et shooting is another attractive feature. Tlic ice skating is expected to be good dur- 
ing the winter and an ice carnival will be one of the winter's ‘oclal events. 

Another book from the pen of AL G. Feld is promised soon. ‘Watch Yourself Go By” has re- 
solved itself into a steady seller. The sales for holiday gifts have increased doubly the past year or two.

him, I have seen every show that ever came 
this way and he can beat them all. Before night 
several of the showfolks were looking for me. 
Swelled until bursting with vanity by the adula- 
tion of my would-be friends I held aloof—a little 
upstage as it were. Finally they landed me 
with the flattering offer of $10 per week and 
cakes, provided the hotels furnished them. 
Cook tents were unknown. All circus people 
ntopped in hotels in those days. I walked twelve 
miles to join the show at Uniontown. When I 
appeared in the concert my songs, dances, 
quips and jests did not knock the natives off 
the reserved seats as they did at home. Twelve 
miles from home makes a heluvalot of difference 
to an amateur. 


We have humane societies to prevent cruelty 
to beasts and there should be some such society 
for the protection of amateurs from the praise 
of friends.

—or rather twelve hits,

being the Gavotte and the Lullaby. One had to 
have patience and fortitude during the Erminie 
fad. Yet one recalls those days with pleasure, 
almost regret. They represent an enthusiastic 
era, a public appreciation of the artistic that 
is too often lacking today. With the possible 
exception of the vogue of some of the Gilbert 
and Sullivan operas, there has never been any- 
thing quite like the craze for Erminie in this 
country. 

During one of my trips to Paris in 1915 J 
suggested to the divine Sarah Bernhardt, who 
was then performing at her magnificent Sarah 
Bernhardt Theater in Paris, what she thought 
of the idea of presenting the famous Erminie 
in operetta form with a French company and 
American chorus at ber theater. She was de 
lighted with my suggestion, and said that she 
bad seen it q mumber of times at the Casino in 
New York and was perfectly enchanted with 
it, and that dts resemblance to Robert Macaire, 
combined with its charming music, would add 
greatly to its undoubted success. I entered into 
a preliminary contract witb her son, Maurice, 
and trust, when the present terrible war comes 
to an end, I shall present dear old Erminie to 
our compatriots in Paris. Madame Bernbardt 
recalled the tremendous success of Robert Ma- 
eaire (upon which Erminie was based). The 
title part of same was played many thousand 
times by that most eminent of artists, Frederick 
Lemaitre, one of Madame Bernhardt’s cherished 
friends and admirers.

they represent, and with well written stories 
and attractive photographs to back up their 
claim, 

The shows must also be represented by men 
who can size up conditions in a city and take 
advantage of any civic movement or event that 
might tend to create interest in the attraction 
which he represents. There are some agents 
and managers of this caliber in burlesque, but 
they are very few, and the sooner more are en- 
gaged the sooner the good is going to be felt, 

House managers must be engaged who enter 
into the spirit of the times. They must become 
members of the civic bodies in the cities where 
the theaters are located, and by their activity in 
matters which would tend to better the welfare 
of the community dispel the feeling which has 
existed and which is deeprooted in some locall- 
ties against anyone connected with the burlesque 
Profession. 

Some managers and agents will probably see 
in the above a reflection on their ability, but it 
will only be those managers and agents who can 
see the handwriting on the wall and who have 
hot the sense nor ability to get on the band 
wegon and prepare themselves for the advance 


which is bound to come if the past is any 
eriterion,

COLORED WRITERS CHEERFUL

able. Many of these boys find it hard to get 
a hearing, but they always smile and keep right 
on trying. Shelton Brooks comes across with a 
hit every now and then. James (‘‘Slap’’) White 
and Spencer Williams are not quite so fortunate, 
but you'd never tuink so if you'd hear them talk. 

THEY'RE ALL PROFESSIONALS 

These impressions are jotted down as the 
writers mentioned spring to the screen of mem- 
ory. No endeavor is made to classify, All the 
names mentioned are of professional song writers. 
Yet the vicissitudes are so many in the careers 
enumerated that failure and success walk hand 
im hand for all. 

THE AMATEUR’S POSITION 

Space makes it impossible to summon more for 
this mental review. Something has been said of 
their methods of work, and the amount of con- 
fidence radiated in it. It is an exemplification 
of UP one day, DOWN the next. And all these 
boys are regulars. The very fact that thelr 
careers fluctuate so greatly points to the ever- 
changing quality of the music publishing game. 
As an old one slips up a new one creeps in. Be 
tween the general public and the professional 
song Writers is the rank amateur. Inasmuch as 
the outsider is the logical successor of the lead- 
ing song writer, isn't it folly for any writer to 
ridicule the amcteur, who may be the hit writer 
of tomorrow?

‘The respect and love for animals encouraged by 
this entertainment is the best thing we have had 
in our school experience.” And hundreds of 
schools, normals, colleges and chautauqua pro- 
moters Were as pronounced in their views as to 
what this collie had accomplished as was Super- 
intendent Wirth. What effect did this have on 
the lives of the children? It taught them to 
be kind to birds and animals, It taught them to 
feel and to realize that even tbe birds and beasts 
have the same sense of pain that we have. It 
made them kind to each other, and helped to 
make them better men and better women. But 
did it pay? Well, MacCormick traveled all over 
this country with that dog, giving entertain- 
ments for the chautauqua and lyceum patrons, 
and when a few months ago Bronte died of old 
age it was found that she had built four beau- 
tiful summer cottages with her earnings. These 
cottages are at Onekama, Mich., and are a monu- 
ment to a noble animal who lived to make our 
children happy and our country better. 


Why can’t we do as our German adversaries 
did? Study the life of nature round about us, 
Germany excelled in the manufacture of dye 
stuff. Where did they get their formulas if 
not from nature? Where did the German 
chemists learn to make indelible ink? From the 


cuttle fish, whose inky fluid had power to darken 
the waters of the sea so that its enemies were 
soon lost in a flood of bewildering darkness. 
Fountain pens and cuttle-fish are world neces- 
sities, There are a million greater and more 
useful lessons that we may learn from a study 
of the things the circus has to teach if we will 
but apply ourselves, 

What is to hinder the big circus from doing 
away with its old-time concert, or after-show, 
and presenting a real worth-while chautauqua 
program with great singers like Alice Neilson as 
a star? Don’t laugh, for it was only a short 
time ago that the thought of a grand opera sing. 
er touring a circuit chautauqua was looked upon

as equally as visionary. Watch this feature; see 
if some one doesn’t put it over before many more 
circus seasons roll around. What effect will all 
of this have upon the educational systems of the 
country? For twenty-five years our teachers and 
instructors have been telling us that children 
need gymnasiums, playgrounds, music drills, bet- 
ter ways for expressing our dramatic feelings, | 
manual training, work shops, domestic science 
schools. Yes, and there were those who cried 
aloud for a museum, and even a menagerie was | 
proclaimed as a necessary’ part of the future 
school equipment. 


Gary, Ind., has much of this already. New 
York City has spent several years installing some | 
of the Gary ideas as a part of the school sys- | 
tem of its great educational fabric. The. 
scheol board spent $6,000,000 on this, after hav- 
ing spent many thousands trying to find out 
whether Superintendent Wirth had started Gary 
on the right read. The pothouse politicians ; 
grabbed the school question and made it a part 
and parcel of their dirty campaign against the 
Mayor of New York, and dragged it into politics, 
where they started a veritable rebellion against 
the “‘best Mayor New York City has had in a 
generation.”” William L. Chenery, the gifted 
writer and publicist, has said: ‘The real sig- 
nificance of this rebellion must not be lost in a 
passing comment on its mere absurdity. By a 
vote of 28 to 7 the board of education appro- 
priated $6,000,000 to extend the Gary school plan 
to four schools in the Bronx, twenty-nine in 
Brooklyn and eighteen in Manhattan. The ap- 
propriation of so large a sum to add to the ef- 
ficiency of a public school system attracted the 
attention of the type of politician who is ever 
ready for a new issue in a municipal campaign. 
As a result of this pernicious political activity 
parents with no knowledge of what the Gary 
plan had already accomplished in the last three 
years of its trial held anti-Gary meetings, and 
children were led into riots that ended in their 
arrest on the charge of throwing stones at public 
school buildings. Once more we faced the danger 
which arose from the unenlightened and mis- 
guided public opinion as voiced by the five thou- 
sand adults so easily brought together in one 
public meeting to block constructive measures 
that had already proven their worth in each 
public school where they had been given a 
chance.”” 

We could here write much about the superior 
working of our plan for the circus and chau- 
tauqua to render this public service not for 
money, but for the good of the community and 
the betterment-of humanity. What would be, 
the results? Instead of the people trying to 
fleece the circus and look upon it as a fit object 
of prey they would say one to another, ‘This 
ie a great institution, and we ought to help it 
succeed, not charge it a license for the privilege 
of benefiting us.”’ 

There is no reason why the circus and the chau- 
tauqua should not supplement the work that each 
does. They are not competitors, but each is a 
component part of the other. Each is an educa- 
tor for the other. Each makes the other hustle 
to improve its own offerings and to do more foc |

dramatic profession, Each is a movement of jt. 
own working in its own way to its own clientele 
but when we come to study the audience we find 
that it is almost identically the same people 
who patronize the one that are the backers of 
the other. 


What are the greater lessons we should learn 
from this study of showmanship and service 
What are the larger lesson we may learn from 
the work that we are about to enter upon? Le: 
Francis Lybarger read a great paper before th: 
recent convention held by the International 1y 
ceum Association in which he said: “The great 
est truth which the Nineteenth Century gave to 
the world is the doctrine of the ‘struggle for e\ 
istence’ and the ‘survival of the fittest.’ 

“More seeds are sown by nature's lavish han 


than can possibly grow. More beings are ber; 
than can possibly live. Everywhere living crea 


tures are so pitted and jammed against esac) 


| other that thousands must be crushed, mangled 


| starved and killed in order that a few may sur 


vive. And in this reckless and excessive prot 
gality of nature we have the cause of th; 
‘struggle for existence.’ 


“More people enter every trade and profession 
than can possibly succeed. Scarcely fifty per 
cent of those who graduate in law, dentistry or 
medicine ever hang out a shingle. 


“If in the professional and business life, as 
in the lower orders of life, there are many who 
strive to the few who win, many who are called 
to the few who are chosen, then we want to 
know the law of choice. Since all can not pos 
sibly survive, then we want to know who will 
survive and who will perish? Who will keep 
afloat the longest and who will be the frst to 
go down? 


“Herbert Spencer answers the question by de 
claring that in the struggle for existence—in the 
struggle for life, wealth, fame or power—it is 
always the ‘Attest’ who survive, it is always the 
‘unfit,’ or least fit, who go down, and that to 
this inexorable law of nature there is and can 
be no exception. 


“If this be nature’s universal law, then the 
next question is: What constitutes being ‘the 
fittest?’ In what does this fitness consist? By 
the fittest is meant simply those who are the 
best able to ‘fit in’ to the conditions which the 
wisdom or folly of mankind have imposed, those 
who can meet the requirements of the wants 
which they seek to satisfy. These are they in 
every trade and profession who will survive the 
longest.” 

Where better can we study nature than by a 
trip to a zoo or a menagerie? We will under- 
stand life better when we study animals more. 
Human nature is the same the world over, and 
from the time We come into the world until we 
pass out of it we are subject to the great 
force which Shakespeare had in mind when he 
said: ‘‘There’s a Divinity that shapes our en, 
rough hew them as we will.” 


Nations are but groups of individuals, and we 
will know more of nations when we know more 
about lions and tigers, bears, snakes, ele 
phants, hyenas and polecats. Then why not 
learn the laws of life by which each of these 
survive? 

The sheep has been used as an offering for the 
sins of men for ages? Why? The lion is called 
a noble beast, and has been proclaimed the 
king of them all. If we fashion our lives after 
the lamb we may expect to be offered up as 8 
sacrifice for the sins of others. If we live like 
the lion we must expect to be treated as be is 
treated. God's lawa are universal, Nature's 
laws are the same for man and beast. Why not 
study them? 

We would be better able to understand this 
great world war if we had had a better under- 
standing of human nature as it is affected by the 
universal laws which govern all. 

We would have better understood the strength 
and the weakness of Russia if we had but studied 
the universal laws which are operating to make 
the Russians what they are and not what we had 
hoped they were, 

Why has France glorified the world with ber 
heroism so that even the German who bas yet 
a heart can not refrain from paying tribute to 
the superhuman efforts of her sons? There ts 4 
reason, 

Why has England succeeded as she has, and al! 
but failed as she has, when the crucial test 
came? It’s the same universal law at work. Go 
study the ant, thou sluggard. 

In 1855 Helnrich Heine, the great German 
poet, wrote a prophecy which has all but been 
fulfilled in our day. What was it? In speaking 
of what Goethe proclaimed, ‘‘The Prussians are 
cruel by nature; civilization will make them fe 
rocious,’’ Heine said: ‘Christianity has to a cer 
tain extent softened this brutal belligerent ar 


dor of the Teutons, but it has not been able to 
destroy it; and when the Cross—the talisman that 
fetters It—shall be broken then the ferocity of 


the oldtime fighters, the frenzied exaltation 
of the Berserkere, whose praises are still suns 
by the poets of the North, will again burst fort! 
Then—and alas this day will surely come—tl 
old war gods will arise from their legendary 
tombs and wipe the dust of ages from their 
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“Cheer Up!” 
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SUPER-SPECTACLE SUPERB 
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eyes; Thor will arise with his gigantic hammer 
and demolish the Gothic cathedrals.” 

But will be? Will might triumph over right? 
Will the greed of wild barbarianism triumph 
over nature’s laws? The question answers it- 
self, as it has done before. 

Caesar once sat upon the Imperial throne and 
ruled the world from the seven hills at Rome. 
His was the power of might. His army was the 
greatest that the world had ever seen, The peo- 
ple lived for the State and mothers bore chil- 
dren that the army might not want for men. 
Where is that Imperial throne today? 


During the reign of this same war god there 
vas one who went forth to hold the greatest 
hautangya ever held, where the wisdom of the 
ges was gathered into a sermon which a lonely 
Galilean Carpenter preached to a few disciple: 
gathered on the mountain side. The laws of 
compensation, which are never at rest, were set 
forth as they had never been set by mortal man. 
The law of cause and effect was made a living 
force. And nature was made supreme in such a 
splendid code of ethics that even today this sys- 
tem of noble and exalted thought is understood 
hot as nature's law, but as a code of ethics to 
rule our conduct while in the house of worship, 
or as we journey from midnight to midnight on 
the Sabbath. We should understand that life is 
not to die, but to live, and he lives best, does 
the best, acts the noblest who comes nearest to 
complying with the universal laws which govern 
man, bird and beast. 

To bring about a better understanding of the 
laws of service and showmanship is the purpose 
of this article, To bring about a better un- 
lerstanding of the alms and objects of the circus 
ind the chautauqua as factors in life, as forces 
0 business, as inspirational institutions which 
re creating higher ideals and nobler purposes 
* what the thinking ones will find embedded 
n this contribution. It may not be easily un- 
lerstood, as it is not written for the rabble, but 
for men and women of iftals and high purpose. 
It was written for those who understand that re 
lgion fs life; business Is the service we render 
our fellows; patriotism is the service we render 
to our country and the world, and all is governed 
by the universal law of life. It was written for 
the Wise Men who have journeyed far, having 
caught the new vision, 


look thru the Letter List in this issue—there 
nay be a letter for you, 
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bird with a sigh of home-coming and protec- 
tion, and the thought of a big man to be with, 
to live with and to love shook her slight figure.

managers have thrown up their hands in de- 
spair, having concluded that there is practically 
no or little hope for this brand of entertainment, 
and yet they continue to increase the capacity 
of their theaters from time to time and shake 
their heads in amazement when they are asked 
what policy they would use to replace the tab 
as an attraction, 
PRESENT CONDITIONS 

It is estimated that no less than two hundred 
of these organizations are operating at the 
present time, employing from 10 to 25 peo 
ple each, and there is a demand for more shows 
that can give the best of satisfaction: further, 
it seems that the eighteen and twenty people at 
tractions are in line to enjoy a prosperous sea 
son, and managers of the smaller companies are 
enlarging their organizations with a great deal 
of confidence in the ‘big idea.’”” Four years ago 
we had a small number of the larger tabs, and 
it was considered a dangerous venture to carry 
more than twelve people; at any rate it was 
not practiced to any great extent. Now that 
the demand exceeds the supply we must have 
tabs of any size and description since there 1s a 
certain per cent of them that fail to register, 
and are branded by the manager and agent as 
unavailable. 

Various circuits have been organized in the 
last few years, enabling a company to work 
steadily for an entire season without a layoff, 
excepting, of course, tayoffs resulting from un- 
avoidable mishaps. The greater percentage of 
companies entrust their bookings to the agent, 
while a few are content with the old idea of 
“‘wildcatting.’’ 

At one time ten-people attractions have ex- 
isted and operated at a profit on an average 
salary basis of $275, less the agent's five per 
cent weekly. In the last year, however, theater 
managers have increased salaries to companies 
as well as guarantees, but the goal has not been 
reached yet. Theaters in the Southwest were 
the first to really offer more reasonable com- 
pensation and better terms to the companies, 
but houses in other sections have followed in 
quick succession. 

Talent has euhanced in value and perform- 
ers’ salaries have increased beyond expectations, 
Four years ago chorus girls received ten, twelve 
and, in some cases, fifteen dollars as their 
weekly compensation, but today they are ‘‘cry- 
ing’ for them at eighteen, twenty and twenty- 
two fifty. Principals are receiving better sal- 
aries also, and even in tbe face of all these in- 
ducements there is an alarming scarcity of, tal- 
ent. Company managers who have been so for- 
tunate as to keep their organizations intact for 
an entire season have voluntarily increased sal 
aries so as to avoid any disruption that would 
eventually occur in the event necessary precau 
tions were taken, 

This field has its hindrances, obstacles and 
disadvantages, however, the majority of which 
we can overcome after having effected a better 
understanding between agent, theater manager, 
company manager and performer. 

For several reasons the performer should be 
given the advantage inasmuch as he has the 
least protections his services are indispensable, 
yet he is beaten out of his salary in a number 
of instances despite the fact that ‘‘all inten 
tions are good.” The unreliable manager who 
“pays them if he makes it’ never inserts the 
clause in their contracts that they (the perform 
ers) shall share pro rata in the profits over a 
certain amount for the good weeks, but when 2 
losing week is encountered Mr. Performer is 
prevailed upon to “go the limit’* in sharing the 
losses. The employee is in no wise responsible 
for any mismanagement on the part of the 
employer. 

There are a number of managers who in- 
variably attempt to avoid paying people, and 
in a number of cases sald managers have 
“‘skipped”’ with the receipts, leaving a stranded 
troupe to square their hotel bills or risk losing 
thelr trunks and wardrobe it has taken them 
years to accumulate. 

Further, the unprincipled sneak will visit a 
fellow manager’s show, select the talent he 
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thinks will strengthen his attraction, and will 
make flattering offers to them. In the event they 
fall for his ‘line’ and make the change for a 
better salary they are ofttimes subjected to a 
reasonable cut or decrease in salary after the 
menager has them well within his grasp To 
give some verifiable instances relative to the 
above practice would cause the reliable and con 
scientious manager and performer to become 
amazed at such apparent outrage 

On the other band, however. we have the per 
formers themselves to censure for some of the 
methods they employ. since there are two sides 
to every question, and it 1s our Intention to 
“play fair’? with all concerned. 


Let us deal with the ‘“‘ticket cadger’’ and 
“common thief’ as an opener Severe pun 
isi:ment should be meted out to all of tlem when 
they are apprelended and caught with the goods 
whether or not it is the rascals or the reliable 
manager's money that is involved. 

Misrepresentation is very expensive to all con 
cerned in pra@tically every instance, and it 
seems that the incompetents would have become 
satisfied by this time that sympathy and 
soft talk cannot and does not win a place for 
ary on a reliable show even after they have 

ad several dollars’ transportation and expenses 
advanced to them. It is usually emphasized 
in ads for people nowadays that only the com 

etent and tbhoroly rellable need apply, and yet 
the ambitious incompetent will take a long 
chance of landing regardless, inasmuch as there 
is a great demand for musical comedy perform- 
ers, Managers encounter this class frequently 


and we are in search of a remedy for this par- 
ticular “ailment** The ‘‘tourist’ is next in 
line for reprimand, and is justly entitled to a 
certain amount of punishment when he jumps a 
show without notice in favor of another posi- 
tion without just cause. 

Last, but not least, misconduct on the part of 
chorus ladies in numerous cases has effected the 
cancelation of the company by the cautious thea 
ter manager The careless element of choristers 
have contributed their share of discomfort, and 
it is no uncommon thing to have hotels reject all 
members of companies, their alibi being that they 
lave discontinued ‘‘taking show people,’ as they 
term them 

‘Jono’ sprees and joy rides, as practiced in 
the small towns by some pon!:s who crave to be 
entertained, have angered house managers to 
such au eXient that they warn incowing shows 
each week that unbecoming conduct on the part 
of any member of the company will result in 
immediate cancelation of the company or a fine 
of several dollars To prevail upon the offenders 
to use a little common sense along these lines 
would certainly prove of material benefit. At any 
rate it could not do any great amount of harm, 
The terms, ‘‘personal Mberties’’ and company 
rues and restrictions, should not be confused, 
aud if the considerate employee has the in 
terests of the company at heart be or ehe will 
make a special effort to understand and regard 
the above. 

Now for a few remarks anent the theater man- 
ager, in whom Is vested the power to elther make 
an engagement most agreeable or decidedly un-

Pleasant for the company in general. It js 
admitted that ofttimes he is invited to resent 
some disagreeable instances when his patronage 
hangs in the balance and when the company is 
unquestionably at fault. Unbecoming conduct on 
the part of members of the company, and de 
cidedly. unsatisfactory performances, have ev 
ery reason to be resented, but the chroni 
grumbler or the “‘brick’’ invariably becomes ob 
noxious and unbearable. We come in contact 
with both elements of the “‘bosses’’ and it has 
been a hard matter to understand each other. 
We will not go into details regarding the boys 
who operate theaters and use girl shows as a 
convenience, so that it is possible for them to 
keep in close contact with the lady members 
and aggravate the company manager when their 
affections are resented Fresh drinking water 
and toilet advanteges are things of the past in 
the eyes of some we are forced to deal with, to 
say nothing of cold or no dressing room accom 
modations. 


Some few of them when in need of an attrac 
tion badly will guarantee a company an attract 
ive salary, only to retract or violate the or 
iginal agreement by cutting the said salary, 
using the trite alibi that the attraction does not 
warrant a guarantee, offering as an alternative 
a straight percentage proposition or a _ very 
small salary remuneration. It would seem more 
becoming to this brand of undesirables to close 
the show outright provided, of course. that the 
opening night's receipts are satisfactory and 
any compuny that is closed after the first per 
formance does not receive any part of the guar 
antee. 


It is with pleasure that we record the meth 
ods and practices of reguiar managers, however. 
and for that goo! hearted and well meaning fel 
low we have the greatest rexpect, the con 
scientious “‘frienl’’ who provides suitable and 
comfortable dressing rooms for the performer 
and who has the glad hand for the deserving 
company. And while their goo! nature Is oft 
times imposed upon by the overbearing element 
their broad mindedness and master showman 
ship goes a long way in preserving their kind 
ness for the profession in general. 


The main spring of our machine, the booking 
agent, has only been mentioned in passing thus 
*r, but the man who routes the various shows 
from week to week is of no little concern to the 
theater or company manager. There is a great 
dea: to be said for and against them inasmach 
as frankness holds forth at the present. First, 
it is unreasonable to expect some shows to make 
the jumps that are assigned to them every 
week, and especially is this unjust in cases where 
decided favoritism is shown, preference being 
given the ‘“‘pet’ organization, yet there is not 
a contention that it is possible to route every 
show on the time to the satisfaction of every 
manager every week Some agents contend that 
they are forced to Jump the weak shows a long 
distance as a regular occurrence in order to 
keep them working, unconscious of the fact of 
course that they are doing an injustice to thea 
ters on their circuit and other shows that are 
foreed to follow them. 


It is expected, and agreeable, when shows are 
called upon to make a long leap in an orca 
sional caxe of emergency, but under present 
conditions it is dificult for even a fair company 
to maintaln a capable cast when railroad fare 
consumes the greater per cent of the profits 
weekly. Now the situation becomes more alarm 
ing s!nce rates on fares and excess have ip 
creased, While it Is admitted that the route 
man bas bis share of difficulties it seems that 
a serious state of affaira ix Inevitable Shorter 
‘umps may go a long way in ‘‘solving the prob- 
lem,’ aud while the worst is feared for the big 
shows and one night stand attractions the week 
stand tab should survive the struggle in the 
event the necessary precautions are taken. 


SYSTEM 


In every branch of industry and in every pre 
fession we find “system,” organization and pre 
tection, In the most part for the employer and 
employee; is it unreasonable to ask ourselves 
why we have not established Mke measures sud 
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standards for the protection and safety of the 
showman, 

Companies of every description that play the 
\illages (dare not say tanks) have their hard- 
ships, since the narrow-minded element of the 
inhabitants regard them as questionable char- 
actere, keep the book out and use the cold ex- 
pression, ‘‘Pay me,” as a byword. Ofttimes 
hotel bills are required in advance, and they are 
afraid of that object called a performer, all of 
which Is the result of no system, which has 
given right of way to the deadbeat who has no 
regard for his fellow-actor. Those of us that do 
not encounter very many hardships are satisfied 
to continue on our way, leaving it to those 
directly concerned to ameliorate conditions, bat 
the ultimate result will affect the profession in 
general, 

When we cut out the ticket cadger’s per- 
centage the manager will have more to apply on 
the salary of honest, straightforward and de- 
pendable performers that are and have always 
done their utmost to make the game an ironclad 
propos! tion, 

EXPECTATIONS 

“The tab bas almost seen its day, its fate 
is Inevitable," you will bear the pessimistic 
showman remark, and you are safe in asking 
him what is the foundation for such belief since 
some have predicted that motion pictures like- 
wise would cease to gain tn popularity yet they 
continue to erect magnificent theaters for pic- 
tures exclusively for the simple reason that it 
is termed the “poor man's’ amusement and 
something well within the reach of the masses. 
should not the tah warrant the same ontlook If 
we inject the same amount of energy into the 
Sight? Is it not a fact that any number of here- 
tofore exclusive picture bouses have adopted the 
tab polley as an added attraction during the 
last year? And should we direct our energies to 
the refreshing and rebuilding of the tab the fo- 
ture is certain to take care of itself. At any 
= it fe going to be just that “hich we make 
t. 

THE CONNECTING LINK 

It is suggested that the theater manager and 
the booking agent come to a better understand. 
ing inasmuch as the latter is the company’s 
sole representative; misrepresentation on the 
part of the agent anent the quality of his va- 
rious shows should be obliterated. Should you 
order sugar from the grocer it is sugar that 
you expect, and if coffee is delivered thru mis- 
take instant correction of the error is demanded, 
Likewise the manager should understand just ex- 
actly the sort of an attraction bis agent is send- 
‘ng him, In the event that damaged goods are 
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carried in stock they should be discarded and 
replaced with salable and dependable merchan- 
dise. 

Having effected a perfect understanding be- 
tween agent and theater manager we must as- 
certain to what extent the company manager can 
depend upon the rellab!lity of the agent In 
whom the utmost confidence should be vested 
when they have warranted it as the result of 
fair play and frankness at all times, Occa- 
sionally misrepresentations have done more 
harm than good, and if we are not capable of 
learning from the past we, of course, cannot 
protect ourselves from the misfortunes of the 
future. Our time for mutual decision is there- 
fore not tomeérrow, but today. 

And on down the line of relationship we would 
suggest a better understanding between com- 
pany manager and performer. The congenial or- 


ganization will prosper under ordinary condi- 
tions where the old ‘“‘cut throat’® grudge has 
been avoided. Contention and so-called ‘‘pro- 
fessional jealousy’’ has disrupted any number of 
promising tab shows and the result of such has 
never benefited anyone. 

Ofttimes an ambitious performer who has 
saved his earnings for several seasons will ven- 
ture Into the managerial field and organize his 
own company only to have a spoiled tempera- 
mental wife to come along and wreck bis little 
“playhouse.” Wifey will not get along with 
the common performers that have been given 
the privilege to work on her husband's show, and 
the result of the failure to use the small amount 
of grey matter she possesses and force herself 
to enjoy, Instead of detest, the surroundings her 
little head becomes entirely too large for her 
body. Friend husband, even tho respected and 


admired by his performers, who refuse to with-. 
stand such unnecessary impositions, finally 

throws up the sponge, in order to keep peace in 

the family, and retires to the ranks until it is 

time to do it all over again. In time wifey be- 

comes even too disagreeable to work on the same 

show with other performers that possess more 

ability than herself, and,\ taking their baggage, . 
they become tourists, roaming from one show to 

another, making no effort to remain any longer 

than they can give legitimate notice and get 

away. 

“Professional jealousy”? should not be dis- 
cussed at length as it is the most absurd pe- 
culiarity a regular performer can imagine. Peo- 
ple—including, of course, rival comedians—af- 
flicted with the above malady make themselves 
unbearable and eventually become chronic agita 
tors, one of the most dangerous enemies to the 
profession. Agitators and the jealous element 
have done their share of wrecking, and it should 
be in order to suggest something of a brotherly 
love nature or the exercising of better jugdment 
with a view of eradicating some of the present 
obstacles and submit to at least a professional 
understanding. 


In conclusion it lies within the power of our 
combined professional forces to determine the 
fate or success of the tab idea. 


“A little more persistence, a little more ef- 
fort, and what seemed hopeless failure may 
turn to glorious success. There is no failure 
except in no longer trying. There is no defeat, 
except from within, no really insurmountable 
barrier save our own inberent weakness of pur- 
pose.”"—Elbert Hubbard. 

The tab is no longer an experiment but an 
established fact, and thru our combined efforts, 
not forgetting the exclusive tabloid department 
of The Billboard, we are confident of attaining 
no small amount of success. Let us hope we 
have started something we can finish. The fight 
is on.

Yet Marley is a 
very sensible ghost, and tells Scrooge some very 
homely truths as he stanis there by the fire- 
place clanking his chains—trutns which ere 
known to us all if we would but pause and 
think. 


Around his waist Marley wore a long, heavy 


chain, made of ‘‘cash boxes, keys, padlocks, 
ledgers, deeds and heavy purses wrought in 
steel.”’ The things he worked with while so- 


journeying on earth, He made this chain him- 
self, and he wore it because he had made it. 
Every day of his life he had added a link to 
it. He tells Scrooge that the chain he 1s 
making is much longer and heavier; that he 
is adding to it every time he passes up an 
opportunity to do good.

Away they all went in a breathless whirl of 
fun and laughter! Our own feet keep time 
as we read, and we feel the rhythm of this 
good oldfashioned dance! 


Then Scrooge sees how love had slipped from 
his fingers; the love of his youth turns from 
him on account of his growing sordidness—he 
loved gold more than her. Memory is playing 

sad tune on his heartstrings, and he begs the 
spirit to show him no more. But he is com- 
pelled to look upon the picture of the sweet- 
heart of his youth, now a comely matron, the 
beloved wife and mother, in a bright room on 
a Christmas Eve, amidst a group of boisterous 
children, *‘The room was perfectly tumultuous, 
for there were more children there than Scrooge, 
in his agitated state of mind, could count... 
not forty children conducting themselves like 
one, but every child conducting himself like 
forty.”” How Dickens loved this noisy, rollicking 
Christmas! He loved to take his readers out 
of the storm and howling winds of winter and 
set them down beside the cheery Christmas fire, 
where love kept the hearth bright and the 
laughter of children supplied the music, 

Scrooge is then shown the home of his poor 
clerk, of whom he had said: ‘Fifteen shillings 
a week, with a wife and family, talking about 
a merry Christmas—humbng!’’ He doubts if a 
family as poor as this could be happy on any 
sort of a day, let alone Christmas, But he sees 
a happy family—happy and contented with one 
another—enjoying a glorious Christmas. Love 
kept the hearth fires bright and thankfulness 
filled their hearts. One can not read the 
Carol without falling in love with the Cratchit 
children, especially Tiny Tim, with his plaintive 
“God bless us, every one.’’ 

Scrooge witnesses the celebration at the home 
of his nephew, whose invitation he had so 
roughly refused, and had refused for years— 
the nephew recularly invited him every year. 
It was a happy household—they even played 
games like children. It is good to be children 
sometimes, and never better than on Christmas, 
for its mighty founder was a child, too. 

At length Scrooge is led to a churchyard. 
There upon the headstone of a neglected grave 
he sees his own name. Filled with consternation 
he implores that he be given time to correct 
the future by an altered life. He asserts: “I 
will honor Christmas in my heart, and try to 
keep it all the year. I will live in the past, 
the present and the future. The spirit of all 
three shall strive within me. I will not shut out 
the lessons they teach.’”’ And he does. Ob, 


yes, he does. He was thoroly converted. And 
his conversion was worth while, It bore fruit. 
He immediately began to give service. He went 
to church, patted little chilcren on the head, 
smiled at his astonished neighbors, visited his 
nonplussed nephew, &nd raised the wages of his 
astounded clerk, and assisted his struggling 
family, 


What a lesson Dickens teaches in the Little 
fable, pleading for charity and mercy to the 
unfortunate. It teaches us to not walk thru 
the crowd of our fellow beings with our eyes 
turned down, but raised to that blessed star 
which led wise men to a poor abode. There 
are many poor homes to which the star may 
conduct us.

I’ve got 
next Thursday night open and would like to 
play your house on that date.’’ 

“What did ye say yer name was?” 

*‘Dokes,’* 

“Ye say ye want to play my opery next 
Thursday?’ 

**Yes,”’ 

“What did ye say the name of yer play was?’ 

“Dr, Jykle and Mr. Hyde,’ was the reply. 

“Dr. which?’ 

“Dr. Jykle and Mr, Hyde.”’ 

“Dr. Jykle? Dr. Jykle? Nope, I guess not. 
We had a medicine show here all last week.” 

With the country engaged in this frightful 
war we all face a situation which is so uncer- 
tain that it is impossible to make a prediction 
regarding the future.

So far my 
show has been fortunate, but should the call 
come that would deprive me of every man I've 
got on the show I will not only give them up 
willingly, but lend my every assistance, finan- 
cially and otherwise, to Godspeed them on their 
journey. If necessary I will give my show 
with Ed Thardo, the Copeland Bros., Dad 
Clark and myself, and if this quintet of ol! 
heads can't get the show by I will move the 
outfit to the nearest cantonment and offer it to 
Uncle Sam as temporary quarters for recruits, 
or any other purpose for which he might see 
fit to use it. But until that time arrives, and 
at all other times, it will be my earnest effort 
to make the Roy BE. Fox Popular Players 4

motion she ripped open the side of the bear, ex- 
posing vitals and ensuring death. A sudden 
change was beheld in Thekla, from the sem- 
blance of an almost lifeless figure she was sud- 
denly transformed into a creature of will and 
power, and purpose. The maiden lifted her 
eyes, looking with solemn directness straight 
into the eyes of Flavius, who stood above, lean- 
ing over the balcony. ‘My Lord,’ she said, “I 
am ready; let my death be according to your 
pleasure.’"” Her words were not spoken for ef- 
fect, but with simple earnestness. The lioness 
dropped herself to the feet of the maid, With 
grateful, pitying glance Thekla bent and sought 
to soothe the dying creature’s pain, then placed 
for a caress one white foot upon the shaggy, 
quivering neck, At sight of this a deep roar 
ef wonder and admiration rent the air. Plainly 
to the heart of the common people the maid was 
victorious. Flavius spoke: ‘Good people, you 
eee the virgin yonder. You will not gainsay me 
if I declare her in the day’s contest victor in 
every deed. She has conquered her adversary 
so that even the lioness has fought the maiden’s 
battle and placed herself at her feet to dle. 
I pronounce judgment that the Lady Thekla 
of Iconium has served her sentence, and, having 
survived it, is released unto you.” 


In contrast to the circus of the early Christian 
era the modern circus of today, with its pro- 
gram of equestrian feats, agile acrobats, trained 
animals and merry clowns, stands a splendid ex- 
ample of the civilizing influences of nineteen 
centuries. The ferocious animals used by the 
Romans to devour unfortunate humanity are 
now exhibited as man's playthings. Merriment 
is the keynote of our modern circus. A whuvle- 
some act with elements of humor is eagerly 
sought by the circus manager. The exciting 
Roman chariot race is the only feature of the 
ancient circus which finds a place in today's 
circus. 


The first circus or equestrian performance seen 
in England was given on the site of Dabney’s 
Place, Islington; it was then a tea garden and 
bowling green to which one Johnson obtained a 
lease in 1767—Philip Astley, while serving in 
the army, learned feats of horsemanship. One 
of his horses, which he had taught to perform a 
variety of tricks, he began to exhibit in a large 
room in Piccadilly. One of the earliest circus 
advertisements sets forth that the entertainment 
consisted of horsemanship by ‘‘Mr. Astley, Sig 
nor Markutchy, Miss Vangable and other trans- 


cendent performers;’’ “‘A minuet by two horses,” 
ete. ° 


About the same time the amphitheater which 
Astley built was opened the Royal Circus was 
erected in Blackfriars. A red-letter day in the 
English circus marks the management of the 
brothers, George and John Sanger; they first 
became famous for their wonderful circus per- 
formances given at Agricultural Hall, London. 

The fame of the Brothers Sanger having 
reached the United States, P. T. Barnum went 
to England expressly to purchase from them the 
wardobe, paraphernalia and properties of the cir- 
cus spectacle, ‘The Congress of Monarchs.” This 
was an immense success in New York, and 
started the fortune of the ‘Prince of Show- 
men,”” as Barnum styled himself. , 


James A. Bailey, who passed practically into 
possession of the great Barnum Show several 
years before the demise of P. T. Barnum, was 
known as a man of the most remarkable ex- 
ecutive capacity. When the Barnum Show came 
under his direction it employed more fhan 900 
people, had over 400 horses, traveled in three 
trains of railway cars and it cost upwards of 
$4,000 per day to run the show. The Barnum & 
Bailey ‘‘Greatest Show on Earth’? of today has 
been a natura! and gradual development until at 
the present time these figures are doubled—in 
some details more than doubled. 

The modern circus ring is a circle of four- 
teen yards, nine inches in diameter. The un- 
varying dimensions of the ‘‘ring’’ respond to a 
double necessity: The exigency of the man and 
the exigency of the animal. 


This rule is convenient for men, but it is in- 
dispensable for animals. A performing horse 
must find, in whatever spot he appears before 
the public, a ring of fourteen yards, nine inches, 
sanded to a depth of three inches and a quar- 
ter, surrounded by an embankment, opening in 
two places only. ° 

Of the modern circus Arthur Brisbane edi- 
torially writes: ‘‘The human being most in 
need of amusement, most greatly benefited by 
amusements that stimulate the imagination, Is 
the child. And in our civilization there is far 
too little done in the line of amusement for 
children. Whatever stimulates imagination 
stimulates mental growth, The circus is a 
beneficial, normal, entrancing stimulant to the 
imagination of children, That is why parents 
should take thelr children to the circus. The 
circus, reborn in America in its present shape, 
is a necessity of childhood. Boys and girls 
should be taken to the circus once a year. 
It is their right, and the father and mother 
should go along to enjoy the performance with

to make money honestly, but in those days now 
gone even the responsible manager looked upon 
the patron as immediate revenue. Today the 
manager, while going ahead and getting the 
dough, is looking for the permanent customer, a 
customer who will become a walking advertise- 
ment for the business, much as a grocer or any 
other merchant, who, after investing consider- 
able money in a business, opens his store with 
the expressed purpose of building up a _per- 
manent, lucrative trade. If this policy had been 
adhered to ten years ago the results would have 
been greater in every particular. Cultivation 
of a prospective customer is the business of a 
merchant just as much as the retaining of an 
old customer, and that same policy should be 
maintained in the carnival business. Build for 
tomorrow, for next season, forever, should be 
one of the principles of every carnival owner. 

Dealing honestly with every person you do 
business with is another very important cog in 
the success of any organization. Committees 
have, sometimes in the past, been ‘‘short 
changed."” They may have formed the idea that 
every carnival company is but a collection of 
short change artists. They are suspicious. Mat- 
ters that are perfectly legitimate have a peculiar 
look to them. They want to know and, whether 
they want to know or not, it only takes very 
little time and effort to explain. Leave a good 
taste with the committee and they will soon 
recognize that there are men in the carnival 
business who are perfectly honest and take only 
what is theirs. Working hand in hand with the 
committee, with city officials, with newspapers 
and with whoever it is necessary to work with, 
will cause a decided change in the attitude of 
the people as regards carnival, carnival man- 
agers and attaches. With a company where 
these principles are enforced the attaches be- 
come imbued with the idea and conduct them- 
selves accordingly. The ‘‘bum'’ who has a loath- 
ing for cleanliness doesn't tarry long where clean- 
liness rules, The short change artist is ill at 
ease and soon departs. Example is a wonderful 
imeentive. As the manager does, so will the 
employee, maybe on a smaller scale, but he will 
follow his master’s footsteps when possible. 

The cacnival of today is righting itself, not 
because it is bigger, more flashy or more 
meritorious than those of ten years ago, but 
because the method of conducting the business 
hus changed. With all well regulated organiza-

Now he knows there is a place wut- 
ing for him where loving hearts will see that 
his last resting place is given care and atten- 
tion. While not an insurance company in «ny 
sense of the word, those members who are in 
need at the time of death will be given a burial 
at a cost not to exceed $100. 

The Showmen's League has established the 
eustom of giving an annual affair, which takes 
the form of a ball. In this connection they have 
established an enviable reputation, and the fame 
of their social events has traveled far. The 
first ball, given in 1913, made the league famous 
and established a reputation that has been ‘ully 
lived up to in all succeeding events.

amuug the most progressive citizens of these 
two great nations, have requested that entire 
buildings be set aside for the exhibits of their 
nations. 


SOME REAL “EXPOSITIONAIRES” 


It takes more than mere money and an in- 
clination to accomplish something to build and 
conduct an exposition, however, This has been 
proven over and over in expositions held in the 
United States from the days of the old Cotton 
Exposition in New Orleans to the recent cele- 
brations of the opening of the Panama Canal, 
which were held on the Pacific Coast. The 
lacking essential in all of these places was ex- 
perience. Experience in laying out the grounds, 
so that the visitors could see the most with the 
least physical effort. Experience in construc- 
tion, that effect might be obtained withont 
wasteful outlay. Experience in management, 
that the interest in the activities upon the 
grounds would never flag, and that each visitor 
would leave with the pleased impression of 
having been among those present at a ‘“‘live” 
spot. 

This fault will be obviated in the case of 
the Bronx International Exposition. There will 
be no amateurs, unless an exception be made cf 
the architect, Kenneth M, Murchison, who lacks 
a lot of being an amateur architect, as he bas 
done some of the biggest and best work in 
America, yet who has tried his hand for the 
first time at designing an exposition. The re- 
sult of his first effort, however, is such that 
it will make the architects of all previous expo. 
sitions wonder why they never had thought along 
the same lines. The writer of this article has 
attended every exposition held in America since, 
and including, the World’s Fair in Chicago, yet 
never has he before seen an exposition ground 
so well laid out or as beautiful in its archi- 
tectural and color scheme as is the case with 
the one now building in the Bronx. 

Mr. Murchison has chosen as the architectural 
scheme the Spanish Colonial type, which was 
in vogue in the Latin-American countries dur- 
ing the early days. This type of building len4s 
itself naturally to a high degree of ornamenta- 
tion, while the color scheme of blendings of red, 
blue and orange will give to them a richness 
and soft warmth under both sun and artificial 
light that will have to be seen to be appreciated. 

In connection with the ornamentation of the 
buildings and grounds Mr, Murchison, who is a 
prominent member of the Beaux Arts Society of 
Architects, devised a happy plan for giving the 
young fellows a chance, and, with the co-opera- 
tion of Lloyd Warren, has instituted in the 
Beaux Arts Institute of Design, which is a 
branch of the great architectural school, a num- 
ber of competitions for the various groups of 
seulpture which will be used. The prize in 
each case will be the commission to execute the 
finished work at the exposition grounds, and 
in the first contest, held last month, fifty-two 
groups were submitted, making it the largest 
contest ever held at the institute. The groups 
represented the students’ ideas of the sixteen- 
foot figures that are to be placed on each side 
of the great arch, which is to be the main gate- 
way, and the winners were: A, De Rooy and A. 
Goodelman, while L. Bayman and Caesar Stea 
received honorable mention. The jury passing 
upon the competition included many of the 
foremost sculptors and architects of New York 
City, with Lloyd Warren as chairman, his 
assistants being Jo Davidson, Herman MacNeil, 
George W. Breck, A. Sterling Calder, F, Hunt 
Bosworth, Solon Borglum, E, Towles Chamber- 
lain, Edward MacCortan, John Gregory, John 
Flanagan, B. Tuttle, W. H. Ellerhusen and 
Mr. Murchison. 

EXPOSITION CONSTRUCTION UNUSUAL 

Having secured the architectural plans from 
Mr, Murchison and the engineering plans from 
Charles Scott Landers, engineer of the William 
Waldorf Astor properties, the officers of the 
company selected exposition experts to execute

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them. H. F. McGarvie, president of the expo- 
sition; Captain A. M. Baber, director-general, 
and E. W. McConnell, director of works, have 
for the past quarter of a century been identified 
with expositions in all parts of the United 
States and Europe, yet none of them had the 
building experience of John J. Dunnavant and 
Philip Dunnavant, who were brought from San 
Francisco, where they had just completed the 
wrecking of buildings they previously had con- 
structed for the Panama-Pacific Exposition. It 
is the modest assertion of J, J, Dunnavant that 
he has constructed more than S00 exposition 
buildings during the time he has specialized in 
this line of work, which is as different from 
the constructon of a stone and steel skyscraper 
as boat building would be. A man who thoroly 
understands his business in exposition building 
construction can make double the headway of a 
builder attempting it for the first time, no 
matter how competent a superintendent he 
might be. 

The problems that confronted the construc- 
tion people began under ground, Altho the ex- 
position grounds are but one short block from 
a subway station, and entirely are surrounded 
by a network of electric railroads, they never 
had been equipped with a sewer or water pipe. 
For forty years before Viscount Astor purchased 
the property it had been known as the Wilson 
Farm, and was in the same state of development 
as in the days when George Washington and 
the Continental Army had passed by on their 
retreat to White Plains. Tie excavations for 
proper dwainage, water, gas and electrical 
service were sixteen feet in depth, and a large 
part of it thru solid rock. This was the equip- 
ment necessary: 

Three and one-half miles of sewers, 

One and three-quarters mile of water main. 

Six thousand feet of six-inch pipe for fire 
protection, connecting the main with twenty- 
three hydrants, 

Five thousand feet of four-inch pipe, connect- 
ing with 100 fire hose equipments in buildings. 

Eleven miles of small water pipe for service 
in buildings. 

Paralleling the water supply equipment were 
gas mains and extensions, and galvanized con- 
duits for electric service. 


MAMMOTH SWIMMING POOL 


Simultaneously with this little pipelaying job 
was started the work on the great swimming 


pool, just half a mile south of the main en- 
trance. This pool is 300x350 feet, including a 
sand beach 50 feet in width, and runs in a 
gentle slope from zero to a depth of ten feet. 
This now is finished, and the great reservoir 
behind it is almost ready. G, A. Davis, ‘he 
engineer in charge of this work, gives these 
Statistics that may furnish some idea of the 
size of the undertaking: 

‘otal excavation, 22,921 cubic yards of earth. 

Sheet piling required for pool and reservoir, 
12,060 square feet. 

Walls of pool, 23 feet, 6 Inches In height. 
Width at bottom, 12 feet; at top, 4 feet. 


Material used: Portland cement, 7,400 barrels; 
é6and, 2,008 cubic yards; crushed stone, 4,992 
cubic yards; reinforcing, 60 tons; white cemeat 
for finishing coat, 300 barrels; marble dust, 500 
barrels, 


The actual capacity of the pool is 2,000,000 
gallons, The total area, including the beach, is 
71,000 square feet, while the water surface ts 
56,200 square feet. The capacity of the reser- 
voir is also 2,000,000 gallons, and connecting it 
with the pool are six filters, each 20 feet long 
by 8 feet in diameter, with a combined ca- 
pacity of 3,000,000 gallons per day, These 
filters rest on a solid concrete slab, 3x20x60 
feet in dimension, 


Other equipment of the pool includes a sem!- 
circular waterfall 40 feet in height and 160 
feet in length; a diving tower extending 63 feet 
into the air, and a wavemaking device com- 
Posed of twelve pontoons, each 11 feet in length, 
which will roll breakers onto the sand beach at 
the northern end of the pool. It is estimated that 
the pool will accommodate about 5,000 people 
at one time, ~- ‘he building now under con- 
struction along 1» east side of it will con- 
tain 4,500 dressing rooms. 


This building was the first to cover qa portion 
of the extensive service system referred to in 
the foregoing, but now the work on roadways, 
esplanades and buildings rapidly is being 
pushed. According to J. J. Dunnavant there 
will have to be 20,000 square yards of road- 
ways, while the buildings will require 5,200,000 
feet of lumber, 70,000 lineal feet of ornamental 
stuff, 50,000 square yards of metal lath and 
a corresponding amount of stucco. To protect 
the exhibits within these buildings from the 
weather 1,400,000 square feet of roofing will 
be necessary, 


LET THERE BE LIGHT 


Everyone who has had any exposition expert. 
ence, even from the viewpoint of the casual 
visitor, knows that the proper illumination of 
the grounds is one of the most important factor. 
in enhancing the beauty of the spectacle. In 
fact, so far has the science of illumination 
progressed that at the recent Panama-Pacific 
Exposition in San Francisco the illumniation wae 
the one big outstanding feature. It naturally 
is the hope of the directors of the Bronx Inter- 
national Exposition to surpass even this master. 
piece of artistic endeavor. To that end they 
have engaged Frank A. Stillman, an electrical 
engineer, who not only has designed the light- 
ing effects of many large American enterprises, 
but who also was the head of the illumination 
department at Earl's Court, London, and the 
Magic City, Paris, to design the illuminating 
scheme and to supervise its installation. 

That this will be most comprehensive and 
adequate is evidenced by the fact that the 
contract made with the Bronx Gas and Electric 
Company calls for qa service of 3,000 killowatts, 
This will take care of light and power, fire 
alarm, telephone and signal systems. Over 
2,000,00 feet of wire will be utilized to dils- 
tribute this service thruout the grounds and 
into the various buildings, Fifty thousand 
special incandescent lamps, invented by Mr. 
Stillman and used in both Earl’s Court and the 
Magic City, will be used for exterior decorative 
lighting. Four hundred floor projectors, vary- 
ing in size from 250 to 1,000 watts capacity, and 
20,000 incandescent lights, ranging from 25 to 
1,000 watts in capacity, will be used for light- 
ing the interiors of the buildings, making a total 
of combined lighting units amounting to 5,500,- 
000 candle power. Some time within the next 
few thousand years the light rays from tbis 
powerful equipment should reach to Mars or 
some other way station in the skies, 


When the first visitor steps thru the gigantic 
entrance near the 177th street subway station 
on May 30, next year, he will see a collection 
of buildings and amusement features equal !n 
size and beauty to any similar section of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. 


Twenty-seven of the buildings will be great 
halls for the exhibition of machinery, art work 
and merchandise, The rest of the structures 
will be for concessions, for bands and for enter- 
tainment devices. Several of the buildings will 
be 400 feet long by 200 feet wide. 

The exposition will be in two parts, since & 
line of the New York, Winchester & Boston 
Railroad bisects the grounds, The physical dt- 
vision aids the purposes of the show, since it 
is part educational and part for amusement, 


One section of the grounds, which is a narrow 
strip of land between the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad and the Westchester 
line, will contain q line of buildings accommo. 
dating exhibitions of arts, sciences and indus- 
tries, 


The other section, which is a wider strip, 
lying between the Westchester Une and the 
Bronx River, will be covered with structures 
containing amusement features, The main et 
trance to the exposition approaches this sec 
tion. An automobile entrance gives immediate 
access to the other part, where there will be 4 
large space for parking automobiles. 

‘The regular season of the exposition will be 
between May 15 and November 1, according to 
present plans, The opening date next year 's 
set for May 30, so that an exposition obsert 
ance of the fiftieth anniversary of the cele 
bration of Memorial Day may take place. Tbe 
exposition will remain open later in the fall 
than other pleasure parks. 

In addition, there is a possibility that the ex 
position may be open all the year, according t° 
the management, if there is a demand, the 
pleasure park section will be fitted up for winter 
sports. Those would include hockey, skating 
and tobogganing,

first exhibit building, called the Palace of Pan- 
American States, Beside that building will be 
an amusement structure. Next in line will be 
a long roller coaster. 


WILL SHOW FIRST HOLLAND SUBMARINE 


At the left of the main entrance, or on the 
northern boundary of the park, extending as 
far east as the tracks of the New York, West- 
chester & Boston Railroad, will be the Palace of 
American Achievements and Fine Arts, The 
central display in this building will be the 
old Holland submarine, which is already on the 
grounds, 

The Administration Building will be directly 
in front of the Palace of American Achieve 
ments, and will face on the esplanade. In the 
rear will be the Palace of Manufacturers and 
Varied Industries, Adjoining the Adminstration 
Building will be one of the largest merry-go- 
rounds in the world. 

Next door will be three concession buildings 
in a group, two of them facing on the espla- 
nade, At the southerly end of the esplanade, 
which will run north and south for more than 
600 feet, will be the Court of Honor. This 
will be an open space, oval in formation, 
370x250 feet. In the center will be a band 
stand, surmounted by a statue, 

Facing the Court of Honor, on the east, will 
be a great Convention Hall. Next will be a 
combined restaurant and club. The club build- 
ing is already on the property, in the form of 
an old stone house, dating back to Colonial 
times. 

A large space at the west of the Court of 
Honor, and bounded on the west by the Bronx 
River, will contain amusementt structures. A

project is under way to move the U, S. S. Re- 
eruit, now at Union Square, to that spot, and 
place one side of the land battleship over the 
Bronx River. 

The automobile entrance to the grounds will 
pass under the embankment bearing the tracks 
of the New York, Westchester & Boston Rail- 
road, and will lead into a long parking space 
paralleling the railroad tracks, 

Between the New York, Westchester & Bos- 
ton Railroad and the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, and backed up to the New 
Haven tracks, will be seven exhibition build- 
ings, running in a line from north to south. 
These buildings will include the following: 
Agricultural Hall, Horticultural Hall, a model 
farm, a machinery hall, a hall for oil and fuel 
exhibits, an automobile building and an aquari- 
um, according to present plans, 

The West Farms station of the New York, 
New Haven @& Hartford Railroad is east cf 
the Court of Honor. Between the station and 
the court will be a street, running under the 
Westchester Railroad. 

GOVERNMENT PARTICIPATION 


It is the expectation of the exposition com- 
pany to have a number of exhibits furnished by 
the United States Government, and one that 
is especially international in scope—the Ameri. 
can Red Cross. Already the exposition com- 
pany has offered to the Red Cross ample space 
in which to demonstrate the activities of this 
great organization, and no matter whether or 
not the war may be over by the time the ex- 
positon opens, the Red Cross will have !ts 
headquarters for the furthering of its recruit- 
ing of membership and solicitation of funds, 
for the Red Cross, like Tennyson's brook, goes 
on forever. 

The exposition company has offered to the 
Government space for an army exhibit, a naval 
exhibit and an exhibit of the Bureau of Mines 
of the Department of the Interior. With the 
assistance of the publicity department of the 
navy it is expected that there will be placed 
on view at the exposition a most comprehensive 
collection of relics of the early days of this 
arm of national defense, as well as the modern, 
up-to-date equipment used by the boys in blue. 

For some years the Navy Department has 
maintained such exhibits, which were sent to 
various part of the country for recruiting pur- 
poses, and these, if assembled in the greatest 
port of the world today, should be instrumental 
in keeping the personnel of the navy up to its 
full complement. 

Already it has been de«c“ed by Van H. Man- 
ning, direttor of the Bureau of Mines of the 


Department of the Interior, that this depart- 
ment will exhibit in the Palace of American 
Achievements the comprehensive collection of life- 
saving devices which have been approved by the 
Government and which are the real safety-first 
productions of the mining industry today. 

It is probably interesting to the general pub- 
lic to know that the gas masks and canary birds 
used as danger signals in the war zone of 
Europe today are an old story to the Burean 
of Mines. For several years they have been 
using oxygen-breathing rescue apparatus that 
permits of a rescuer to enter a mine immedi- 
ately following an explosion and to remain in the 
the poisonous atmosphere of deadly gas for a 
period of two hours’ time. Also, the depart- 
ment for years has insisted upon mines being 
equipped with cages of canary birds. The 
canary is very sensitive to a deadly gas (car- 
don-monoxide) found in mines after fires and 
explosions, and for this reason is used by rescue 
crews and miners in testing mine air, When 
the bird shows signs of distress the men know 
it is time to put on their rescue apparatus. The 
rescuers carry with them an inclosed cage and 
a supply of oxygen. The asphyxiated bird is 
placed in this cage and the oxygen turned on, 
with the result that the bird usually recovers. 
This same method now is being used in France 
to give warning of gas attacks by the Germans, 
and such an exhibit should be most interesting 
to the general public at the exposition. 


MORB BATTLEFIELD SUGGESTIONS 


Another feature will be a mine rescue tele 
phone for one wearing an oxygen-breathing 
apparatus, and consequently unable to talk dis- 
tinctly. This telephone has q transmitter that 
is strapped over the vocal cords and enables 
a rescuer wearing a breathing apparatus to 
maintain communication with the fresh air 
base for a distance of about a quarter of a mile. 
It is this device, first used in the mines of this 
country, that led to the adoption of the gas 
mask on the battlefields of France. 

Various other devices for the reviving cf 
persons overcome by mine gases, for sampling 
mine air from rock dust, and other ingenlous 
lifesaving devices will form the major part of 
this exhibit. 

Another interesting feature of the Palace of 
American Achievements will be one of the 
famous caterpillar tanks which have won fame 
on the battlefield of France, A peculiar coinct- 
dence in connection with this exhibit is the 
fact that H. F. McGarvie, president of the 
company, was the first man to use one of these 
caterpillar tractors in ‘‘warfare.’’ This was 
during the San Diego Exposition, when trouble 


was threatening along the Mexican border only 
eight miles away, and, as a precaution toward 
the removal of field artillery into this arid 
region, in case hostilities really broke out, Mr. 
McGarvie had as a little special event in con- 
nection with the San Diego Exposition one of 
these caterpillars draw a battery of field guns 
up bill and down dale around the exposition 
grounds, while a special commission of officers 
of the army, navy and marine corps passed judg- 
ment upon its efficlency and reported favorably 
upon it to the authorities in Washington. This 
little stunt took place just two years before 
the famous caterpillar tank made its appearance 
upon the British front in France. 

Aside from these Government exhibits there 
will be many foreign features that should prove 
to be a most interesting. From San Diego, Cal., 
H. J. Penfold, who was secretary of the San 
Diego Exposition, has secured space on behalf 
of foreign exhibitors who were at that expo- 
sition and whose goods still are in bond on the 
Pacific Coast. 

FROM FOREIGN LANDS 

There will be a Hawailan section similar to 
those seen in San Francisco and San Diego; an 
Italian-Swiss section from the San Diego Ex- 
position, as well as a Spanish section. An Ori- 
ental exhibit and Italion exhibit of marble 
statuary, majolica, furniture, laces, etc., from 
the San Francisco Exposition. 

Other exhibits new to the average New Yorker 
will be Mexican merchandise, antiques, etc.; a 
demonstration of silk weaving and an exhibit 
from the laboratory of the New York State De- 
partment of Health. 

Practically every line of manufacturing and 
industry in this country will be represented, the 
greatest hardware exhibit ever seen in the 
United States is one of the features, and from 
every line of Industry will be selected some one 
representative house which will place its goods

In ether words, thea expo- 
sition will not allow a dozen hardware manv- 
facturers to have similar exhibits, nor would 
they allow any other line of endeavor to be 
represented by more than one, or possibly two, 
leading firms, 

There will be a number of booths and exhibits 
that will be novel in the extreme. For instance, 
the New York Bible Society has been granted a 
space for the distibution of Bibles printed in all 
known languages, and for the building of this 
booth the exposition, which bought the Billy 
Sunday Tabernacle at the completion of Mr. 
Sunday’s campaign, has reserved the lumber 
used aS the rostrum upon which the great 
evangelist did his athletic stunts while exhort- 
ing the mob to hit the sawdust trail. 

Another oddity will be a small fish hatchery 
devoted entirely to the breeding of miniature 
tropical and goldfish, while all sorts of food 
products, porcelains, chinaware and _ similar 
lines connected with the kitchen and the tanie 
have applied for space. 

From the present iist of applications for space 


in the Palace of American Achievements it is ; 
quite likely that one department will be devoted 
to office efficiency equipment. The applicants 
consist of manufacturers of cash registers, type- 
writing machines, calculating and accounting 
machines, lighting equipment of all kinds, filing 
devices, vacuum sweepers, and other such odds 
and ends as go to make for sanitation, conveni- 
ence and comfort in an up-to-date place of bus!- 
ness, 

The building devoted to Japan will be filled 
with rare exhibits typical of that country. The 
Brazilian Pavilion will show the resources cf 


our great Southern neighbor, and will be divided 
into twenty-one sections, one for each State of , 
the great republic. The commission having 
charge of this exhibit consists of Hon, H. C. 
de Martins Pinheiro, Brazilian Consul-General 
to New York, honorary commissioner; Com- 
mendador Hugo A. Thomsen and Stephen M. 
Hoye, commissioners, 


BENEFITS TO ACCRUE 


Just how the exposition expects to benefit 
both New York and the surrounding section of 
the country is outlined in a preliminary report 
which has been prepared by the Department of 
Special Events, which nas arranged a schedule 
from the opening day on May 30 next, and ex- 
tending until November 1, 

Thru the system of special events, which 
originated with H. F. McGarvie, president cf 
the Bronx Exposition, when he was Director of 
Special Exploitation of the World’s Fair in St. 
Louis, it is expected that the exposition will be 
able to perform the functions for which every 
great commercial organization is intended—the 
bringing of thousands of visitors, who will not 
only attend the exposition, but spend money 
with hotels and business houses thruout all New 
York. On the other hand, this system of spe- 
cal events will allow out of town cities the op- 
portunity to advertise to the people of New 
York generally the advantages their cities offer 
to the world in general as places of residence 
and business activities, 

In order to successfully carry out such a 
program the exposition must have the co-opera- 
tion of the railroads, hotel men and other people 
who are wide awake as to the possibilities for 
business which are afforded in the propaganda 
of this kind. This co-operation is assured for 
the Bronx International Exposition, and long 
before the opening day the men working in the 
special events department will be scattered 
thruout the cities of the East arranging for 
special excursions, arranging the advertising of 
these special days, and generally using fine-tooth 
comb methods to bring people to New York for a 
combination of education, business and pleasure. 


FIFTIETH MEMORIAL DAY 


As the opening date for the exposition is May 
30 the opening ceremonies will be devoted 
largely to the celebration of the fiftieth anni- 
versary Of Memorial Day. This will make the 
opening exercises national in character, and the 
foreign exhibitors who represent the allied na- 
tions will have an opportunity to participate in 
a memorial to the boys who wore the blue and 
gray in the last great struggle of history. 

On the following day, May 31, it is the in- 
tention of the exposition to turn the entire en- 
terprise over to the citizens of the Bronx and 
have the officials of the Bronx as the presiding 
officers for the special entertainment that will 
be provided. It will be known as Bronx Borough 
Day, and the exposition company already has 
placed upon the program of special events one 
special day devoted to each borough of the city, 
with the borough presidents and other principal 
officers in charge of the affairs. 

The third day of the exposition, because cf 
the management’s appreciation of the import- 
ance of the journalist in every great public 
undertaking, will be known as Newspaper Men’s 
Day and New York Press Club Day. Not only 
will all active working newspaper men of New 
York City be invited to a special inspection of 
the enterprise, but it is anticipated that in view 
of the importance of the opening of the exposi- 
tion there will be visiting newspaper men from 
cities within a radius of a thousand or more 
miles,

What the Park Business 
Needs

succeeding years our volunteer masqueraders 
have increased constantly until the maximum 
of 12,000 on a single night has been reached ond 
an average of 7,000 a night during our last 
carnival, making a total of 160,000 during that 
carnival. And all this with the absence of 
rowdyism, generally speaking, for our crowds 
have been educated during these five years to 
realize that good fun and good conduct go hand 
in hand. This carnival costs us almost one 
thousand dollars per day, the gate is practically 


a paid gate, the majority of our passes expiring * 


the evening before the carnival opens. This 
year, in spite of the whining of a few mis- 
placed concessionaires, who in their own estima- 
tion were really meant to be managers, but be-

cause of the poor judgment of Dame Destiny 
still remained unrecognized and uncalled as such, 
we adopted a 15-cent gate, maintaining at all 
other times a 10-cent gate. Such steps were 
necessary primarily because of our added ex- 
pense of a thousand dollars a day and also be- 
cause of the tremendous increase in cost all 
along the line. Much to the surprise of all, our 
attendance was greater than during any previous 
carnival period. 

A few years back the reform element of our 
city became rather aggressive and started on a 
campaign with apparent interest to eliminate 
from our city’s escutcheon all institutions cater- 
ing to the public whose methods did not con- 
form with their rather narrow code. Apntici- 
pating a lengthy campaign of trouble we started 
to clean house, even tho at that time Riverview 
had a first-class reputation, and since that time 
have kept ahead of them rather than behind. No 
jip games of any kind are allowed on the gfounds 
so far as we are able thru careful and constant 
watchfulness to eliminate. No fake shows of 
any kind are tolerated and no immoral or sug- 
gestive performances are permitted. What is 
the result? In these days when many ‘wolf 
criers’’ are straining their lungs to the utmost 
predicting and deploring the ultimate disappear- 
ance of amusement parks from the scheme of 
summer entertainment for the masses, Riverview 
has been constantly increasing its popu- 
larity as a family recreation resort and 
its concessionaires prospering proportionately. 
As most satisfying and  convineing  evi+ 
dence of my last statement I can only say that 
on October 15 past, this being our closing date 
for reservations by old concessionaires, about 75 
per cent of our space for 1918 was sold and de, 
posits made. And this with 150 concessions in- 
volved. 


Aside from the opportunity for public benefit 
our two picnic grounds are a big asset to the 
park. Last season we had no open Saturday, 
Sunday or holiday dates with exception of a few 
which were booked during the winter, but can- 
| celed shortly after the park's opening by Ger- 
man societies at the suggestion of the U. 8. 
Government authorities. With crowds in the two 
groves ranging each week-end all the way from 
, 5,000 to 65,000 a day, combined with the crowds 
attracted by our various free attractions, our 
{concessionaires are afforded an opportunity to 
‘reach the masses. It is just as a concessionairtr 
told me the other day: “If a fellow doesn't make 
good anywhere in Riverview there is some 
thing wrong with him, his show or his game.” 

My readers might be under the impression 
that I am guilty of attempting to promote the 
interests of Riverview in this article, but such is 
not the case. I have used Riverview to illustrate 
the policies involved because I am most familiar 
with it and sincerely hope some of the state 
ments here made may prove a slight assistance 
at least to other park men.

every fair association uses the same buildings 
each year for the same departments. And 
further, the displays in these buildings are 
about the same each year. The result is that 

many visitors are heard to say: 


“This is just the same as it was last year,”’ 
or, ‘“‘What’s the use of going into that build- 
ing? It’s just like it was last year.”’ 

Even tho it may be impossible to make rad- 
ical changes in the exhibits and the manner 
in which they are presented, there are many 
seemingly slight innovations which may be 
adopted, which will cause the lay visitor to 
think that the exhibits are different. These in- 
novations are best secured by visiting other 
fairs, and by discussing the shortcomings of 
your own fair with your patrons. 

Another important matter to keep in mind is 
the psychological effect which the fair has on 
the visitor. Ninety per cent of the pleasure 
of visiting a fair, especially to the country- 
men or countrywomen, is anticipation—antici- 
pation both of the pleasure of the trip and 
what they will see and thear while on the 
grounds, So, if possible, see that they are not 
disappointed in either. 


In the first place the fair evecutive should 
see to it that the advance publicity and ad- 
vertising is bright and attractive, thereby creat- 
ing zest and interest in the mind of the visitor. 
He should request that the railroads furnish 
sufficient equipment to handle the crowds with 
safety and comfort, for there is nothing which 
will dampen the spirit of a ‘holiday crowd more 
than to have to stand for an hour or more on 
a crowded train. Such a condition brings the 
visitor to the grounds completely exhausted 
both in body and mind and less receptive for 
the fair itself. 

Prompt and efficient street car service (or 
jitney service in the smaller towns) is another 
great asset to the success of the fair, not only 
in actually bringing the people to the grounds, 
but bringing them there in a good humor, 

In order to accommodate those who will re- 
main for more than one day arrangements 
should be made with the hotels so that the 
maximium of service will be afforded at the 
usual prices. There is no greater ‘‘knock’’ for 
a fair than to have some out-of town visitor 
say: 

“I would go to the fair, but the hotes prices 
are always doubled on fair week.” 


Visitors also form their impressions of a 
town, and the enjoyment of their trip,’ by the 
reception and treatment that they receive in 
retail stores. en 

Of course the fair manager can not regulate 
all of these matters, but by going to the rail- 
road, street car, hotel and retail store execu- 
tives some weeks before the fair dates, and dis- 
cussing these matters as business propositions, 
fhe can often get better service for his patrons. 

In the zeal for having better and bigger ex- 
hibits and educational features it is an easy 
matter for a fair manager to,make the mistake 
of ‘giving them too much; attention and lose 
sight of the value of attractions and amuse- 
ments. 

The average person does not go to the fair 
to be educated. They go for the attractions, 
the amusements and the diversions, and if by 
chance they may be induced to see and study 
the educational features, then the real object 
of the fair is accomplished. 

The experience of the few fairs that have 
tried to operate without amusements and at- 
tractions has proven that such a course means 
absolute failure. Farmers will not pay money 
to see corn and pumpkins and cows and pigs. 
They want comedy, sensation and novelty, and 
if in their search for diversion they see a big- 
ger bull, better agricultural products or an 
easier way to do their work, then the fair 
may be regarded as a real success, 


Some fair managers seem to think if they 
secure a few shows and some interesting con- 
cessions that their responsibility to the patrons 
for amusements then ceases. If you charge fifty 
cents at the front gate you must give your 
patron fifty cents’ worth (or more) of free 
amusements. The shows are all right, but they 
cost in addition to the front gate charge, and 
should not be considered as an amusement as- 
set. Give every man, woman and child who 
visits your fair at least a dollar’s worth of 
free amusement for his or ‘her fifty or twenty- 
five-cent ticket, and they will want to come 
back next year. 

A change in methods of advertising and the 
copy for same will often create the impression 
that innovations may be expected at the fair 
itself. Of course, there are certain standard 
methods of advertising that no sane secretary 
would desire changed, such as newspaper, bill- 
board, etc, But a change of copy from the 
stereotyped pbrases so often used would cer- 
tainly be a welcome relief to every reader, 

There is possibly more plagiarism of fair ad- 


vertising phrases than any other form of lit- 
J 


erature, Let an enterprising publicity man spring 
a rattling: good phrase in his advertising mat- 
ter and the next season he will see it on all 
sides, That is entirely right and proper, too, for 
every fair manager should be willing and anx- 
ious to exchange ideas and suggestions, but it 
would be far better for all concerned if more 
original stunts were sprung each year, thereby 
giving the ad writers more material to study 
before getting up their copy. 

The secretary who depends mainly upon news- 
paper and billboard space, with the publicity 
which usually accompanies newspaper space, 
can not'go far wrong. There are, of course, a 
great many other mediums which may. be used 
to more or less good effect, their value varying 
according to local conditions. But as a general 
proposition newspaper and billboard space year 
in and’ year out will get far more results than 
could be bought for the same amount of money 
in other channels. 


During the past three years the writer has 
experimented with novelty’ advertising to some 
extent, and his experience as well as studying 
the experience of many other fairs, is that nov- 
elty advertising is very much like the girl 
with the curl in the miadle of her forehead, 
When it is good it is very good, and when it 
is bad it is horrid. 


An advertising novelty that does not make 
a big bit is a worthless expense while a really 
good novelty is often worth far more than the 
price paid for it. In other words, it seems to 
the writer that there is no middle ground in 
novelty advertising. To get the best results 
a novelty must “go big.’? If it doesn’t a poor 
purchase has probably been made. 


The above line of argument may suggest this 
question to those buyers who have experimented 
very little in novelties: 

“What general policy may be followed 1n 
buying novelties to avold being stung?’ 

There is none. 

This may be better illustrated with the fol- 
lowing two instances: 

Three years ago an advertising buyer for 
a fair was solicited by a novelty salesman, 
who offered him an article costing about five 
cents in lots of one thousand or more, The 
salesman finally induced the buyer to try 1,000 
even against the latter’s judement. When the 
article arrived it made an instant hit, and altho 
the buyer had spent several hundred dollars on 
other forms of novelties, this particular article 
overshadowed them all, He has since bought it 
each year and it still gets excellent results, 


The same year this buyer bought another 
novelty which he thought would create a great 
deal of favorable publicity. It was a “‘trick’’ 
article which came folded and had to be opened 
before the recipient knew just what he had. 
The idea was undoubtedly clever, but the buyer, 
in describing the results, said: 

“It was a waste of money. When I handed 
it to a lady she was afraid to open it because 
she thought it might be suggestive or racy. 
When I handed it to a man he opened it, saw it 
wasn’t racy or suggestive and threw it away 
Cisappointed and sometimes disgusted. Conse- 
quently, it was of no real value among the 
members of either sex.’’ 

There are many other forms of advertising, 
some of which cost the fair association little, 
if anything. Envelopes printed in colors, with 
a big ‘“‘flash,”’ are perhaps the best free 
advertising obtainable. Almost any printing 
company will get up a satisfactory design and 
solicit orders from merchants and manvfactur- 
ers. A circulation of many thousands is geo- 
erally obtainable, even in the smaller cities, and 
these constantly going out from four to siz 
months before the fair certainly help to get the 
event fixed in the minds of many prospective 
visitors. 

The people who made exhibits are, after all, 
really the best advertising assets that a fair 
manager has, and bis reception and treatment 
of them one year is always reflected in the at- 
tendance the next. The secretary who make# 
it a point to personally serve, or see that each 
exhibitor is given the attention he expects, will 
send that exhibitor away a booster and a living 
advertisement, worth more, perbaps, than many 
dollars spent for space, 

And while you are giving this service it !s§ 
‘ust as easy to give it pleasantly and cheerfully. 
And, if you greet each exhibitor with a smile, 
you will not only make a better impression for 
your fair, but at the end of the week you will 
find that you had almost as good a time 5 
the exhibitors and visitors themselves,

Evansville, Ind., Dee. 15.—Every indication 
at present points to a banner 1918 season for 
Cook’s Electric Park, which will open April 
27 and continue for six months thereafter.

Improvement plans include the construction 
of a fun factory and two other feature at- 
tractions, one of which will likely be Tower 
Town; a_ children’s playground ‘with = slides, 
teeter ladders, swings, rings, horizontal - bars, 
trapeze, climbing combinations and * kindergar- 
ten chair swings: als» a baseball diamond, 
tennis court and golf links. 

The Royal Scotch Highlander Band has al-

When the season opens there will probably 
be ready for opening a skating rink, »merry-go- 
reund, monkey speedway, candy race tracks and 
about twenty or twenty-five other’ up-to-date 
concessions, for which negotiations are now 
pending. [Painting on the interior has already 
been commenced: in fact, the entire park will 
be repainted, in addition to the installation of 
a lighting system which, when completed. will 


take caré of the illumination of 20,000 lights. , 


The management is also installing a heating

New Year’s Resolution 


Editor The Billboard—Probably there is no 
Carnival owner or manager but who is looking 
forward to 1918. That all are planning, schem- 
ing, building and booking is a foregone conclu- 
sion. That is just as necessary as food js to the 
hun gate the largest organization on the 
road, which has thousands of dollars invested in 
better class attractions, rolling stock, conces- 
sions and so on, to the **built-in-a- -day, get-it- 
quick-and-jump,’ ; disreputable, flytrap ‘bunch of 
grafters, whose only aim in the carnival game 
is: ‘‘Find:a live one, do him good; get another 
and then another.” 

As 1 have said above, they are all planning 
for 1918. The real carnival owner has something 
more than the money invested at stake—honor, 
reputation and real friends are sometimes more 
valuable than mere dollars and cents to him. 
In fact they are the chief assets of 90 per cent 
of the real-Successful men in any reputable line 
of business today. The ‘*‘on-the-level’’ carnival 
owner Or manager can almost always find a 
welcome return date. I say almost always— 
the exception is from a business point of view. 
Of course, no fair association or other auspices 
Wants the same line-up of shows year after year, 
but they always bave first call on choice pick- 
ings and can always come back when a few 
changes in the carnival owner’s make-up of 
shows are made. At any rate Mr. Fair Secretary 
or Manager is his friend, and letters of recom- 
mendation from one secretary to another has 
been known to do a show a world of good, The 
above applies more particularly to any auspices 
that Mr. ‘‘On-the-Level’’ Carnival Manager plays 
unde. 

Whether it is the Elks, Moose, Red Men, Fire- 
men, or whatever auspices it may be, the friends 
you make by your honorable dealings are not 
one, two or a dozen, but sometimes by the bun- 
dreds, according to the size of the organization 
under which you are showing. Then, equally, if 
not more valuable than either, are the city of- 
ficials. Get their friendship and goodwill and’ 
you can always come back. The ‘‘on-the-level.’’ 
progressive manager realizes the fact that the 
day has passed when patrons paid good money 
to see snake eaters, cooch dancers, fairies in the 
well, vulgar girl shows and blowoffs. There 
may be a place for these in this big world, but 
it is not on the progressive, looking-forward, up- 
to-date carnival. What will make the heart of a 
real showman beat faster with pride than to 
Watch a committee of city officials, with their 
wives, friends and sweethearts, whom he has in- 
vited to inspect his shows. come out of each at- 
traction with happiness beaming on their faces 
and pronounce the shows clean, meritorious and 
worthy the patronage of their friends? Also, is 
it not better to have the press voluntarily praise 
your carnival than knock it? It has been done, 
can be done, and will be done again. 

The concessions identified with a carnival are 
as vital to its suecess as its shows. More towns 
have been closed to carnivals by grafters than 
were ever closed by immoral shows. It is the 
pulse of the carnival, one that needs constant 
watching and attention. One greedy grafter may 
for a dollar, or even less, tie up an investment of 
thousands of dollars and even give a good reputa 
tion a black name in that place. The world 
knows a knock will travel faster than a boost 
and grows in volume as it travels. Yes, the con- 
cessions with a carnival are like a very sick 
child—must be constantly watched and nourishe? 
to guard against grafting fever, lest it should 
rise and endanger the whole institution. You 
will universally find that where there are clean, 
legitimate concessions the shows are above the 
average in merit. One of the greatest evils 
of the carnival world is the irresnonsible press 
agent, or if not him the manager or the owner of 
the carnival who allows some employee of his 
company to write a lot of lies or misrepresenta- 
tions and forward it to the theatrical journals 
to be published under a real or fictitious name, 
And right bere let me say that these publications 
are to a great extent to blame for this condi- 
tion of things. How many, many dozens of

derful business that ‘‘so-and-so's’’ carnival was 
doing, week after week, when it was known for a 
positive fact that [t was a bloomer or a series 
of bloomers? Probably hundreds of showmen or 
concessionists have made long and expensive 
jumps to join a company whose glorious success 
was week after week announced in glaring 
headlines in these publications, only to find 
when they arrive a fifth-rate carnival company 
on its last legs. But then nen, ink and paper 
were cheap, and with a two-cent stamp it was 
forwarded to the showmen’s paper and you read 
that “The biggest, greatest, grandest, cleanest 
carnival company on tbe road is playing to 
capacity business.’’

atrical paper the owner of the publication sha!l 
warn the writers, and then, upon a repetition of 
the offense, any reading notice being sent in 
shall be withheld from publication until such 
time ag they are willing to abide by the rules 
that the publications have made, This is merely 
a general ontline, and no doubt you can greatly 
improve upon it, 

Mr. Faditor, the Krause Greater Shows go on 
record that from now on any report which is 
sent to the publications by me or any of my 
representatives to be published, as regards the 
number of shows, rides, concessions or the bus!- 
ness that was done, if found to be untrue, I 
hereby give you the permission to brand it as 
false and publish it as such.

Closes Season at Hattiesburg, Miss., 
December 


Hattiesburg, Miss., Dee. 14.—The Johnny J. 
Jones Exposition had oniy three days of fair 
weather at Yazoo City. The last three days of 
the engagement the weather was such as qne 
would naturally expect at Pipestone, Minn., but 
never in Mississippi. Just imagine almost a foot 
of snow on Friday night. Business was very big 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, but the ther- 
mometer dropped on Thursday to almost zero 
weather and Mr. Colored Man will not venture 
outdoors in chilly weather. Altho Hattiesburg is 
much further south, it was found on arrival 
bere that the weather man was still under the 
impression that Mississippi was Minnesota. The 
Jones Steel Flyer was unloaded Sunday night 
and made ready for the Monday night open:ng, 
but old Jupiter Piuvius arrived at 4 p.m. Mon- 
day. and the opening, of necessity, had to be 
postponed until Tuesday. Tuesday it rained from 
early morning until late in the afternoon, Never- 
theless Johnny J. Jones’ Exposition opened to a 
more than satisfactory attendance, due, no doubt, 
to the fact that the 75,000 Sammies located 
here at Camp Shelby do not fear the cold, wet 
weather. The exposition is here for two weeks, 
and, should the weather get at all favorable, 
there is no question but that the closing days of 
the season will be most satisfying not only to 
Mr. Jones. but all the concessionists as well, and 
Hattiesburg will wind up almost a solid year’s 
season that does not record a single losing week 
and very few days lost thru the agency of in- 
clement weather.

R. M. HARVEY CHANGES MIND 


Will Not Launch New Circus Next Sea- 
son, Due to Unsettied Conditions— 
May Carry Out Plans in 1919 


After many weeks of indecision, due to 
weighing the circumstances and conditions care- 
fully, and after consulting railroad men and 
others of the commercial world in touch with 
the transportation and financial problems, R. M. 
Harvey, recently of the Hagenbeck Circus, an- 
nounces that he will not launch or assist in 
launching a new circus enterprise the coming 
season. He will, however, continue his min- 
trels (Lowery’s Greater Minstrels) for a long 
winter season and will enlarge the company 
to a two or three-car attraction for the tent 
season next summer. If transportation and 
financial conditions improve materially during 
the coming season the new circus will doubt- 
lessly be launched in 1919. 

Mr. Harvey, in an interview, predicted that 
the coming season will be the toughest of 
seasons for the railroading of a circus, and busi- 
ness will be very irregular, being more spotted 
than usual. He does not see how the circus 
ean afford to absorb the war tax on the tickets, 
and yet doubts if the public will stand for an 
increase in the price of circus tickets, or if 
they will pay the war tax in many communi- 
ties. Much depends upon the way the public 
has been trained in their respective communi- 
ties. For instance, in towns or cities where 
the local picture shows and theaters are adding 
the war tax, the public will be willing to pay 
the tax on circus tickets, but in those com- 
munities where the picture shows and theaters 
absorb the war tax the public will not stand 
for the war tax on circus tickets. With a 
second draft of men almost certain and the 
confusion in railroad circles it is a bad time 
ta launch a new circus enterprise, and, unless 
the men who handle the circuses which do 
venture forth the coming season are very 
eareful in piloting the same, they are going to 
have a lot of confusion in routing and getting 
business, according to Mr. Harvey. © 

Mr. Harvey had his plans well laid, the 
financial end of the proposition being taken 
care of and applications from the very best 
talent in all departments of the circus business, 
but he admits ‘his enthusiasm has been killed 
by the discouraging outlook. In the meantime 
he will devote his energies to establishing a 
minstrel organization second to none and thus 
be in position to enter the circus field at the 
proper time.

ED R. SALTER 


While at Vicksburg, Miss., lately Ed R. 
Salter ran across Will Gorman in the lobby of 
the National Park Hotel. Gorman was piloting 
Ben-Hur thru the Southland, and accompany- 
ing him was Sol Manheimer, advance agent for 
The Beauty Shop. While Gorman was long- 
distance telephoning Manbeiamer remarked to 
Salter: ‘I've often heard of you, Ed Salter. 
With whom have jou been?’ That query set 
Salter to guessing, and took him back a few 
years. ‘‘] served my apprenticeship,”’ said Sal- 
ter, “in the old Coliseum Theater, Detroit. It 
was a variety theater (they call it vaudeville 
today). Later I was treasurer of White's 
Theater and assistant manager of the Grand Op- 
era House, Detroit (the present Lreeum), Then 
went to Saginaw for one year and managed the 
Academy of Music there, also the old Woods 
Opera House, Bay City. Next’ two Years man- 
aged both the Powers and Grand theaters, Grand 
Rapids, Mich. Took to road management then, 
managing the Hrer Sisters, and introduced for 
the first time on the American stage the 
Swedish dialect in the person of the late Gus 
Heege. Was geneval manager for Cames H. 
Shunk, Chicago, when he controlled John Dil 
lon, Gus Heege, Ole Olson, Calhoun Opera Co., 
Royal Italian Opera Co. Jnles Murry, Wallace 
Munro, Charlies Riggs, George H. Broadhurst 
were our managers. Then I became press agent 
for James Hutton when he remodeled the old 
Windsor Theater, Chicago, and called it the 
Tincoln. It was situated across the street 
from Engle's Garden, where Martin Beck got 
his first experience in vaudeville. Then I man- 
aged The Derby Mascot. The unique thing 
about it was that there were three soubrettes 
in the cast—Dolly Thiebault, Da'sy Dixon and 
Katie Rooney. I had been putting in some sum- 
mer time with circuses and received a whole 
lot of good experience from the real press agent, 
Willis Cobb, of the Wallace Circus. Formed 
an acquaintance with Al Martin, and put out 
Salter & Martin's Big Uncle Tom's Cabin Com- 
pany, traveling in our own train of four special 
ears. Tartnership lasted four years, and I sold 
out to Martin. In tbat time I had put Uncle 
Tom into the legitimate high-priced ‘theaters, 
and we were carrying 75 people—‘some gigantic 
troupe’ in those days. Next I managed Stuart 
Robson (some leap from Uncle Tom to Robson), 
Kelcey and Shannen. Was general manager for 
Broadhurst Brothers in the hey-dey of their 
successes, What Happened to Jones, The Wrong 
Mr Wright, Why Smith Left Home, the latter 
company containing Maclyn Arbuckle, Mrs. Anna 
Yeamans, Matt Snyder, Fred Peters, Dorothy 
Usner, Harry McRae Webster. Made a ‘jump’ 
from New Orleans to the Strand Theater, Lon- 
don. Then managed May Irwin, Left to take 
up partnership with J. D. Barton to operate one 
night-stand attractions. This lasted four years. 
Then opened a play broker office in New York. 
Next managed May Robson. Took a flyer into 
burlesque for the Columbia Amusement Company. 
Managed the Gayety Theater, Baltimore, for 
one balf hour and the Corinthian Theater, Roch- 
ester, for one season, Managed Harris Theater, 
l'ittsburg, the first eighteen months of its ex- 
istence. Built and managed the Grand Thea- 
ter, Duluth. Returned to the outdoor amnse- 
ment part of the profession as publicity man 
with Johnny J. Jones’ Exposition, and if I live 
until December will be years young. There 
you are, Mr. Manhe!mer, and I did the act with- 
out referring to the almanac, and about the 
time I make my final exit there is young Ed 
R. Salter (now attending a military school) 
who will them be telling the public all about it.”

should be run down and prosecuted to the limit 
of the law. It is not only the loxs of the 
ticket and money to be considered, but also the 
bad moral reaction on the manager who gets 
stung. He wil] naturally lose faith in his fel- 
low man and refuse to trust him. He will 
refuse to advance tickets even to those who are 
worthy. Managers have always beep lax about 
prosecuting and publishing names of ticket 
thieves. It seems to give them more satisfac- 
tion to take their spite out on those who are 
innocent by refusing them favors. I bave often 
suggested sending the names of ticket thieves to 
The Billboard; have offered to do it myself, but 
in most cases the managers would refuse. say- 
ing, “Aw, what's the use? The Billboard 
won't print their names anyhow, unless you go 
before a notary and make affidavit; too much 
red tape, but just watch me turn down the nest 
man who asks for a ticket, ete.’’ And that’s 
the way it goes in nearly all cases of that kind. 
Instead of exposing and punishing the guilty 
they will take revenge on the innocent. I want 
to say right here and now that I will do all 
in my power to expose and punish any musician 
who uses the free columns for dishonest pur- 
poses, and I ask all otber fair-minded men to 
do the same. If we would jail a few of them 
and publish their names it would go a long way 
towards discouraging the practice.

A. M. WHAYLEN 
Pioneer Motion Picture Exhibitor 


A. M. Whaylen, who 
is well known as Plano 
Bill, is one of the pi- 
oneer moving picture ex- 
hibitors in the country. 
He claims tu be the frst 
one to carry an electric 
light lant to show mov 
ing pictures and illus- 
trated songs, doing this 
in 1901. If there was 
anyone ahead of him he 
would like to have the 
party speik up. Plaao 
Bill gives a description 
of his show life as fol- 
lows: 

“We started out in 
1898 witb an old Lubia 
moving picture outfit—3,000 feet of film, 50 
Cuban War slides, 30 comics and one illustrated 
song. 
gas; traveled by team; did our own cooking and 
slept in the wagon. Our prices were 15 cents 
for all under 10 years and 25 cents for adudts. 
We called our show Whaylen’s Mechanical 


Opera Company, and did good business, making | 


all the towns within a radius of 60 miles of our 
home town, Reinbeck, la. Our home town gave 
us a $70 house the first time we showed there. 
We then increased our show to 4,000 feet of 
films, and traded for a new Lubin projector, 
We toured Northern Iowa, Soutbern Minnesota 
and South Dakota, and did fine. We bad four 
people and two wagons, one a cook wagon. 
1 was a good rifle shot and mixed a little of 
the sharp shooting act on the lot and around 
town during the day time, and this helped to 
advertise. The winter of 1900 and 1901 we 
toured the Black Hills, showing from Reinbeck 
to Deadwood and traveling by rail. At Dead- 
wood they had free moving pictures in a saloon, 
80 we didn't try to show in the Opera House. 
We wanted to stay here a few days, so we 
watched the other fellow show at the Bodega 
saloon. While watching him I said to my helper 
if that’s the best he can do we can beat him. A 
dig fellow sitting near heard what I said, and 
spoke up: ‘Well, if you can, you can bring 
your show down to my saloon, and 4} will give 
you. $8 a night,’ I said, ‘All right, we will be 
there.’ The next day we got our outfit ready 
in his- place and showed two nights for him. He 
diked the show so well he asked us to stay for 
a year—same price. It was all right for one 
man, but there were three of us, so we had to 
move on. Besides, we were billed down the 
west side of the hill to Crawford, Neb. The 
second night we showed for I think his name 
was Caldwaller, I heard that Wild Bill had 
been killed in the saloon where we were showing, 
I asked Caldwaller if this was rrue, and he said 
yes. It so happened that where my curtain was 
hanging was about the very spot where Wild 
Bill, Carl Mann, Charley Rich and Captain 
Massey were playing a game of poker when Jack 
McCanll came jnto the saloon, stepped behind 
Wild Bill's chair, and, jerking out a large re- 
voiver, shot him thru the head. The building 
that stood there at that time (1876) had been 
torn down, and a brick block stood on the 
same lot. We visited the Mt. Moriah Cemetery, 
where Wild Bill was buried. The citizens of 
Deadwood erected a lifesize monument of red 
granite to his memory, inscribed as follows: 
‘J. B. Hickock, died August 2nd, 1876, by 
pistol shot; age, 37 years. Custer was lonely 
without him.’’ Underneath in large letters: 
‘Wild Bill.’ We took in the towns to Crawford, 
and from there to Sioux City, with good busi- 
ness in nearly every town. In 1901 we added a 
3-h. p. Cushman two-cycle engine and a Roth 
dynamo, and made our own electricity for the 
show. This put us to the front, because we could 
give the little towns as good a light as the big 
cities could. We also purchased a searchlight 
and used it early in the evening. Everything 
together made our outfit the best ever. We 
showed for celebrations outside free for every- 
body, and received as hich as $100. Did sharp 
shooting in the afternoon and pictures at night, 
and we received many press notices. In 1900 
we changed the name of the show to Wharlen’s 
Wild West on Canvas, and used plenty of 
Wild West film. In 1903 we purchased a two- 
eylinder automobile and put the dynamo on the 
rear end and belted it on to the fly wheel of the 
auto engine. This gave us more power and 
worked to perfection, and we could carry part 
of the load. Everybody wanted to see how we 
made our light with an automobile, and it helped 
draw the crowd. We advertised and gave 5,000 
feet of film and five illustrated songs—two 
hours of solid amusement.”’
